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REPORT  OF  THE 
INTERSTATE  COMMERCE  COMMISSION. 


Washington,  D.  C,  December  1,  1923. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  the  honor  to  submit 
herewith  its  thirty-seventh  annual  report  to  the  Congress.  The  period 
covered  by  this  report  extends  from  November  1,  1922,  to  October 
31,  1923,  except  as  otherwise  noted. 

A  statement  of  appropriations  and  aggregate  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1923,  is  embodied  in  Part  I  of  this  report, 
while  the  names  of  the  employees  and  expenditures  in  detail  are  set 
forth  in  Part  II. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  amounts  of  our .  estimates  for 
the  fiscal  years  1923,  1924,  and  1925,  the  amounts  of  estimates  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  those  years,  and  the  amounts 
appropriated  by  the  Congress  for  the  fiscal  years  1923  and  1924:

Our  estimate  for  1925  was  submitted  in  the  basic  amount  which 
we  considered  necessary  for  our  activities,  such  amount  to  be  in- 
creased by  whatever  sum  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Personnel  Classi- 
fication Board  for  increase  in  compensation  to  our  employees,  which, 
we  understand,  is  approximately  $256,080.  This  would  bring  our 
1925  estimate  up  to  $4,944,940.  The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  estimate 
of  $4,279,500  must  defray  not  only  the  basic  expenditures  during 
1925,  but  the  increase  in  compensation  to  employees  as  well.  Our 
1924  appropriation  covers  basic  expenditures  only.  The  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  1925  estimate  for  basic  expenditures  is  thus  $880,440,  or 
18  per  cent,  less  than  our  1924  appropriation,  and  $665,440,  or  14  per 
cent,  less  than  our  1925  estimate  for  basic  expenditures. 

Our  reference  to  these  repeated  reductions  is  not  in  the  nature  of 
an  appeal,  but  we  must  in  justice  to  ourselves  state  to  the  Congress 
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that  we  can  not  under  these  reduced  appropriations  carry  on  in  the 
future  the  same  amount  and  kind  of  work  as  has  been  performed  in 
the  past.  In  addition  to  the  curtailment  of  certain  activities  be- 
cause of  reduced  appropriations,  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  we  will 
now  be  compelled  to  defer  or  greatly  restrict  some  of  our  current 
work. 

To  comply  with  the  mandates  of  the  transportation  act,  1920, 
it  was  necessary  to  create  one  new  activity — a  bureau  of  finance — 
and  to  increase  materially  two  existing  activities — the  bureau  of 
traffic  and  the  bureau  of  service — and  to  obtain  for  directors  of 
these  activities  persons  of  experience  and  ability.  We  stated  to  the 
Congress  through  the  appropriation  committees  that  such  persons 
could  not  be  obtained  at  the  maximum  salary  of  $7,500  theretofore 
paid  bureau  chiefs  in  our  employ.  It  appeared  to  be  the  consensus 
of  opinion  that  we  should  obtain  the  best  material  possible  under 
the  circumstances  at  a  salary  not  in  excess  of  $10,000  per  annum 
for  each  of  these  directors.  This  we  did,  and  we  have  continued  to 
pay  $10,000  for  each  of  these  three  positions  until  recently,  when  a 
vacancy  in  one  of  them  was  filled  at  $7,500  per  annum.  For  many 
years  the  annual  salary  of  our  chief  counsel  has  been  $10,000.  Some 
of  these  officials  were  induced  to  sacrifice  considerable  sums  of 
money  to  accept  service  with  the  Government  at  salaries  of  $10,000 
per  annum,  and  we  could  not  expect  them  to  make  the  further 
sacrifice  of  remaining  in  the  Federal  service  at  salaries  reduced  to 
$7,500  per  annum.  We  are  convinced  that  there  is  practically  no 
possibility  of  obtaining  men  equally  well  qualified  at  salaries  less 
than  those  we  are  now  paying,  and  we  can  not  afford  to  take  the 
chance  of  employing  in  these  positions,  if  made  vacant,  others  of 
less  experience  and  ability.  To  do  so  would  place  additional  respon- 
sible and  detailed  duties  upon  us,  which  time  and  strength  would 
not  permit. 

As  a  result  of  the  valuation  act  we  divided  the  United  States  into 
five  districts,  each  having  an  engineering  section,  an  accounting 
section,  and  a  land  section.  The  accounting  sections  reported  to 
a  supervisor  of  accounts,  the  land  sections  to  a  supervisor  of  land 
appraisals,  and  each  engineering  section  to  an  engineer.  The  five 
engineers  constituted  an  engineering  board,  and  with  the  super- 
visors of  accounts  and  land  appraisals  reported  to  and  consulted 
with  the  director  of  valuation.  All  of  these  officials  were  chosen 
from  the  best  material  obtainable,  looking  solely  to  experience  and 
ability.  For  years  it  has  been  necessary  to  pay  each  of  them  a  salary 
of  $9,000  per  annum.  The  director  of  valuation  was  a  former  member 
of  this  commission.  His  salary  until  his  recent  death  was  $10,000 
per  annum.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  majority  of  the  field  work 
all  of  these  sections  were  consolidated  in  Washington  and  the  force 
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has  been  decreased  from  approximately  1,500  to  approximately 
500  employees.  We  retained  one  member  of  the  engineering  board, 
the  supervisor  of  accounts,  and  the  supervisor  of  land  appraisals, 
each  at  the  salary  previously  paid,  and  the  associate  director  of 
valuation,  whose  salary  was  also  $9,000,  was  placed  in  charge  of  the 
work  as  acting  director.  This  part  of  the  valuation  work  is  nearing 
completion,  and  it  is  only  from  the  standpoint  of  loyalty  to  this 
undertaking  and  the  Government  that  some,  at  least,  of  these  officials 
are  remaining  in  our  service. 

Under  the  Budget  and  accounting  act  all  of  the  officials  herein  re- 
ferred to  have  been  placed  by  the  Personnel  Classification  Board  either 
in  grade  6  of  the  professional  and  scientific  service,  or  in  grade  13 
of  the  clerical,  administrative,  and  fiscal  service  of  the  classification 
act  of  March  4,  1923.  The  services  which  they  perform  are  of  the 
highest  technical  nature.  They  are  experts  in  the  handling  of  these 
matters.  Both  grade  6  and  grade  13,  as  well  as  the  highest  grades 
7  and  14,  provide  a  salary  not  in  excess  of  $7,500  per  annum,  " unless 
a  higher  rate  is  specifically  authorized  by  law."  For  the  reasons 
above  stated,  we  respectfully  ask  that  the  Congress  specifically 
authorize  by  law  in  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  the  fol- 
lowing positions  and  salaries : 

1  chief  counsel,  $10,000  per  annum. 

1  director  of  traffic,  $10,000  per  annum. 

1  director  of  finance,  $10,000  per  annum. 

1  director  or  acting  director  of  valuation,  $9,000  per  annum. 

1  supervisor  of  land  appraisals,  $9,000  per  annum. 

1  supervising  engineer,  $9,000  per  annum. 

1  supervisor  of  accounts,  $9,000  per  annum. 

INCREASE   IN    LOCOMOTIVE-INSPECTION    FORCE. 

In  our  last  report  we  directed  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  work 
of  our  bureau  of  locomotive  inspection  had  been  restricted  by  insuffi- 
ciency of  appropriations  and  inadequacy  in  the  number  of  inspectors. 
We  said : 

During  the  last  session  of  the  Congress  the  President  recommended  that  35  addi- 
tional inspectors  be  authorized,  with  an  increased  appropriation,  but  the  necessary 
legislation  was  not  enacted. 

When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  motive  power  is  the  heart  of  transportation,  and 
that  the  work  of  the  inspectors  is  directly  in  the  interest  not  only  of  the  personal 
safety  of  employees  and  travelers  but  also  of  the  essential  efficiency  of  our  trans- 
portation agencies,  the  importance  of  maintaining  the  work  of  the  bureau  at  the 
highest  attainable  standard  can  readily  be  comprehended. 

The  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1923,  was 
$290,000,  to  be  expended  pursuant  to  the  antideficiency  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 26,  1906,  in  monthly  allotments  of  $24,166.66.  Expendi- 
tures were  kept  within  that  amount  only  by  curtailing  the  activities 
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of  the  inspection  force  to  the  detriment  of  the  service.  Monthly 
expenditures  of  inspectors  for  traveling  expenses  were,  in  some 
instances,  limited  to  $20,  which  is  wholly  inadequate  for  covering 
any  district  properly. 

The  statistics  set  forth  in  the  chapter  of  this  report  which  deals 
with  the  work  of  the  bureau  during  the  last  fiscal  year  clearly  indi- 
cate that  "the  importance  of  maintaining  the  work  of  the  bureau 
at  the  highest  attainable  standard"  is  not  overstated.  During  the 
last  fiscal  year  inspections  could  not  be  made  at  1,782  points,  which 
is  39  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  points  at  which  locomotives 
are  housed  or  repaired. 

COOPERATION  BETWEEN  FEDERAL  AND  STATE  COMMISSIONS. 

In  our  last  report  we  directed  attention  to  the  growing  interrela- 
tions of  Federal  and  State  regulation  of  commerce  and  the  inevitably 
harmful  results  of  independent  action  by  the  respective  regulatory 
authorities.  We  related  the  formulation  of  a  plan  of  cooperation, 
which  was  published  as  an  appendix  to  that  report. 

It  is  a  matter  of  gratification  that  the  plan  is  an  actuality  and 
that  its  application  is  constantly  increasing.  It  has  been  put  in 
practice  in  a  number  of  cases,  with  results  that  have  fully  justified 
its  adoption.  Under  it  the  occasions  for  conflicts  in  the  exercise  of 
Federal  and  State  regulation,  pregnant  with  injury  to  carriers  and 
shippers  alike,  can  be  and  are  being  avoided,  to  the  advantage  and 
satisfaction  of  all  concerned.  The  results  thus  far  obtained  are  con- 
fidently believed  to  assure  an  even  fuller  measure  of  success. 

RAILROAD  EARNINGS. 

The  marked  business  revival  of  1923  has  greatly  augmented  both 
the  gross  and  net  earnings  of  the  carriers  as  compared  with  the 
earnings  in  the  depressed  years,  1921  and  1922.  In  the  calendar 
year  1921  the  operating  revenues  of  Class  I  steam  roads  amounted 
to  $5,573,153,133,  and  the  net  railway  operating  income,  which  is 
the  amount  from  which  fixed  charges  and  dividends  are  paid,  was 
$615,945,614  (revised  monthly  report  figures).  In  1922,  in  spite  of 
strike  troubles,  and  the  rate  reductions  effective  in  the  middle  of 
the  year,  the  operating  revenues  increased  to  $5,617,252,656  and  the 
net  railway  operating  income  to  $776,665,960.  The  year  1923 
began  with  an  inheritance  of  deferred  maintenance  resulting  from  the 
shopmen's  strike.  A  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  cars  and  loco- 
motives in  unserviceable  condition  had  begun  in  the  closing  months 
of  1922  and  this  decrease  was  continued  in  1923.  The  reports  of  the 
carriers  show  that  in  July,  1922,  14.2  per  cent  of  their  freight  cars 
were  unserviceable;  the  corresponding  figure  for  August,  1923,  was 
7.8.     In  September,  1922,  29.9  per  cent  of  the  freight  road  locomo- 
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tives  were  reported  unserviceable.  The  corresponding  figure  for 
August,  1923,  was  19.8  per  cent.  This  has  occasioned  unusual 
expenditures  for  maintenance  of  equipment  and  has  tended  somewhat 
to  reduce  the  net  railway  operating  income,  which  for  the  first  nine 
months  of  1923  was  $718,948,603.  For  the  calendar  year  the  cor- 
responding figure  will  probably  be  in  excess  of  a  billion  dollars,  but 
possibly  not  sufficiently  to  make  the  reported  earnings  equivalent  to 
5|  per  cent  on  the  fair  value  of  the  property. 

The  traffic  for  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year  1923,  as  measured 
by  net  revenue  and  nonrevenue  ton-miles,  was  33.53  per  cent  in 
excess  of  that  for  the  first  eight  months  of  1922  and  36.84  per  cent  in 
excess  of  that  for  the  same  period  in  1921.  It  was  also  3.57  per  cent 
in  excess  of  the  traffic  for  the  same  period  in  1920.  The  reports 
to  the  American  Railway  Association  of  the  number  of  cars  loaded 
indicate,  for  the  period  from  January  1  to  October  27,  an  increase 
in  1923  of  18.17  per  cent  over  1922;  26.65  per  cent  over  1921;  and 
10.08  per  cent  over  1920. 

It  is  perhaps  not  generally  realized  to  what  extent  the  operating 
expenses  have  increased  since  the  last  year  prior  to  our  entrance 
in  the  World  War.  A  comparison  of  the  traffic,  revenues,  and  ex- 
penses of  the  large  steam  roads  for  the  calendar  year  1916  with  those 
of  the  last  12  months  for  which  the  data  are  available  is  of  interest:

The  improvement  in  the  net  earnings  of  the  carriers  noted  above 
has  by  no  means  been  equally  distributed  among  the  individual 
systems.  The  recovery  from  the  depression  of  1921  was  more 
marked  in  the  eastern  and  southern  districts  than  in  the  western 
district  in  the  first  two-thirds  of  the  year  1923. 

DIVISIONS   OF  JOINT  RATES. 

Much  light  has  been  thrown  upon  our  authority  over  divisions  of 
joint  rates  by  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  New  England 
Divisions  case,  261  U.  S.  184,  decided  February  19,  1923.  This 
opinion,  elsewhere  summarized,  made  it  clear  that  our  present 
jurisdiction  over  divisions  is  broader  in  many  respects  than  our 
jurisdiction  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  transportation  act,  1920;  that 
in  fixing  divisions  as  well  as  rates  the  public  interest  should  be  con- 
sidered; and  that  the  provision  concerning  divisions  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  machinery  for  distributing  the  funds  expected  to  be 
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raised  by  the  new  rate-fixing  sections  of  the  interstate  commerce  act, 
to  the  end  that  the  country  may  have  adequate  transportation  service. 

The  most  important  divisions  case  decided  during  the  year  was 
U.  S.  War  Department  v.  A.  cfc  8.  By.,  77  I.  C.  C.  317.  This  case  had 
to  do  with  the  divisions  of  all  joint  rates  between  the  barge  lines 
operated  by  the  War  Department  on  the  Mississippi  and  Warrior 
Eivers  and  the  connecting  rail  lines.  The  general  principles  which 
should  govern  the  division  of  such  joint  rates  were  set  forth  in  the 
report.  Among  other  things,  it  was  decided  that,  whatever  might 
be  the  case  as  between  rail  lines,  "  joint  rates  over  rail-and-water 
routes  ought  to  be  divided  without  regard  to  the  extent  to  which  rail 
carriers  may  be  short-hauled,  and  not  upon  a  plan  designed  to  dis- 
courage or  render  impracticable  the  use  of  such  joint  rates."  While, 
as  a  basic  principle,  it  is  fair  that  the  rail  lines  should  receive  the  same 
revenue  as  they  would  receive  if  the  traffic  moved  all  rail  by  the  same 
gateway,  they  "are  not  fairly  entitled  to  the  same  divisions  as  they 
would  receive  all  rail  where  those  divisions  have  not  been  largely 
determined  by  the  relative  amount  and  cost  of  the  service  rendered, 
but  in  substantial  part  by  considerations  extraneous  to  the  service, 
such  as  protection  of  the  long  haul,  diversion  of  the  traffic  to  other 
gateways,  etc." 

Upon  application  for  injunction  against  enforcement  of  our  order 
in  Kansas  City,  Mexico  &  Orient  Divisions,  73  I.  C.  C,  319,  the  lower 
court  found  that  we  had  exceeded  our  powers,  and  the  matter  is  now 
pending  before  the  Supreme  Court. 

There  are  now  pending  before  us  26  cases  involving  div^4  is  of 
joint  rates  between  carriers.     Several  of  these  have  to  dc  the

RATE  SCALE  STANDARDS. 

As  mentioned  in  the  section  of  this  report  referring  to  the  work  of 
the  bureau  of  statistics,  attention  has  been  given  to  working  out  a 
basis  for  freight  rates  that  will  reflect  in  a  systematic  way  such  ele- 
ments as  cost  of  service  and  value  of  service.     We  are  fully  aware 
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that  commercial  conditions  have  in  the  past  prevented  the  develop 
ment  of  harmonious  and  logical  rate  structures,  and  that  such  influ- 
ences will  continue  to  operate  in  the  future.  Nevertheless,  it  would 
frequently  be  helpful  to  us  in  our  work  of  determining  just  freight 
rates  if  we  had  before  us  comprehensive  information  bearing  upon 
both  cost  and  value  of  service.  In  a  tentative  way  a  series  of  tables 
has  been  prepared  purporting  to  give  what  would  be  a  reasonable  rate 
for  carload  transportation  of  any  commodity  on  a  cost-of-service 
basis  for  any  distance.  These  tables  should  be  thoroughly  tested  and 
expanded  before  they  are  published  for  use.  Thorough  study  along 
this  line  requires  much  tedious  work  in  ascertaining  the  cost  of  various 
railroad  operations  and  in  the  systematic  comparison  of  existing 
rates  and  would  call  for  adequate  appropriation. 

SHORTENED  PROCEDURE. 

With  a  view  to  simplifying,  shortening,  and  making  less  expensive 
the  procedure  upon  complaints  filed  with  us,  we  have  been  experi- 
menting during  the  year  with  a  new  method  of  handling  the  simpler 
formal  cases.  This  shortened  procedure  consists  of  dispensing  with 
the  usual  method  of  holding  hearings  before  a  commissioner  or  an 
examiner,  and  substituting  sworn  statements  of  fact. 

After  the  complaint,  filed  in  the  regular  manner,  has  been  served, 
with  requirement  that  the  defendant  or  defendants  shall  satisfy  it  or 
file  answer  within  the  time  prescribed,  complainant  is  asked  to  sub- 
mit within  30  days  a  memorandum  setting  forth  such  evidence  as 
would  be  introduced  if  the  case  were  orally  heard  and  such  argument 
as  would  ordinarily  be  made  in  its  brief.  At  the  time  complainant  is 
asked  for  its  memorandum,  defendants  are  requested  to  advise 
within  15  days  whether  or  not  they  agree  to  the  case  being  handled 
as  suggested. 

Upon  receipt  of  complainant's  memorandum,  and  after  defendants 
have  agreed  to  handle  as  suggested,  defendants  are  asked  to  submit 
their  reply  memoranda  of  fact  and  argument  within  30  days.  Within 
15  days  from  the  date  on  which  reply  memorandum  is  filed,  com- 
plainant may,  if  it  wishes,  submit  rebuttal  memorandum. 

In  these  memoranda  the  facts  stated  are  sworn  to  by  those  having 
knowledge  of  the  facts. 

After  the  respective  memoranda  have  been  filed,  the  case  is  assigned 
to  an  examiner,  who  studies  them  as  he  would  a  formal  record,  and 
who  then  prepares  a  proposed  report.  At  any  time  up  to  the  date 
when  such  report  is  issued,  any  party  to  the  case  may  request  the 
regular  formal  hearing  either  upon  the  whole  complaint  or  upon 
certain  features  of  it. 

After  the  examiner's  proposed  report  has  been  served  the  procedure 
is  the  same  as  if  the  case  had  been  formally  heard;  that  is,  printed 
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exceptions  to  the  report  may  be  filed,  as  provided  by  our  rules  of 
practice. 

Oral  argument  may  be  had  upon  seasonable  request  therefor, 
and  the  decision  of  the  division  of  the  commission  is  subject  to 
petition  for  rehearing  the  same  as  if  the  issues  had  been  decided 
upon  a  record  made  at  a  formal  hearing. 

The  following  shows  the  results  of  our  experiment  thus  far.  For- 
mal complaints  are  frequently  docketed  together  because  of  similarity 
of  issues,  and  some  of  these  cases  embrace  more  than  one  com- 
plaint.

A  substantial  number  of  attorneys  and  traffic  officials  practicing 
before  us  have  stated  that  they  believe  our  experiment  is  a  step 
in  the  right  direction  and  that  many  of  our  formal  cases  can  doubt- 
less, with  the  consent  of  the  parties,  be  disposed  of  in  the  manner 
suggested.  Approximately  a  dozen  parties,  representing  both  ship- 
pers and  carriers,  have  asked  that  their  respective  cases  be  tried 
under  the  new  method. 

For  two  representative  months  it  has  been  calculated  that  the 
cost  of  sending  an  examiner  away  from  Washington  to  hear  a  formal 
case  ranges  from  69  cents  to  $3.50  per  page  of  transcript  of  testimony, 
depending  upon  the  distance  the  examiner  must  travel,  the  number 
of  cases  to  be  heard  at  the  same  time  and  place,  the  salary  of  the 
examiner,  and  other  factors.  This  calculation  showed  that  the 
average  cost  per  page  to  us  was  97  cents.  An  estimate  based  upon 
this  calculation,  and  applied  to  the  size  of  the  records  which  might 
reasonably  be  expected  if  the  cases  handled  under  the  new  method 
had  been  heard  in  the  regular  manner,  indicates  that  the  Govern- 
ment thus  far  has  saved  approximately  $75  on  each  case.  We 
have  made  no  estimate  of  the  savings  to  the  parties  in  those  cases. 

While  all  requests  for  extensions  of  time  within  which  to  file 
memoranda  were  granted  and  no  memorandum  was  rejected  be- 
cause overdue,  even  though  some  were  six  months  late,  the  average 
time  consumed  in  making  up  the  record  was  approximately  60  days 
less  than  the  average  for  similar  cases  handled  in  the  regular  formal 
method. 
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STATUTE  OF  LIMITATIONS  AS  AFFECTING  OVERCHARGES. 

By  its  decision  of  February  19,  1923,  in  Kansas  City  Southern 
Ry.  Co.  v.  Wolf,  et  at.,  261  U.  S.,  133,  the  court  held  that  actions 
begun  in  the  courts  for  the  recovery  of  charges  said  to  be  in  excess 
of  the  published  rates  when  properly  applied  must  be  filed  within 
the  two-year  period  of  limitations  provided  by  section  16  of  the 
interstate  commerce  act,  that  the  lapse  of  time  had  destroyed  any 
liability  by  the  carrier  to  the  shipper  or  his  assignee  for  the  alleged 
overcharge  and  that  its  demurrer,  because  the  claim  accrued  more 
than  two  years  prior  to  the  institution  of  the  action,  should  have 
been  sustained.  In  so  holding  the  court  quoted  with  approval  from 
what  it  said  in  Phillips  Co.  v.  Grand  Trunk  Western  Ry.  Co.,  236  U. 
S.,  662,  667,  to  the  effect  that  the  lapse  of  time  not  only  bars  the 
remedy  but  destroys  the  liability  whether  complaint  is  filed  with 
us  or  suit  is  brought  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  and  that 
the  carrier  was  bound  to  claim  the  benefit  of  the  statute  and  could 
do  so  by  general  demurrer. 

Prior  to  this  decision  carriers  paid  admitted  overcharges  if  claims 
were  presented  to  them  within  the  periods  of  limitations  provided 
by  the  State  statutes,  but,  under  the  doctrine  of  this  case,  they  are 
prohibited  from  paying,  and  now  decline  to  pay,  admitted  over- 
charges unless  action  at  law  was  begun  in  court  or  complaint  filed 
with  us  within  the  statutory  period  provided  by  section  16  of  the 
act.  As  a  consequence  an  increasingly  large  number  of  complaints 
for  the  recovery  of  overcharges  is  being  filed  with  us  by  some  ship- 
pers, while  others  are  resorting  to  court  action. 

STUDIES  IN  EFFICIENCY  AND  ECONOMY. 

We  stated  in  our  last  report  that  we  were  giving  consideration  to 
the  matter  of  " honest,  efficient,  and  economical"  management. 

In  the  chapter  dealing  with  the  work  of  our  bureau  of  service 
attention  is  called  to  the  improved  service  and  to  the  reduction  in 
the  number  of  bad-order  cars  and  locomotives.  The  resulting 
increase  in  serviceable  equipment  is  not  attributable  alone  to  repairs. 
Many  retirements  and  replacements  have  been  made.  Such  factors 
as  the  transfer  of  refrigerator  cars  from  railroad  ownership  to 
private-car  lines  and  the  inclusion,  in  both  retirements  and  replace- 
ments, of  equipment  rebuilt  and  changed  from  one  class  to  another 
affect  the  number  of  serviceable  or  unserviceable  carrier-owned  cars 
and  locomotives.  On  January  9,  1923,  we  instituted  an  investiga- 
tion into  the  efficiency  and  economy  of  management  of  common 
carriers,  with  reference  particularly  to  the  maintenance  of  equipment. 
Hearings  have  been  held  and  the  carriers  have  been  called  upon  to 
furnish  much  statistical  data,  which  are  being  studied. 
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ADVANCEMENT  OF  AUTOMATIC  TRAIN-CONTROL  WORK. 

As  stated  in  our  last  report,  we  adopted,  in  June,  1922,  specifi- 
cations and  requirements  for  the  installation  of  automatic  train- 
stop  or  train-control  devices,  without  recommending  any  particular 
device  or  any  particular  type,  and  by  order  served  upon  49  carriers 
directed  each  to  install  by  January  1,  1925,  upon  a  full  passenger- 
locomotive  division  included  within  designated  portions  of  its  lines, 
a  device  in  accordance  with  these  requirements. 

At  the  time  the  order  was  issued  three  installations  of  automatic 
train-control  devices  were  in  service,  and  two  of  these  installations 
are  now  being  extended  over  a  division.  Of  the  remaining  46  car- 
riers named  in  the  order,  5  have  installations  under  construction, 
18  are  conducting  short  tests,  and  23  are  conducting  investigations 
of  devices  available  for  installation.  Monthly  progress  reports  con- 
cerning these  tests  and  the  selection  and  installation  of  devices  are 
being  filed  by  these  carriers. 

Observations  and  tests  of  8  automatic  train-control  devices  which 
have  been  installed  for  test  purposes  by  different  carriers  were  made 
during  the  year  and  plans  of  60  devices  of  this  character  which  were 
submitted  to  us  for  consideration  have  been  examined  and  reported 
upon.  Of  the  number  examined,  45  were  considered  impracticable 
or  unworthy  of  further  consideration  in  the  form  presented;  13  pos- 
sessed meritorious  features  but  required  further  development;  and 
2  possessed  merit  as  safety  devices  warranting  some  degree  of  com- 
mendation. One  of  the  latter  was  of  the  intermittent  magnetic- 
induction  type  and  the  other  of  the  continuous-induction  type. 

The  record  of  accidents  which  have  been  investigated  by  our  force 
for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1923,  shows  119  collisions  and  derail- 
ments, in  which  285  persons  were  killed  and  1,765  injured.  These 
accidents  may  be  divided  into  four  groups:  (1)  Derailments;  (2)  col- 
lisions in  automatic-signal  territory;  (3)  collisions  in  nonautomatic- 
signal  territory;  and  (4)  collisions  in  time-table  and  train-order 
territory  and  yards.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of 
accidents  in  each  group,  the  number  in  each  group  which  probably 
would  have  been  prevented  if  an  adequate  system  of  automatic 
train-control  had  been  in  use,  and  the  number  of  persons  killed  and 
injured  in  such  preventable  accidents:

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The  number  of  preventable  accidents,  and  of  persons  killed  and 
persons  injured  in  such  preventable  accidents,  represent  63,  66,  and 
73  per  cent,  respectively,  of  the  total  number  of  accidents,  persons 
killed,  and  persons  injured. 

The  need  for  continued  effort  to  prevent  railway  accidents,  with 
their  great  loss  of  life,  injury  to  persons,  and  destruction  of  property 
can  hardly  be  overstated. 

INTERCHANGEABLE  MILEAGE-TICKET  INVESTIGATION. 

In  our  last  report  we  called  attention  to  the  amendment  to  the 
interstate  commerce  act  approved  August  18,  1922,  which  directed 
us  "to  require,  after  notice  and  hearing,  each  carrier  by  rail,  subject 
to  this  act,  to  issue  at  such  offices  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  com- 
mission interchangeable  mileage  or  scrip  coupon  tickets  at  just  and 
reasonable  rates,  good  for  passenger  carriage  upon  the  passenger 
trains  of  all  carriers  by  rail."  The  amendment  provided  that  we 
might  in  our  discretion  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
either  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  carrier  where  the  particular  circum- 
stances justified  such  exemption;  and  that  we  might  require  the 
issuance  of  interchangeable  tickets  in  such  denominations  as  we 
might  prescribe.  It  also  directed  us  to  prescribe  such  reasonable 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  issuance  and  use  of  the  tickets  as  the 
public  interest  would  demand. 

On  January  26,  1923,  we  found  that  on  and  after  March  15,  1923, 
the  carriers  by  rail  specifically  named  should  establish,  issue,  and 
maintain,  at  such  offices  as  we  would  thereafter  designate,  a  non- 
transferable interchangeable  scrip  coupon  ticket  in  the  denomination 
of  $90,  to  be  sold  at  a  reduction  of  20  per  cent  from  the  face  value  of 
the  ticket.  This  scrip  coupon  ticket  was  to  be  good  for  one  year 
from  the  date  of  its  sale,  for  carriage  of  passengers  on  all  passenger 
trains  operated  by  the  carriers  named,  except  that  in  the  case  of 
special  or  extra  fare  trains  its  use  was  to  be  subject  to  the  payment 
of  the  special  or  extra  fare.  The  carriers  were  directed  to  keep  a 
record  reflecting  the  effect  of  the  use  of  the  tickets  prescribed  during 
the  first  12-month  period.  Action  on  the  rules  and  regulations  to 
govern  the  issuance  of  the  tickets  was  by  request  of  the  parties 
deferred  until  the  parties  could  prepare  and  consider  them  in  the 
light  of  our  decision. 

On  March  6,  1923,  after  conference  between  the  interested  parties 
on  the  proposed  rules  and  regulations,  in  which  our  representatives 
participated,  we  prescribed  the  rules  and  regulations,  and  entered 
an  order  requiring  all  carriers  not  exempted  to  put  the  scrip  coupon 
ticket  prescribed  on  sale  on  and  after  May  1,  1923. 

Thereupon,  speaking  generally,  the  western,  southwestern,  and 
transcontinental  carriers  filed  a  petition  for  rehearing  and  reconsider- 
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ation,  in  which  petition  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Kailroad  Co.  joined. 
This  petition  was  denied.  Carriers  operating  in  the  eastern  region, 
north  of  the  Ohio  and  Potomac  and  east  of  the  Mississippi  Rivers, 
filed  a  petition  in  equity  in  the  district  court  of  the  United  States 
for  the  district  of  Massachusetts,  praying  that  our  order  be  set  aside 
on  the  ground  that  the  amendatory  act  of  the  Congress  above  referred 
to  is  unconstitutional  in  that  in  requiring  an  interchangeable  scrip 
coupon  ticket  it  compels  an  interchange  of  credit  between  the  rail- 
roads and  therefore  compels  a  service  at  the  risk  of  complete  financial 
loss  in  case  of  the  insolvency  of  the  road  from  which  the  scrip  coupon 
ticket  is  purchased.  The  court  upheld  the  action  of  the  Congress  in 
passing  the  amendatory  act  as  a  constitutional  exercise  of  its  power. 
However,  the  court  issued  a  permanent  injunction  against  the 
enforcement  of  our  order  on  the  ground  that,  whether  the  majority 
of  the  commission  acted  under  an  interpretation  that  the  amendatory 
act  was  mandatory  upon  the  commission  to  reduce  fares  for  inter- 
changeable scrip  coupon  tickets,  or,  if  they  did  not  so  act,  whether 
they  based  their  conclusions  upon  what  they  believed  to  be  the 
spirit  and  purpose  of  the  act,  the  order  is  without  warrant  of  law. 
This  case  is  now  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

CONSOLIDATION  OF  RAILROADS. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  we  have  held  more  than 
60  days  of  hearing  in  Washington  and  in  all  sections  of  the  country, 
except  the  southeast,  for  the  purposes  indicated  in  our  tentative  plan 
of  August  3,  1921.  We  have  recently  announced  that  the  taking  of 
evidence  will  be  brought  to  a  close  upon  completion  of  a  hearing  to 
be  held  in  Washington,  commencing  on  November  16,  1923.  The 
record  of  those  hearings  now  comprises  nearly  50  volumes,  containing 
over  11,000  pages  of  testimony  and  630  exhibits,  most  of  them 
voluminous. 

COAL  ANTIPROFITEERING   ACT. 

This  act,  by  its  terms,  ceased  to  be  operative  on  the  22d  day  of 
September,  1923.  We  have  not  found  it  necessary  to  lay  embargoes 
or  to  apply  any  other  measures  under  the  act,  except  to  issue  service 
orders,  to  which  reference  has  been  made  in  another  portion  of  this 

report. 

BUREAU  OF  VALUATION. 

The  outstanding  development  in  the  valuation  work  since  the  sub- 
mission of  our  last  report  has  been  the  progress  in  collating  the  data 
gathered  by  our  field  parties  into  the  underlying  accounting,  engi- 
neering, and  land  reports  upon  which  our  tentative  valuations  are 
based. 
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The  following  table  indicates  the  number  and  scope  of  underlying 
reports  on  steam  roads  completed:

Of  327  tentative  valuations  served,  on  and  prior  to  October  31, 
1923,  127  have  become  final  because  no  protest  was  filed  within  30 
days.  Hearings  on  protests  have  been  had  and  concluded  in  105 
cases.  In  16  other  cases  hearings  have  been  commenced  and  con- 
tinued to  later  dates.  Twenty-five  cases  are  now  set  for  hearing 
before  our  examiners.  Final  arguments  have  been  heard  in  27  cases 
and  9  others  have  been  assigned  for  argument  in  the  near  future. 
Sixty-seven  cases  have  been  heard  and  submitted  without  argument. 

These  statements  do  not  adequately  portray  the  advancement  of 
the  work  up  to  and  including  the  tentative-report  stage.  The  cumu- 
lative effect  of  the  work  will  manifest  itself  each  succeeding  month. 
As  of  October  31,  the  bureau  had  completed  183  tentative  reports 
covering  242  properties  and  26,863  miles,  which  were  pending  before 
division  1  of  the  commission. 

Final  reports  were  issued  during  the  year  in  two  important  cases, 
Atlanta,  Birmingham  <Sc  Atlantic  R.  R.  Company,  Georgia  Terminal 
Company  and  Alabama  Terminal  R.  R.  Company,  75  I.  C.  C,  645,  and 
San  Pedro,  Los  Angeles  cfc  Salt  Lake  R.  R.  Company  (now  Los  Angeles 
&  Salt  Lake  R.  R.  Co.)  (id.  463).  In  these  reports  we  determined 
principles  involved  in  the  fixing  of  final  values.  In  finding  a  single- 
sum  value  we  identified  it  as  a  value  for  rate-making  purposes.  We 
declared  that  we  are  not  bound  by  any  formula  in  the  valuation  of 
railroads,  but  that  we  are  to  determine  such  value  by  consideration 
of  all  the  evidential  facts  and  the  exercise  of  sound  judgment  in  each 
65438°— 23 2 
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case.  Reproduction  new  and  reproduction  less  depreciation  costs  were 
regarded  as  indicative  but  not  determinative  of  value.  Original  cost 
was  regarded  as  a  factor  to  be  given  consideration  to  the  extent  that  it 
can  be  ascertained.  We  held  that  earning  power  is  not  the  determin- 
ing factor.  In  the  case  of  the  Atlanta,  Birmingham  &  Atlantic  we 
made  deductions  to  cover  improvident  investment,  and  scaled  down 
the  value  to  that  of  a  road  adequate  to  perform,  and  that  justified  by, 
the  service  rendered.  In  the  disposal  of  these  cases  we  were  not 
confronted  to  any  considerable  extent  by  the  complications  arising 
out  of  war  and  post-war  period  changes  in  price  levels.  These  reports 
are  being  transmitted  to  the  Congress.  In  our  previous  reports  and 
orders  in  Texas  Midland  Railroad,  75  I.  C.  C,  1,  Winston-Salem 
Southbound  Railway  Co.,  id.  187,  Kansas  City  Southern  Railway  Co., 
id.  223,  all  of  which  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Congress,  we  deter- 
mined important  questions  relating  to  general  methods  and  principles. 

In  last  year's  report  we  referred  to  progress  made  in  the  valuation 
of  property  of  the  telegraph  and  telephone  companies,  electric, 
express,  and  pipe-line  carriers,  and  the  Pullman  Co.  The  situation 
with  respect  to  all,  except  the  telegraph  and  Pullman  Co.,  remains 
virtually  unchanged.  We  have  made  some  progress  in  the  completion 
of  our  reports  on  the  Pullman  Co.  Most  satisfactory  advancement  has 
been  made  on  telegraph  properties.  As  of  October  31,  1923,  engi- 
neering reports  covering  Western  Union  Telegraph  property  located 
on  highways  and  in  cities  and  towns  in  24  States  have  been  completed. 
For  the  same  company  105  reports  have  been  submitted  on  the  lines 
of  370  railroad  comoanies,  with  an  aggregate  of  163,358  miles  of 
pole  lines. 

In  conformity  with  the  national  program  of  economy  we  have  en- 
deavored to  confine  expenditure  of  money  to  the  features  which, 
relatively,  were  the  most  pressing,  and  have  subordinated  work  on 
the  minor  classes  of  carriers,  and  have  endeavored  to  concentrate  on 
the  more  important  task  of  valuing  steam  roads.  The  following 
summary  of  appropriations  and  number  of  employees  indicates  the 
marked  reductions  in  the  last  two  and  a  half  years:

The  accomplishments  of  the  past  year  have  increasingly  justified 
our  action  in  transferring  the  activities  of  the  bureau  from  the  former 
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district  offices  to  the  central  office  in  Washington.  The  work  of  the 
several  sections  has  been  closely  coordinated,  and  it  has  been  possible 
to  accelerate  the  completion  of  the  underlying  reports  for  the  prepa- 
ration of  tentative  valuations. 

We  have  continued  the  practice,  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  of 
affording  carriers  and  other  interested  parties  opportunity  for  in- 
formal discussion  of  objections  to  underlying  reports,  with  the  pur- 
pose and  result  of  obviating  long-drawn-out  proceedings  in  connection 
with  formal  hearings. 

ADMINISTRATION    OF   THE    ACT. 

It  was  probably  to  be  anticipated  that  as  the  complicated  work  of 
valuing  such  an  extensive  facility  as  the  railroad  plant  of  the  United 
States,  having  so  intimate  a  connection  with  our  national  life,  ap- 
proached an  advanced  stage  of  completion,  there  would  arise  ques- 
tions as  to  whether  the  work  had  been  done  in  conformity  with  the 
desires  or  intent  of  the  Congress.  Few  public  undertakings  have 
presented  more  controversial  questions  than  valuation  of  privately 
owned  agencies  of  public  service.  Although  the  subject  as  it  relates 
both  to  common  carriers  and  public  utilities  has  been  one  widely 
discussed  and  litigated  for  more  than  a  third  of  a  century,  wide 
differences  of  opinion  still  prevail  regarding  many  of  the  problems  it 
presents.  These  differences  have  not  yet  been  set  to  rest  either  by 
commissions  or  by  the  courts.  In  the  valuation  of  railroads  we  en- 
counter all  of  these  complicated  issues.  It  was  not  to  be  expected 
that  in  the  most  extensive  valuation  yet  undertaken  and  involving 
properties  of  great  aggregate  value,  there  would  fail  to  develop  the 
most  searching  public  and  legal  inquiry  into  the  administration  and 
correctness  of  interpretation  of  a  complicated  act  that  is  not  entirely 
free  from  ambiguities. 

SEGREGATION   OF   FINAL   VALUES   BY    STATES. 

In  Texas  Midland  Railroad,  75  I.  C.  C,  1,  158-160,  we  discussed 
the  requirement  of  the  valuation  act  directing  us  to  "show  the  value 
of  the  property  of  every  common  carrier  as  a  whole  and,  separately, 
the  value  of  its  property  in  each  of  the  several  States  and  Territories 
and  the  District  of  Columbia,  classified  and  in  detail."  We  decided 
there  that  we  would  comply  with  this  requirement  if  we  reported 
separately  by  States  the  land  values  and  the  cost  of  reproduction 
new  and  cost  of  reproduction  less  depreciation  of  the  physical  prop- 
erty other  than  land  having  a  fixed  situs.  We  determined  not  to 
attempt  to  allocate  by  States  movable  property  common  to  all  the 
service,  but  to  report  that  in  one  item  as  nonassignable.  We  have 
not  allocated  to  States  the  general  items  of  materials  and  supplies, 
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working  capital,  or  other  elements  of  value  without  a  fixed  situs  in 
any  one  State.  We  have  not  attempted  to  break  up  by  State  lines 
the  final  single  sum  values  found  for  carriers. 

From  time  to  time  representations  have  been  made  to  us  asking 
segregation  by  States  of  all  property  and  of  the  final  single  sum  values. 
The  National  Association  of  Railway  and  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sioners has  made  insistent  representation  to  us  of  the  desirability  of 
making  such  segregations.  At  a  conference  last  spring  between  a 
representative  of  the  commission  and  the  valuation  committee  of 
that  association  it  was  agreed  that  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  making 
the  segregation  would  be  made  and  the  matter,  in  the  form  of  a 
separate  item  of  appropriation,  presented  to  the  Congress  for  the 
determination  by  it  of  the  question  of  policy  involved.  This  we 
have  done,  including  in  our  1924-25  estimates  submitted  to  the 
Director  of  the  Budget  an  item  of  $100,000  separately  stated  to 
cover  this  work  if  it  should  be  the  desire  of  the  Congress  that  it  be 
done.     We  can  not  enter  upon  this  work  on  our  regular  appropriation. 

The  demand  coming  from  the  States  seems  to  be  the  result  not 
only  of  a  desire  or  need  for  such  segregation  of  value  for  purposes  of 
transportation  regulation  but  also  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  at  least 
a  number  of  States  to  work  out  more  equal  and  consistent  taxation 
systems.  We  are  of  opinion  that  we  have  properly  proceeded  under 
the  act,  but  are  impressed  with  the  demands  of  the  States  to  such 
an  extent  that  we  have  presented  the  estimate  of  $100,000  for  car- 
rying through  the  work. 

INSPECTION   OF   RECORDS. 

On  October  9,  1922,  we  issued  an  order  under  the  provisions  of 
section  19a  (e)  of  the  act  denying  the  request  of  certain  carriers  for 
permission  to  examine  and  make  copies  of  certain  of  the  original 
field  notes,  cost  data,  copies  of  contracts,  records  of  construction 
costs,  sales,  assessments,  and  other  data,  and  of  the  reports,  records, 
and  compilations  of  the  land,  accounting,  and  engineering  sections ; 
and  directing  that  certain  papers  enumerated  in  our  order  should  not 
be  open  for  inspection  by  others  than  our  employees  unless  and  until 
offered  in  evidence  in  valuation  proceedings  before  us  or  the  courts, 
or  until  our  further  order. 

We  stated  that  the  granting  of  the  request  would  be  detrimental 
to  the  public  interest,  would  make  it  impossible  for  us  to  secure  as 
reliable  and  uninfluenced  opinion  as  to  land  values  and  prices  and 
cost  information  as  we  otherwise  could  secure;  would  unnecessarily 
prolong  the  work  and  greatly  increase  the  expense  thereof ;  and  would 
seriously  interfere  with  the  due  performance  of  the  regular  duties  of 
our  employees. 
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On  October  25,  1922,  the  St.  Louis  Southwestern  Railway  Co. 
filed  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  a  petition  for 
the  issuance  of  a  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  us  to  per- 
mit such  inspection.  The  court  sustained  a  motion  to  dismiss  filed 
by  us,  and  upon  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  the  judgment  of  the  lower  court  was  affirmed.  The  case 
is  now  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

BRINGING   VALUATION   TO   DATE. 

With  the  approach  of  the  completion  of  basic  valuations  of  steam 
carriers  we  have  entered  upon  work  that  is  preliminary  to  bringing 
valuations  forward  to  a  more  recent  date.  Our  valuation  order  No. 
3  requires  carriers  to  report  additions,  betterments,  and  retirements 
made  subsequent  to  the  date  of  inventory  of  the  original  valuation. 
Carriers  are  required  to  keep  a  record  of  units  installed  and  units 
retired  and  their  cost. 

The  various  railway  properties  of  the  country  in  the  original 
valuations  have  valuation  dates  as  follows :

During  the  year  field  forces  have  been  organized  and  assigned  to 
policing  and  checking  the  carriers'  records  under  order  No.  3.  On 
October  31,  17  accountants  and  engineers  were  thus  engaged.  We 
expect  to  increase  this  force  to  35  men  by  the  end  of  the  present 
fiscal  year. 

We  are  giving  serious  consideration  to  the  methods  to  be  adopted 
in  the  revision  of  valuations  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  them  down 
to  date.     Paragraph  " Fifth"  (f)  of  section  19a  reads: 

upon  the  completion  of  the  valuation  herein  provided  for  the  commission  shall  there- 
after in  like  manner  keep  itself  informed  of  all  extensions  and  improvements  or  other 
changes  in  the  condition  and  value  of  the  property  of  all  common  carriers,  and  shall 
ascertain  the  value  thereof,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  revise  and  correct  its  valua- 
tions, showing  such  revision  and  correction  classified  and  as  a  whole  and  separately 
in  each  of  the  several  States  and  Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  which 
valuations,  both  original  and  corrected,  shall  be  tentative  valuations  and  shall  be 
reported  to  Congress  at  the  beginning  of  each  regular  session.     (Italics  ours.) 

Our  experience  prompts  serious  doubts  as  to  the  practicability 
of  proceeding  in  "like  manner"  in  bringing  valuations  down  to  date. 
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There  must  be  general  recognition  of  the  fact  that  employment  of 
the  methods  used  in  making  the  basic  valuation  would  be  cumber- 
some. The  results  would  be  unsatisfactory  because  valuation  would 
always  be  greatly  in  arrears  of  the  time  of  its  use,  necessitating 
resort  to  estimates  and  other  expedients  to  bridge  a  considerable 
interim.  This  necessarily  would  result  from  the  physical  magnitude 
of  correcting  the  original  inventory  by  eliminating  units  retired  and 
adding  units  installed  subsequent  to  date  of  valuation,  and  reclassify- 
ing the  property  in  accordance  with  conditions  or  use  as  of  the  new 
date,  for  the  purpose  of  making  estimates  of  reproduction  new  and 
reproduction  less  depreciation  of  ways  and  structures.  There  would 
also  have  to  be  reappraisal  of  lands  for  the  purpose  of  finding  present 
value.  The  cost,  while  not  equalling  that  involved  in  the  original 
inventorying  and  valuing  of  the  property  of  the  railroads,  would  raise 
serious  question  as  to  the  propriety  thereof.  The  time  which  the 
work  would  require  calls  for  serious  consideration.  It  would  seem 
that  the  valuation  of  carrier  property  can  only  justify  its  original 
cost  and  any  subsequent  expenditures  by  being  more  approximately 
current  than  could  possibly  result  if  methods  employed  in  the  original 
valuation  must  be  applied  to  subsequent  valuations.  The  system 
employed  should  assure  a  status  of  valuation  such  that  value  can 
quickly,  and  without  great  cost,  be  brought  to  date  of  need  or  use. 

We  direct  serious  consideration  to  the  necessity  of  some  amend- 
ment. Amendments  have  been  suggested  embodying  different 
theories  as  to  the  proper  method  to  be  adopted,  in  substance  as 
follows : 

(1)  An  amendment  providing  that  from  and  after  completion  of  the  valuation  of 
the  property  of  a  carrier  as  of  a  fixed  date,  the  commission  shall,  from  time  to  time  as 
it  may  have  occasion  to  use  the  same,  bring  the  valuation  to  date  by  adding  to  or  sub- 
tracting from  its  original  basic  valuation  of  the  property  the  net  property  changes, 
measured  in  dollars  and  cents,  that  are  properly  chargeable  to  or  deductible  from 
property  account. 

(2)  An  amendment  providing  that,  from  and  after  completion  of  the  valuation  of 
the  property  of  the  carrier  as  of  the  designated  valuation  date,  the  commission  shall 
from  time  to  time,  according  as  it  may  have  occasion  to  use  the  value  of  the  property 
in  performance  of  duties  imposed  on  it  by  the  act,  ascertain  and  determine  the  condi- 
tion and  value  of  property  on  subsequent  dates,  taking  into  account  any  changes  in 
such  condition  or  value  which  may  have  taken  place  subsequent  to  the  last  preceding 
valuation  date,  and  giving  due  consideration  to  all  the  elements  of  value  recognized 
by  the  law  of  the  land. 

Both  of  the  above  necessarily  contemplate  the  close  policing  and 
checking  of  property  accounts,  a  work  that  already  has  been  com- 
menced. Either,  if  constitutional,  would  afford  practical  adminis- 
trative results.  In  consideration  of  No.  1  above,  the  question  will 
arise  whether  the  Congress,  in  the  exercise  of  its  police  and  regulatory 
powers,  can  prescribe  an  investment  or  original  cost  basis  for  valua- 
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tion,  in  ascertaining  values  for  rate-making  purposes,  that  would 
stand  the  test  of  constitutionality.  These  are  considerations  which 
are  governing  in  the  formulation  of  No.  2  above.  Fundamentally, 
these  two  suggestions  present  different  theories  of  valuation. 

BUREAU  OF  FINANCE. 

CERTIFICATES   OF  PUBLIC    CONVENIENCE   AND   NECESSITY. 

Under  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  (18)  to  (22)  of  section  1  of  the 
interstate  commerce  act,  116  applications  for  certificates  of  public 
convenience  and  necessity  were  filed.  Of  these,  50,  covering  2,914.51 
miles  of  line,  were  for  authority  to  construct  new  lines  or  to  extend 
existing  lines;  36  were  for  authority  to  abandon  mileage  aggregating 
964.94  miles  of  line;  28  were  for  authority  to  operate,  or  to  acquire 
and  operate,  780.44  miles  of  line;  1  was  for  authority  to  a  new  com- 
pany, after  a  reorganization  in  receivership  proceedings,  to  operate 
the  lines  of  the  former  constituent  companies;  and  1  was  for  authority 
to  a  consolidated  company,  organized  under  applicable  State  laws, 
to  operate  the  consolidated  lines. 

We  issued  66  certificates,  of  which  some  were  in  respect  of  applica- 
tions made  during  the  preceding  year,  28  covering  881.59  miles  of 
new  construction,  19  authorizing  abandonment  of  523.41  miles  of 
line,  17  authorizing  the  operation,  or  acquisition  and  operation,  of 
704.73  miles  of  line,  1  authorizing  operation  by  a  reorganized  com- 
pany, and  1  authorizing  a  consolidated  company  to  operate  the  lines 
of  its  constituent  companies;  and  denied  5  applications,  2  covering 
15.75  miles  of  new  construction,  1  seeking  authority  to  abandon  1.5 
miles,  and  2  to  acquire  and  operate  4.62  miles.  Sixteen  applications, 
2  covering  the  construction  of  19  miles  of  line,  U  for  authority  to 
abandon  138.19  miles  of  line,  and  3  to  operate,  or  to  acquire  and 
operate,  37.2  miles  of  line,  were  withdrawn. 

We  have  continued  the  practice  of  enlisting  the  cooperation  of  the 
State  commissions  in  cases  arising  under  paragraphs  (18)  to  (22)  of 
section  1  of  the  act.  In  18  cases  hearings  have  been  held  for  us  by 
State  commissions  during  the  year,  and  in  the  majority  of  such  cases 
in  which  a  decision  has  been  reached  we  have  followed  their 
recommendations. 

A  list  of  certificates  issued  during  the  year  will  be  found  in  Appen- 
dix G. 

ACQUISITION    OF    CONTROL    OF    ONE    CARRIER    BY    ANOTHER    CARRIER. 

Paragraph  (2)  of  section  5  of  the  interstate  commerce  act  author- 
izes us  to  approve,  by  order,  the  acquisition  by  one  carrier  of  control 
of  one  or  more  carriers  either  by  lease,  or  by  purchase  of  stock,  or 
in  any  other  manner  not  involving  the  consolidation  of  such  carriers 
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into  a  single  system.  Under  this  paragraph  24  applications  have 
been  filed,  16  authorizations  have  been  issued,  1  application  has  been 
withdrawn,  4  applications  dismissed,  and  4  applications  denied. 

A  list  of  the  authorizations  issued  during  the  year  is  contained  in 
Appendix  G. 

CONSOLIDATION  OF  TELEPHONE   COMPANIES. 

Under  paragraph  (9)  of  section  407  of  the  transportation  act, 
1920,  as  amended,  we  have  received  18  and  have  granted  14  appli- 
cations of  competing  telephone  companies  for  authority  to  merge 
their  properties,  and  4  applications  are  pending.  Some  important 
consolidations  have  been  effected. 

A  list  of  the  authorizations  issued  during  the  year  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  G. 

RECOVERY  OF  EXCESS  NET  RAILWAY  OPERATING  INCOME,  GENERAL 
RAILROAD  CONTINGENT  FUND. 

In  our  last  report  we  stated  that  orders  dated  January  16  and 
March  16,  1922,  had  been  served  upon  all  carriers  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  section  15a  of  the  interstate  commerce  act.  These  orders 
were  applicable  to  the  period  ended  December  31,  1920,  and  the 
year  ended  December  31,  1921,  respectively.  On  March  31,  1923, 
we  issued  our  order  requiring  returns  to  cover  the  calendar  year  1922. 
Keturns  have  been  received  in  response  to  these  several  orders  show- 
ing aggregate  results  with  respect  to  excess  in  net  railway  operating 
income  as  follows :

Of  the  carriers  reporting  excess,  16  reported  an  aggregate  of  $193,- 
350.20  and  remitted  one-half  of  the  amount  to  us  to  be  placed  in  the 
general  railroad  contingent  fund.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
excess  income  reported  by  the  carriers  is  not  based  upon  values 
fixed  by  us,  and  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  number  finally  deter- 
mined to  have  earned  excess  income  will  be  considerably  larger. 
We  are  giving  consideration  to  all  returns  which  indicate  that  excess 
income  was  earned,  with  a  view  to  early  determination  of  the  property 
values  and  ascertainment  of  the  excess  income  recoverable. 

Many  of  the  carriers  have  complied  with  our  orders  under  protest, 
alleging  that  section  15a  is  unconstitutional.     The  Dayton-Goose 
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Creek  Railway,  one  of  the  carriers  protesting,  instituted  proceedings 
in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Eastern  District 
of  Texas,  at  Beaumont,  praying  for  a  preliminary  injunction  against 
the  orders  of  the  commission.  In  the  opinion  of  the  court  (Equity 
No.  262)  rendered  March  16,  1923,  the  injunction  applied  for  was 
denied  and  the  bill  dismissed.  Dayton-Goose  Creek  By.  Co.  v.  U.  S., 
287  Fed.  728.  Appeal  was  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  case  has  been  set  for  argument  on  November 
12,  1923. 

Returns  are  required  from  all  carriers,  whether  or  not  their  own 
computations  indicate  that  excess  income  has  been  earned.  In 
many  cases  the  carriers  have  failed  to  file  their  returns  within  the 
time  prescribed,  and  it  may  be  found  necessary  to  resort  to  the  pen- 
alty provision  of  section  20  of  the  act  in  order  to  secure  proper  com- 
pliance with  our  orders. 

In  our  last  report  we  referred  to  an  opinion  by  the  Attorney 
General  holding  that  moneys  received  as  excess  railway  operating 
income  are  not  public  moneys  in  the  sense  that  they  should  be 
covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  and  that  we  have 
the  power  to  deposit  the  fund  in  our  name  and  subject  to  our  draft 
in  banks  or  trust  companies  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  as  Government  depositaries.  Nevertheless,  after  careful 
consideration  we  have  decided  that  it  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
United  States  that  transactions  growing  out  of  the  fund  be  handled 
through  the  Treasury,  and  have  so  arranged.  At  present  the  fund 
is  invested  in  4J  per  cent  Treasury  certificates  of  indebtedness  of 
Series  TM2-1924,  dated  September  15,  1923,  maturing  March  15, 
1924.

Under  paragraph  (9)  of  section  20a  certificates  of  notification  of 
the  issue  of  notes  maturing  within  two  years,  in  the  aggregate  sum 
of  $65,902,381.70,  were  filed. 

The  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railroad  Co.;  Missouri,  Kansas  & 
Texas  Railroad  Co.  of  Texas;  Georgia,  Ashburn,  Sylvester  &  Camilla 
Railway  Co.;  Graysonia,  Nashville  &  Ashdown  Railroad  Co.;  Muscle 
Shoals,  Birmingham  &  Pensacola  Railway  Co.;  Chicago,  Attica  & 
Southern  Railroad  Co.;  Waco,  Beaumont,  Trinity  &  Sabine  Railway 
Co.;  and  Denver  &  Rio  Grande  Western  Railway  Co.  have  made 
applications  for  authority  to  issue  securities  in  connection  with  the 
reorganization  of  predecessor  companies.  All  of  these  applications 
excepting  that  of  the  Denver  &  Rio  Grande  Western  Railway  Co., 
which  is  pending,  have  been  granted. 

Application  was  made  by  the  New  York,  Chicago  &  St.  Louis 
Railroad  Co.,  a  new  corporation,  for  authority  to  issue  securities  to 
acquire  the  properties  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  &  St.  Louis  Railroad 
Co.,  the  Chicago  &  State  Line  Railroad  Co.,  the  Lake  Erie  &  Western 
Railroad  Co.,  the  Fort  Wayne,  Cincinnati  &  Louisville  Railroad  Co., 
and  the  Toledo,  St.  Louis  &  Western  Railroad  Co.  This  application 
has  been  granted. 

The  Detroit,  Toledo  &  Ironton  Railroad  Co.  made  an  application 
for  authority  to  issue  " investment  certificates,"  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness,  to  its  employees.  The  plan  contemplated,  as  its  prin- 
cipal feature,  the  investment  of  a  portion  of  the  wages  of  employees 
in  the  interest-bearing  paper  of  the  employing  carrier.  A  return  in 
addition  to  interest  was  to  be  payable  under  certain  conditions.  This 
application,  therefore,  was  not  in  the  ordinary  sense  one  for  the 
approval  of  the  issuance  of  securities,  but  pertained  more  to  the  mat- 
ter of  relation  between  the  carrier  and  its  employees  than  to  finance. 
The  application  was  granted. 

An  order  was  issued  December  23,  1922,  modifying  in  a  slight  degree 
our  regulations  dated  May  25,  1922,  respecting  the  filing  of  applica- 
tions for  authority  to  issue  securities  or  assume  obligations  and 
liabilities  in  respect  of  the  securities  of  others. 

INTERLOCKING  DIRECTORATES. 

Under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (12)  of  section  20a  of  the  inter- 
state commerce  act  it  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  hold  the  position 
of  officer  or  director  of  more  than  one  carrier  unless  such  holding 

i  Shares  of  stock  without  nominal  or  par  value. 
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shall  have  been  authorized  by  our  order.  During  the  period  covered 
by  this  report  we  received  402  applications  from  individuals  and  13 
from  carriers  under  this  paragraph.  These  applications  related 
to  653  different  individuals.  There  were  pending  on  November  1, 
1922,  18  applications  from  individuals  and  10  from  carriers.  Dispo- 
sition was  made  of  409  applications,  of  which  392  individual  appli- 
cations were  granted,  13  carrier  applications  were  granted  in  whole 
or  in  part,  and  2  individual  and  2  carrier  applications  were  withdrawn. 
The  effect  of  the  statute  can  not  be  measured  by  the  number  of 
cases  in  which  we  have  refused  to  grant  authority.  It  may  be 
assumed  that  in  many  instances  the  law  has  exercised  a  controlling 
influence  in  the  selection  of  individuals  for  positions  with  carriers 
having  conflicting  interests.  Comparatively  few  applications  for 
authority  to  serve  such  carriers  have  been  filed  with  us. 

REIMBURSEMENT   OF   DEFICITS   DURING   FEDERAL   CONTROL. 

In  our  last  report  we  stated  that  344  carriers  had  filed  claims  for 
reimbursement  under  section  204  of  the  transportation  act,  1920, 
claiming  an  aggregate  amount  of  approximately  $25,000,000.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  eight  additional  claims  have  been  filed,  increasing 
the  amount  about  $200,000.  Final  settlements  with  180  carriers 
have  been  effected,  representing  a  gross  amount  of  $7,699,896.35, 
and  $505,734.11  has  been  certified  as  partial  payments  to  carriers 
with  which  settlement  has  not  been  effected,  making  a  total  of 
$8,205,630.46  certified.  Of  the  latter  amount,  $1,809,201.63  was 
withheld  under  the  provisions  of  the  urgent  deficiency  act  of  May  8, 
1920,  on  account  of  traffic  balances  and  other  indebtedness  due  to 
the  Director  General  of  Railroads,  as  agent. 

In  addition  to  the  final  settlements  effected,  74  claims  have  been 
dismissed  and  6  withdrawn,  leaving  92  awaiting  final  disposition. 

Considerable  contention  has  arisen  regarding  the  application  of 
the  provisions  of  section  204  in  the  case  of  so-called  short-line  carriers 
for  the  portion  of  the  Federal-control  period  prior  to  their  relinquish- 
ment by  the  director  general.  We  have  given  careful  consideration 
to  the  question,  upon  presentation  of  formal  argument,  and  have 
reached  the  conclusion  that  the  properties  of  such  carriers  should 
be  considered  as  having  been  under  Federal  control  and  operation 
until  the  time  of  their  relinquishment  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 14  of  the  Federal-control  act,  and  therefore  not  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  section  204  during  such  prior  period. 

A  statement  showing  the  carriers  to  which  partial  payments  have 
been  made,  those  with  which  final  settlements  have  been  effected, 
the  amounts  paid,  and  a  list  of  the  cases  dismissed  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  G. 
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SIX   MONTHS'    GUARANTY   AFTER  TERMINATION   OF   FEDERAL   CONTROL. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  667  carriers  filed  acceptances  of  the 
guaranty  provisions  of  section  209  of  the  transportation  act,  1920. 

The  accounting  adjustments  required  by  subdivision  (f)  of  this 
section  have  presented  difficulties  which  have  tended  to  delay  final 
settlements.  Our  chief  problem  is  with  respect  to  the  adjustments 
required  by  paragraph  (3)  of  subdivision  (f),  under  which  we  are 
required  to  fix  the  amount  to  be  included  in  operating  expenses  for 
maintenance  in  the  guaranty  period.  During  the  past  year  particular 
attention  has  been  given  to  questions  arising  on  account  of  the 
relation  between  the  prices  of  salvage  and  of  new  material,  the 
decrease  in  the  amount  of  piecework  in  the  guaranty  period  as  com- 
pared with  the  test  period,  and  the  diversity  of  practice  in  the  use 
of  prices  of  material  charged  to  maintenance  in  the  guaranty  period. 
Although  many  questions  were  satisfactorily  disposed  of  through 
conferences  with  the  carriers'  representatives,  these  matters,  upon 
request  of  the  carriers,  were  formally  heard  and  argued  and  on 
August  15,  1923,  we  announced  our  conclusions  in  a  formal  report. 

In  response  to  our  orders  relating  to  settlement  under  section  209, 
carriers  accepting  the  provisions  thereof  filed  claims  aggregating  an 
amount  of  approximately  $657,000,000.  We  adhere  to  our  previous 
estimate  of  approximately  $536,000,000  as  the  total  amount  payable 
under  the  guaranty.  Final  settlements  have  been  effected  with 
355  carriers  and  110  'cases  have  been  dismissed  as  not  entitled  to 
the  benefits  of  the  guaranty,  leaving  202  cases  of  which  final  disposi- 
tion has  not  been  made.  Certificates  have  been  issued  in  the  aggre- 
gate amounts  as  follows:

The  estimated  amount  still  payable  to  the  carriers  under  section 
209  is  therefore  $34,677,325.28. 

All  final  returns  have  been  assigned  for  accounting  analysis.

LOANS    TO    CARRIERS. 

Under  section  210  of  the  transportation  act,  1920,  appropriating 
the  sum  of  $300,000,000  as  a  revolving  fund  for  the  purpose  of  making 
loans  to  enable  carriers  properly  to  serve  the  public  during  the 
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transition  period  following  the  termination  of  Federal  control,  the 
time  during  which  applications  for  such  loans  might  be  made  expired 
February  28,  1922.  Loans  from  the  fund  subsequent  to  that  date 
have  been  confined  to  applications  filed  on  or  before  that  date. 

A  revised  list  of  the  loans  approved  by  us  since  the  effective  date 
of  the  act  and  of  repayments  which  have  been  made  on  account  of 
such  loans,  with  a  statement  of  the  present  condition  of  the  revolving 
fund,  will  be  found  in  Appendix  G. 

BUREAU  OF  ACCOUNTS. 

Attention  has  been  largely  directed  to  special  accounting  examina- 
tions necessary  to  determine  the  amounts  due  carriers  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  204  and  209  of  the  transportation  act,  1920. 
The  accounts  of  34  carriers  presenting  claims  under  section  204  and 
of  46  carriers  presenting  similar  claims  under  the  guaranty  of  section 
209  have  been  examined.  The  number  is  less  in  each  case  than  last 
year  because  the  examinations  this  year  included  the  accounts  of 
several  of  the  largest  roads. 

The  work  under  these  sections  is  decreasing,  but  this  decrease  is 
offset  to  some  extent  by  the  increasing  number  of  special  accounting 
examinations  essential  to  determine  the  amount  of  recoverable  rail- 
way operating  income  under  the  provisions  of  section  15a  of  the 
interstate  commerce  act.  The  accounts  of  14  carriers  were  examined 
for  this  purpose  during  the  year,  and  it  is  probable  that  this  type  of 
examination  will  require  still  more  time  and  attention  during  the 
coming  year. 

The  general  examination  of  carriers'  accounts  to  which  we  have 
referred  in  previous  reports  as  a  most  important  phase  of  the  bureau's 
activities  has  gradually  been  resumed  but  not  to  the  extent  antici- 
pated. This  has  been  due  in  part  to  the  special  examinations  above 
referred  to  and  in  part  to  the  fact  that  we  have  again  found  it  neces- 
sary to  utilize  the  services  of  the  bureau  in  connection  with  other 
branches  of  our  work. 

The  depreciation  section  has  continued  to  make  substantial  progress 
in  its  investigations  under  the  provisions  of  section  20  of  the  inter- 
state commerce  act,  which  require  us  to  prescribe,  for  all  carriers 
subject  to  the  act,  the  classes  of  property  for  which  depreciation 
charges  may  properly  be  included  under  operating  expenses  and  the 
percentages  of  depreciation  which  shall  be  charged  with  respect  to 
each  of  such  classes  of  property.  We  have  issued  tentative  reports 
in  the  case  of  telephone  companies  and  steam  railroad  companies  as 
a  basis  for  public  hearings  before  final  regulations  are  prescribed. 
We  have  held  a  public  hearing  on  the  matter  in  connection  with 
telephone  companies  and  have  announced  a  similar  hearing  for  steam 
railroads  to  be  held  in  November,     Tentative  reports  for  all  other 
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classes  of  carriers,  except  electric  lines,  are  now  in  course  of  prepara- 
tion and  these  will  be  issued  and  public  hearings  held  as  early  as 
practicable. 

The  necessary  revision  of  our  accounting  regulations,  to  which  we 
referred  in  our  last  report,  has  steadily  progressed.  Preliminary 
work  with  respect  to  the  several  classes  of  carriers  has  gone  forward 
concurrently.  In  the  case  of  the  accounting  classifications  of  operat- 
ing expenses  of  steam  roads  a  point  has  been  reached  that  will  enable 
us  to  complete  their  revision  in  the  near  future. 

In  the  regulation  of  carriers'  accounts  under  section  20  of  the 
interstate  commerce  act  we  have  a  twofold  duty  to  perform:  To 
prescribe  uniform  accounting  systems  for  the  several  classes  of  com- 
mon carriers  subject  to  the  act,  and  to  enforce  the  observance  of 
the  prescribed  accounting  regulations.  The  latter  can  be  accom- 
plished only  by  policing  the  carriers'  accounts  through  general 
examinations,  the  importance  of  which,  in  this  connection,  we  have 
mentioned  in  former  reports.  To  police  the  accounts  to  best  advan- 
tage our  examinations  should  be  made  periodically  at  intervals  of 
about  two  years.  With  the  means  at  our  command,  it  has  been 
impossible  to  accomplish  this.  While  the  bureau  has  been  some- 
what enlarged  in  recent  years,  the  increase  has  been  more  than 
offset  by  the  new  accounting  duties  imposed  by  the  Federal  control 
act  and  by  the  guaranty  and  other  provisions  of  the  transportation 
act,  1920.  Such  general  examinations  as  we  have  been  able  to  under- 
take have  been  confined  to  the  accounts  of  Class  I  and  some  Class  II 
steam  roads  and  have  been  made  at  intervals  so  far  apart  that  their 
effectiveness  has  been  seriously  impaired. 

Notwithstanding  the  small  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  the 
present  year,  it  is  inadequate  to  enable  the  bureau  to  function  with 
proper  efficiency.  We  have,  therefore,  found  it  necessary  to  limit 
the  bureau's  field  activities  in  all  branches  of  our  accounting  work  and 
can  see  no  relief  from  this  necessity  until  the  appropriation  is  further 
increased  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  enlarge  the  staff  of 
the  bureau  to  the  full  number  essential  to  the  performance  of  its 
duties. 

CERTIFICATION  OF  THE  STANDARD  RETURN. 

Since  the  approval  of  the  Federal  control  act  we  have  certified 
the  average  annual  railway  operating  income,  commonly  called 
standard  return,  of  604  carriers  for  the  3-year  test  period  ended 
June  30,  1917.  The  individual  certifications  are  shown  in  Appendix 
F.  We  first  made  tentative  certifications  of  the  standard  returns, 
based  upon  the  reports  of  the  carriers  as  filed  with  us3  in  order  that 
the  Director  General  of  Railroads  and  the  carriers  might  promptly 
have  income    figures  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  adjustments  of  claims 
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for  just  compensation.  Later  we  reviewed  the  accounts  of  the 
carriers  and  found  it  necessary  to  correct  the  reported  figures  and 
tentative  certifications  for  many  of  them.  Our  review  of  the  accounts 
has  resulted  in  the  addition  of  $6,651,691.58  to  the  annual  railway 
operating  income  of  130  carriers  and  in  the  reduction  by  $9,107,097.18 
of  that  income  of  197  carriers,  the  net  reduction  being  $2,455,405.60. 
The  results  to  date  are  summarized  as  follows :

It  is  probable  that  few  of  the  certifications  listed  above  as  "now 
in  tentative  form"  will  be  corrected.  In  certain  cases  the  Director 
General  of  Railroads  has  settled  the  claims  for  just  compensation 
under  the  Federal  control  act  on  bases  other  than  the  standard 
return.  Correction  of  the  tentative  certifications  in  these  cases  is 
unnecessary. 

BUREAU  OF  STATISTICS. 

The  examination  and  compilation  of  the  regular  annual,  quarterly, 
and  monthly  reports  of  steam  railroads  and  other  corporations  sub- 
ject to  the  interstate  commerce  act  is  the  principal  work  of  the 
bureau  of  statistics,  but  to  a  considerable  extent  its  activities  are 
devoted  to  making  special  statements  of  analyses  in  connection  with 
rate  cases  or  special  problems  with  which  we  have  to  deal. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  during  the  year  to  methods  of  analyz- 
ing current  statistics  so  as  to  reveal  tendencies  in  the  economy  and 
efficiency  of  management.  A  compilation  of  comparative  operating 
averages  from  this  point  of  view  has  been  published,  and  it  is  expected 
that  similar  statements  will  be  issued  annually  in  the  future.  Al- 
though there  are  limitations  to  the  conclusions  as  to  efficiency  which 
can  be  drawn  from  a  mere  comparison  of  statistical  averages,  a  study 
of  such  data,  when  available  for  a  series  of  years,  will  assist  in  showing 
which  carriers  are  making  the  most  rapid  progress  in  the  efficiency  of 
operation. 

Analysis  has  also  been  made  of  the  extent  to  which  the  cost  of 
railroad  operation  has  been  affected  by  changes  in  the  prices  of  mate- 
rials and  the  wages  of  labor.  The  total  cost  of  materials  and  the  total 
pay  roll  in  any  year  are  obviously  affected  not  merely  by  the  changes 
in  prices  and  rates  of  wages  but  also  by  the  amount  of  business  done 
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in  the  particular  year.  To  show  separately  the  influences  of  prices 
and  of  wage-rate  changes  upon  operating  costs,  it  is  necessary  to 
determine  the  aggregate  cost  each  year  of  the  same  bill  of  materials 
and  of  the  same  quantities  of  labor. 

The  study  of  the  systematic  construction  of  rate  scales  based  on 
cost  and  value  of  service  has  been  continued.  Even  though  it  is  im- 
practicable to  substitute  in  any  comprehensive  manner  ideal  distance 
scales  in  place  of  the  present  commercial  rate  structure,  it  would  often 
be  convenient  to  have  a  theoretical  rate  standard  to  apply  where 
practical  considerations  permit  such  action.  No  results  have  as  yet 
been  published,  pending  further  tests. 

We  are  also  attempting  to  formulate  statistical  tests  of  the  degree 
of  maintenance  of  way,  structures,  and  equipment.  The  net  railway 
operating  income  as  reported  will  not  reflect  the  true  earning  power 
of  a  railroad  if  too  much  or  too  little  has  been  included  for  mainte- 
nance. Great  changes  in  the  value  of  the  dollar  render  it  difficult  to 
find  simple  comparative  tests  of  what  is  adequate  or  excessive  main- 
tenance. 

Among  the  special  studies  during  the  year  was  an  analysis  of  the 
distribution  of  freight  revenues  by  classes  of  commodities.  On  the 
basis  of  data  compiled  voluntarily  by  a  considerable  part  cf  the 
carriers  an  estimate  was  made  of  the  proportion  of  the  total  freight 
revenue  paid  by  shippers  of  wheat,  coal,  petroleum,  and  each  of  the 
other  70  classes  of  commodities  recognized  in  our  statistics.  It  is 
apparent  that  a  great  improvement  is  possible  in  our  current  traffic 
statistics  in  the  way  of  showing  the  movement  of  commodities  be- 
tween important  centers  of  production  and  consumption  and  the 
revenue  and  average  haul  for  various  classes  of  traffic,  but  we  have 
been  thus  far  deterred  from  making  new  requirements  along  this  line 
by  the  added  clerical  expense  involved. 

The  further  revision  of  wage  statistics  has  been  under  considera- 
tion jointly  with  the  Railroad  Labor  Board.  A  proposed  modifica- 
tion was  submitted  for  criticism  to  representatives  of  the  railroads 
and  of  the  unions  and  to  others,  but  no  final  conclusion  has  been 
reached  as  to  what  changes  should  be  made. 

This  bureau  prepares  the  monthly  report  of  the  condition  of  rail- 
road equipment  in  compliance  with  Senate  Resolution  438,  approved 
February  26,  1923.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  statement  is  a  re- 
arrangement of  data  appearing  regularly  in  other  form,  and  of  the 
further  fact  that  the  crisis  which  called  the  statement  into  existence 
has  passed,  its  continuance  would  seem  to  be  unnecessary. 

Attention  may  be  called  here  to  the  elaboration  of  accident  sta- 
tistics in  our  annual  printed  accident  bulletins  to  show  in  detail  the 
causes  of  accidents.  This  elaboration  is  justified  by  the  use  which  is 
65438°— 23 3 
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made  of  these  statistics  by  those  who  are  engaged  in  the  work  of 
accident  prevention.  The  decline  in  the  hazard  of  railroad  opera- 
tion to  both  employees  and  to  passengers  in  the  10  years  ended  with 
1922  is  strikingly  revealed  by  these  statistics. 

A  reclassification  of  telephone  companies,  approved  by  us  on  July 
24,  1923,  has  simplified  the  accounting  and  reports  required  of  about 
900  of  the  smaller  companies.  These  companies  are  now  classified 
on  the  basis  of  annual  operating  revenues  as  follows: 

Class  A.  Over  $250,000. 

Class  B.  Over  $100,000,  but  not  over  $250,000. 

Class  C.  Over  $50,000,  but  not  over  $100,000. 

Class  D.  $50,000  or  below. 

In  Appendix  C  will  be  found  statistical  data  drawn  from  the  annual 
and  other  reports  of  carriers. 

FORMAL  DOCKET. 

The  formal  complaints  filed  numbered  1,160,  of  which  936  were 
original  complaints  and  224  subnumbers,  a  decrease  of  104  as  com- 
pared with  the  previous  period.  We  decided  970  and  218  have  been 
dismissed  by  stipulation  or  on  complainants'  request,  making  a  total 
of  1,188  disposed  of,  as  compared  with  1,013  during  the  previous 
period. 

We  conducted  1,883  hearings  and  took  approximately  248,383 
pages  of  testimony,  as  compared  with  1,862  hearings  and  227,037 
pages  of  testimony  during  the  preceding  period.

BUREAU  OF  INFORMAL  CASES. 

The  number  of  informal  complaints  received  was  6,405,  an  increase 
of  2,034.  The  Director  General  of  Railroads,  as  agent,  and  the 
carriers  filed  5,543  special  docket  applications  for  authority  to  refund 
amounts  collected  under  the  published  rates,  admitted  by  them  to 
have  been  unreasonable,  an  increase  of  851.  Orders  authorizing 
refund  were  entered  in  3,983  cases,  an  increase  of  744,  and  reparation

thereon  was  awarded  in  amounts  aggregating  $1,688,614.59.  In 
addition  894  cases  were  dismissed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  without 
orders.  The  bureau  also  handled  approximately  148,500  letters,  a 
decrease  of  16,500.  Many  of  these  had  the  characteristics  of  com- 
plaints, although  not  so  classified.  Others  sought  general  information 
and  informal  rulings  upon  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  public 
and  common  carriers  under  existing  statutes. 

BUREAU  OF  TRAFFIC. 

In  our  last  report  we  referred  to  the  general  10  per  cent  reduc- 
tion in  freight  rates  and  charges  which  became  effective  July  1, 
1922,  as  a  result  of  our  decision  in  Reduced  Rates,  1922,  68  I.  C.  C, 
676.  The  effect  during  the  calendar  year  1923  of  the  rate  reductions 
then  made  will  be  to  lessen  the  total  freight  transportation  charges 
paid  by  the  shipping  public  by  more  than  $500,000,000.  In  our 
report  in  Reduced  Rates,  1922,  we  referred  to  stabilization  of  rates 
as  one  of  the  important  needs  of  commerce.  With  this  in  mind  and 
having  in  mind  also  the  desirability  of  giving  the  basis  of  rates 
established  in  July,  1922,  a  fair  trial,  and  of  avoiding  the  dislocation 
of  business  and  commercial  conditions  often  incident  to  investiga- 
tions involving  the  possibility  of  important  general  changes  in  the 
rate  level  or  in  the  relationship  of  rates,  and  because  conditions 
outlined  elsewhere  in  this  report  did  not  appear  to  warrant  such 
action,  we  have  not  made  any  further  general  investigation  of  rates 
during  the  past  year.  No  general  reductions  over  the  country  as  a 
whole  or  throughout  any  of  the  major  rate  groups  defined  by  us 
have  been  made  by  the  carriers. 

But  the  year  has  continued  to  be  one  of  transition  and  readjust- 
ment of  rates,  largely  by  reductions.  As  indicated  by  specific 
figures  in  the  chapters  covering  the  work  of  the  several  sections  of 
the  bureau,  the  number  of  freight  rate  changes  made  in  1923  has 
been  even  greater  than  the  number  made  in  1922,  which  was,  up 
to  that  time,  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  American  railroads. 

The  only  traffic  upon  which  important  reductions  have  been  made 
is  that  moving  between  the  east  and  the  middle  west  on  the  one 
hand  and  the  Pacific  coast  and  intermountain  territory  on  the  other, 
due  to  the  efforts  of  transcontinental  carriers  to  meet  more  effectively 
the  competition  of  vessels  operating  between  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
ports  through  the  Panama  Canal.  The  effect  of  such  competition 
has  been  materially  felt  by  the  transcontinental  rail  carriers,  and 
further  readjustments  of  these  rates  from  time  to  time  are  probable. 
Numerous  reductions  in  individual  rates  have  been  made  as  a  result 
of  informal  complaints  or  following  complaints  and  orders  in  formal 
proceedings. 
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A  general  proceeding  under  Docket  No.  13494,  entitled  Southern 
Class  Rate  Investigation,  is  now  pending  and  embraces  all  class  rates 
throughout  southern  territory  and  between  that  territory  and  eastern 
territory.  Carriers  in  eastern  territory  are  continuing  plans  for  a 
revision  of  the  class  rates  to  bring  about  uniform  percentages  of 
the  lower  classes  to  first  class  and  to  establish  in  trunk-line  territory 
class  rates  more  nearly  related  to  distance.  Existing  rates  in  the 
latter  territory  have  never  been  revised,  as  have  those  in  New  England 
and  central  territories  where  general  readjustments  were  made 
several  years  ago  as  a  result  of  our  investigations.  Work  is  also  in 
progress  in  western  trunk-line  territory  leading  to  the  simplification 
and  unification  of  class-rate  schedules.  Throughout  Arkansas, 
Louisiana,  and  southern  Missouri  a  comprehensive  readjustment  of 
rates  on  30  important  commodities  has  been  brought  about  as  a 
result  of  our  decision  in  Memphis-Southwestern  Investigation,  77 
I.  C.  C,  473,  thus  settling  controversies  of  many  years'  standing 
between  competing  jobbing  and  manufacturing  points  in  that  ter- 
ritory and  establishing  a  more  simple  and  satisfactory  adjustment 
of  rates  than  has  heretofore  existed. 

As  in  the  preceding  year,  numerous  rate  controversies  have  been 
settled  by  negotiation  with  carriers  and  shippers  without  litigation. 
Where,  upon  protests  of  shippers,  tariffs  providing  for  changes  in 
rates  have  been  suspended  by  us,  considerable  success  has  attended 
our  efforts  to  have  the  shippers  and  carriers  adjust  their  differences, 
and  in  an  increasing  number  of  situations  of  this  kind  the  protested 
schedules  have  been  withdrawn  by  the  carriers  or  have  been  per- 
mitted to  become  effective  with  such  modifications  as  were  agreed 
upon  by  shippers  and  carriers,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  formal 
proceedings. 

Efforts  toward  simplification  of  freight  tariffs  and  schedules  have 
been  continued,  and  throughout  the  year  committees  of  carriers  and 
shippers  have  been  active  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of 
the  bureau.  As  we  have  previously  said,  it  is  our  aim  to  lessen  the 
expense  of  tariff  publication  and  at  the  same  time  to  facilitate  the 
use  of  tariffs  and  the  ascertainment  of  correct  charges  with  the 
minimum  expenditure  of  time  and  expense  by  all  concerned. 

SECTION    OF   TARIFFS. 

There  were  filed  94,780  tariff  publications,  in  addition  to  which 
1,919  were  tendered  for  filing  but  were  rejected  because  of  failure 
to  give  the  notice  required  by  law.  The  decrease  in  the  number 
filed  of  40,653  under  the  preceding  year  represents  approximately 
the  number  of  publications  mentioned  in  our  last  report  as  having 
been  filed  during  the  month  of  June  in  compliance  with  our  findings 
in  Reduced  Rates,  1922. 
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Powers  of  attorney  and  certificates  of  concurrence  filed  numbered 
67,200.  Under  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  there  were  received 
4,167  applications  for  permission  to  file  changes  in  rates  on  less 
than  statutory  notice,  of  which  3,725  were  favorably  acted  upon  by 
the  entry  of  appropriate  orders;  orders  of  denial  were  entered  to 
cover  the  remainder.  The  correspondence  concerning  tariff  publica- 
tions and  matters  arising  under  section  6  of  the  act  consisted  of 
42,625  letters  received  and  32,104  written.  Either  for  our  own  use 
or  for  the  use  of  inquiring  shippers,  carriers,  and  other  branches  of 
the  Government,  9,307  rate  memoranda  have  been  prepared.  In 
addition  there  have  been  many  informal  calls  for  rate  quotations  or 
for  information  relative  thereto.  The  demand  for  our  duplicate 
tariff  files,  which  are  maintained  for  use  by  the  public  generally, 
continues  to  increase. 

SUSPENSIONS. 

Rate  readjustments  were  protested  and  suspension  asked  in  639 
instances,  an  increase  of  69  over  last  year.  These  protested  adjust- 
ments, of  which  95  represented  reductions  and  544  increases  in  rates, 
covered  not  only  a  large  number  of  rate  schedules  but  many  thou- 
sands of  rates.

Of  this  number  273  were  disposed  of,  an  increase  of  47  over  last 
year,  169  after  formal  hearing  and  report  and  104  through  informal 
proceeding  without  report. 

THE    FOURTH    SECTION. 

The  number  of  applications  received  was  219.  The  number  of 
orders  entered  in  response  to  applications  was  357,  of  which  314  were 
denial  orders  or  orders  granting  permanent  relief  and  43  authorizing 
temporary  relief. 

Of  the  orders  entered,  277  were  in  response  to  applications  in- 
cluded among  the  5,031  applications  for  authority  to  continue  fourth- 
section  departures  existing  at  the  time  the  amendment  of  June  18, 
1910,  became  effective,  and  80  were  in  response  to  applications  filed 
subsequently. 
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Applications  withdrawn  after  correspondence  with  carriers  num- 
bered 305.  Orders  granting  relief  in  whole  or  in  part  totaled  109; 
orders  denying  relief  numbered  248;  applications  assigned  in  whole 
or  in  part  for  hearing  in  connection  with  other  proceedings  numbered 
126;  and  390  applications  or  portions  thereof  were  heard  in  inde- 
pendent fourth-section  proceedings. 

The  number  of  petitions  for  modification  of  orders  was  76,  of  which 
66  were  granted  and  10  were  denied. 

Substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  the  disposition  of  applica- 
tions filed  under  the  1910  amendment  to  the  fourth  section.  Of  the 
1,767  which  remained  undisposed  of  in  our  files  November  1,  1922, 
hearings  have  been  held  on  473.  Of  those  heard,  237  have  been  dis- 
posed of  in  their  entirety  and  217  in  part.  Two  hundred  and  ninety 
of  these  applications  have  been  disposed  of  as  a  result  of  corre- 
spondence with  the  carriers.  The  number  still  awaiting  final  action 
is  1,240.  Of  these  710  are  general  in  character,  154  of  which  are 
being  considered  in  connection  with  Southern  Class  Rate  Investigation, 
supra.  Forty-eight  applications  protecting  fourth-section  departures 
in  rates  between  points  in  Pacific-coast  territory  have  been  heard, 
and  a  proposed  report  respecting  those  applications  has  been  served 
on  interested  parties. 

Hearings  in  Southern  Class  Rate  Investigation,  supra,  have  been 
completed  and  briefs  filed.  The  situation  respecting  commodity 
rates  from,  to,  and  between  points  in  southeastern  territory  remains 
unchanged  generally,  although  the  carriers  have  readjusted  the  rates 
on  a  few  commodities  to  conform  to  the  fourth  section.  None  of  the 
old  applications  which  still  protect  departures  in  these  rates  have  been 
assigned  for  hearing  pending  the  determination  of  the  class  rate  case, 
as  it  is  expected  that  whatever  principles  are  laid  down  in  the  report 
in  that  case  will  also  be  controlling  in  respect  to  the  commodity  rate 
situation. 

Our  last  report  referred  to  application  No.  8835  of  the  transcon- 
tinental carriers  for  relief  to  maintain  rates  on  sugar  from  Pacific- 
coast  territory  to  Chicago,  111.,  and  points  in  territory  contiguous 
thereto,  lower  than  rates  on  like  traffic  to  intermediate  territory, 
which  had  been  consolidated  and  heard  with  other  cases  involving 
important  sugar  rate  adjustments  throughout  the  United  States. 
Since  that  time  this  proceeding,  known  as  Sugar  Cases  of  1922,  has 
been  decided  and  is  reported  in  81  I.  C.  C,  448.  Fourth-section 
relief  was  denied. 

Two  important  decisions  have  been  rendered  in  the  Memphis- 
Southwestern  Investigation,  77  I.  C.  C,  473,  and  80  I.  C.  C,  157  (Rates 
between  Mississippi  River  Points).  In  the  former  the  direct  lines 
from  New  Orleans,  La.,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  and  other  Mississippi  River 
crossings  south  of  Memphis,  and  points  grouped  therewith  and  taking 
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the  same  or  differentially  related  rates,  and  also  from  Galveston,  Tex., 
to  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  other  Missouri  River  points  and  related 
points,  were  denied  fourth-section  relief  to  continue  lower  commodity 
rates  at  those  points  than  from  and  to  intermediate  points.  Relief 
was  granted  to  carriers  operating  circuitous  routes  from  and  to  these 
points.  In  the  second  report  fourth-section  relief  was  granted  to 
certain  carriers  operating  west  of  the  Mississippi  River  to  maintain 
lower  rates  from,  to,  and  between  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  Mississippi 
River  crossings  south  thereof,  and  points  taking  the  same  rates, 
than  are  maintained  on  like  traffic  from  and  to  intermediate  points. 

In  our  last  report  we  referred  to  our  decision  with  respect  to  the 
applications  filed  by  the  transcontinental  carriers  for  fourth  section 
relief  to  establish  rates  from  Atlantic  and  Gulf  ports  and  interior 
defined  territories  to  Pacific  coast  terminals,  and  from  Pacific  coast 
terminals  to  certain  Atlantic  ports  lower  than  rates  from  and  to 
intermediate  points.  The  transcontinental  rate  situation  has  again 
been  brought  before  us  in  application  No.  12436,  which  seeks  authority 
to  establish  reduced  rates  on  various  commodities,  consisting  largely 
of  iron  and  steel  products,  from  points  in  general  west  of  the  Indiana- 
Illinois  State  line  to  Pacific  coast  terminals  without  making  corre- 
sponding reductions  in  rates  to  intermediate  territory.  This  applica- 
tion is  based  on  the  ground  that  the  reduced  rates  are  necessary  to 
enable  the  rail  carriers  to  transport  traffic  from  midwestern  territory 
in  competition  with  that  moving  from  the  East  through  the  Panama 
Canal.  It  has  been  assigned  for  hearing  during  the  months  of 
January  and  February,  1924,  at  Chicago,  111.,  various  places  in 
intermountain  territory,  and  on  the  Pacific  coast. 

In  order  to  develop  information  relating  to  this  section  responsive 
to  Senate  Resolution  No.  472,  approved  March  3,  1923,  hearings 
have  been  held  at  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  Seattle  and  Spokane,  Wash., 
and  Atlanta,  Ga.  Further  hearings  will  be  held  during  November 
at  Chicago,  111.,  and  Washington,  D.  C. 

CLASSIFICATION    OF    FREIGHT. 

More  than  twice  as  many  changes  were  made  in  classification 
ratings  as  in  the  period  covered  by  our  last  report.  The  ratings 
increased  were  46  in  official,  43  in  southern,  and  23  in  western  classifi- 
cations. The  reductions  were  123  in  official,  378  in  southern,  and  174 
in  western.  Of  the  reductions,  10  were  made  in  compliance  with  our 
orders  issued  after  hearing.  Nearly  all  of  the  changes  made,  par- 
ticularly those  in  less-than-carload  ratings,  have  been  in  the  direction 
of  uniformity. 

More  than  60  per  cent  of  the  reductions  resulted  from  the  establish- 
ment of  carload  ratings  on  articles  to  which  any-quantity  ratings 
previously   applied.     This   was   particularly   true   of   the   southern 
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classification,  in  which  the  ratings  on  257  commodities  were  so 
changed.  The  southern  classification  of  the  past  was  primarily  an 
any-quantity  classification,  but  now,  with  the  important  exceptions 
of  dry  goods,  meats,  grain  and  grain  products,  there  are  few  com- 
modities moving  in  carloads  at  any-quantity  ratings  under  that 
classification. 

While  many  new  carload  ratings  have  thus  been  established,  there 
has  also  been  a  strong  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  carriers,  in  con- 
nection with  existing  carload  ratings,  to  increase  the  minimum  weight 
constituting  a  carload.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  46  carload 
minima  were  increased  and  only  4  were  reduced.  Shippers  have 
generally  acquiesced  willingly  in  these  increases,  as  many  carload 
minima  in  the  classification  were  fixed  years  ago  when  cars  were  of 
less  capacity  and  commercial  units  of  purchase  and  sale  were  smaller 
than  they  now  are. 

EXPRESS. 

As  stated  in  our  last  report,  an  investigation  of  interstate  express 
rates  was  instituted  upon  our  own  motion  in  July,  1922,  Docket  No. 
13930.  Extensive  hearings  have  been  held  at  Washington  and  at 
representative  points  throughout  the  country,  and  the  case  was  sub- 
mitted on  oral  argument  June  29,  1923. 

In  our  report  in  Docket  No.  12784,  Southeastern  Express  Co.  v. 
American  By.  Express  Co.,  78  I.  C.  C,  126,  decided  March  12,  1923, 
we  found  that  it  is  necessary  and  desirable  in  the  public  interest  that 
additional  reasonable  direct  through  routes  and  joint  rates  should  be 
maintained  between  points  on  the  lines  of  the  American  Railway 
Express  Co.  and  points  on  the  lines  of  the  Southeastern  Express  Co. 
It  was  expected  that  the  express  companies  would  agree  upon  reason- 
able routes  and  no  order  was  entered.  Representatives  of  the  re- 
spective companies  held  conferences  for  the  purpose  of  reaching 
agreements  which  would  give  effect  to  our  report.  No  agreement 
was  reached,  and  we  issued  a  supplemental  report  and  order  on  July 
9,  1923,  81  I.  C.  C.  247,  requiring  the  companies  to  establish  on  or 
before  October  20,  1923,  through  routes  between  all  points  in  the 
States  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode 
Island,  and  Connecticut,  and  New  York,  N.  Y.,  and  all  points  on  the 
direct  routes  of  the  American  Railway  Express  Co.  between  New  York 
and  Washington,  D.  C,  on  the  one  hand,  and  all  points  on  the  main 
line  of  the  Southern  Railway  Co.  from  Washington  to  and  including 
Birmingham,  Ala.,  on  the  other,  with  transfer  between  the  companies 
at  Washington,  D.  C,  and  also  requiring  that  the  tariffs  should  pro- 
vide for  the  right  of  the  shipper  to  designate  in  writing  the  routing 
of  shipments  over  the  routes  prescribed.  Thereupon  the  American 
Railway  Express  Co.  filed  a  bill  in  equity  in  the  District  Court  of  the 
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United  States  for  the  Northern  District  of  Georgia  to  enjoin  the  en- 
forcement of  the  order.  After  hearing  and  argument  upon  a  motion 
for  an  interlocutory  injunction,  the  district  court,  by  order  entered 
October  10,  1923,  enjoined  the  execution  and  enforcement  of  the  order 
pending  further  hearing.  An  appeal  will  be  taken  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States. 

RELEASED  RATES. 

At  the  time  of  our  last  report  19  applications  for  authority  to  estab- 
lish rates  dependent  upon  declared  or  agreed  value  under  the  terms 
of  section  20  of  the  interstate  commerce  act  were  pending  before  us, 
and  165  applications  have  since  been  received.  Of  this  total  of  184 
applications,  126  have  been  granted,  7  have  been  denied,  44  have 
been  withdrawn  by  the  applicants,  and  7  are  now  before  us  for  dis- 
position. 

Our  released  rates  orders  have  hitherto  been  limited  in  their  appli- 
cation to  specific  routes  and  points  of  origin  and  destination,  but 
during  the  past  year  we  have  issued  orders  granting  general  twentieth- 
section  relief  in  connection  with  the  transportation  of  livestock 
chiefly  valuable  for  racing,  breeding,  show  purposes,  or  other  special 
uses,  and  of  household  goods  or  emigrant  movables.  It  has  always 
been  customary  to  maintain  rates  on  these  commodities  based  on 
declared  or  agreed  value,  for  the  reason  that  they  have  not  a  fixed 
market  value  and  the  carrier  can  not  well  know  until  a  claim  for  loss 
or  damage  is  filed  the  extent  of  the  liability  it  assumes  in  transporting 
them.  The  general  orders  prescribe  that  the  carriers  may  not  limit 
their  liability  to  less  than  certain  minimum  values  per  head  in  the  case 
of  livestock  or  per  pound  in  the  case  of  household  goods  or  emigrant 
movables,  which  minima  accord  with  general  custom  or  with  our 
findings  in  formal  cases.  By  virtue  of  these  orders  the  shipper's 
right  of  recovery  in  the  event  of  loss  or  damage  to  his  property  while 
in  the  possession  *  of  the  carrier  is  limited  to  the  value  declared  or 
agreed  upon  at  the  time  it  is  tendered  for  transportation,  but  the 
rates  established  under  authority  of  the  orders,  as  well  as  the  valua- 
tions attaching  to  the  rates,  may  be  attacked  by  any  interested  party 
as  unreasonable  or  otherwise  in  violation  of  the  interstate  commerce 
act,  in  the  same  manner  that  complaint  may  be  made  against  any 
tariff  schedule.  A  number  of  individual  applications  for  relief  from 
the  provisions  of  section  20  as  to  these  commodities  were  withdrawn 
when  the  general  orders  were  issued,  and  it  is  believed  that  these 
orders  will  result  in  a  substantial  decrease  in  the  total  number  of 
applications  filed  in  the  future. 

There  has  also  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  applications  sub- 
mitted covering  ores  and  concentrates.     Many  of  these  rates  as  now 
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published  are  dependent  upon  the  actual  value  determined  by  smelter 
returns  after  arrival  at  destination  and  after  the  carrier's  liability 
has  ended,  instead  of  upon  declared  or  agreed  value.  This  has  fol- 
lowed largely  in  consequence  of  our  decision  in  1921  in  Gold  Hunter 
Mining  Co.  v.  Director  General,  63  I.  C.  C.  234,  that  rates  published 
in  this  manner  did  not  constitute  an  attempt  to  limit  carrier  liability 
nor  require  our  sanction  under  section  20. 

BUREAU  OF  LAW. 

On  October  31,  1922,  there  were  22  cases  involving  our  orders  or 
requirements  pending  in  the  courts.  During  the  year  10  cases  have 
been  instituted  and  7  have  been  concluded,  so  that  there  are  now 
pending  in  the  different  courts  25  cases.  Of  these,  13  are  in  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  11  are  in  the  district  courts, 
and  1  is  in  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Of  the  7  cases  finally  disposed  of  during  the  year,  1  was  dismissed 
on  motion  of  petitioners,  1  was  dismissed  by  the  court  for  want  of 
prosecution,  1  was  discontinued  upon  motion  of  the  parties,  2  were 
dropped  from  the  docket  because  complainants  did  not  take  appeals 
to  the  Supreme  Court  from  the  final  decrees  of  the  lower  courts,  and 
2  were  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court.  Summaries  of  all  the  fore- 
going cases  are  shown  in  Appendix  B. 

The  cases  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  were: 

New  England  Divisions  case,  261  U.  S.,  184. 

In  this  case  the  court  had  before  it  the  question  of  the  validity  of 
our  order  in  Bangor  &  Aroostook  Railroad  Company,  et  al.  v.  Aberdeen 
db  RocJcfish  Railroad  Company,  et  al.  66  I.  C.  C.  196,  known  as  the  New 
England  Divisions  case,  requiring  certain  increases  in  divisions  of 
joint  rates  as  between  carriers  operating  in  territory  east  of  the 
Hudson  River  on  the  one  hand  and  those  operating  in  territory  west 
of  the  river  on  the  other  hand.  In  stating  matters  advanced  by 
the  complaining  carriers  in  support  of  their  contention  that  the  order 
was  invalid,  and  in  holding  the  contention  to  be  without  merit,  the 
court  said: 

First,  it  is  contended  that  the  order  is  void,  because  its  purpose  was  not  to  estab- 
lish divisions  just,  reasonable,  and  equitable,  as  between  connecting  carriers,  but, 
in  the  public  interest,  to  relieve  the  financial  needs  of  the  New  England  lines,  so  as 
to  keep  them  in  effective  operation.     *    *    * 

*  *  *  rpke  apgu^gQt  js  that  Congress  did  not  authorize  the  commission  to  exer- 
cise its  power  to  accomplish  that  purpose.  An  order,  regular  on  its  face,  may,  of 
course,  be  set  aside  if  made  to  accomplish  a  purpose  not  authorized.  *  *  *  But 
the  order  here  assailed  is  not  subject  to  that  infirmity. 

Transportation  act,  1920,  introduced  into  the  Federal  legislation  a  new  railroad 
policy.  *  *  *  Theretofore,  the  effort  of  Congress  had  been  directed  mainly  to 
the  prevention  of  abuses,  particularly  those  arising  from  excessive  or  discriminatory 
rates.     The  1920  act  sought  to  insure,  also,  adequate  transportation  service.    That 
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such  was  its  purpose  Congress  did  not  leave  to  inference.  The  new  purpose  was 
expressed  in  unequivocal  language.  And  to  attain  it,  new  rights,  new  obligations, 
new  machinery,  were  created.  The  new  provisions  took  a  wide  range.  Prominent 
among  them  are  those  specially  designed  to  secure  a  fair  return  on  capital  devoted 
to  the  transportation  service.  Upon  the  commission  new  powers  were  conferred 
and  new  duties  were  imposed. 

The  credit  of  the  carriers,  as  a  whole,  had  been  seriously  impaired.  To  preserve 
for  the  Nation  substantially  the  whole  transportation  system  was  deemed  important. 
By  many  railroads  funds  were  needed,  not  only  for  improvement  and  expansion  of 
facilities,  but  for  adequate  maintenance.  On  some,  continued  operation  would  be 
impossible  unless  additional  revenues  were  procured.  A  general  rate  increase  alone 
would  not  meet  the  situation.  There  was  a  limit  to  what  the  traffic  would  bear. 
A  5  per  cent  increase  had  been  granted  in  1914  (Five  Per  Cent  case,  31  I.  C.  C.  351; 
32 1.  C.  C.  325);  15  per  cent  in  1917  (Fifteen  Per  Cent  case,  45  I.  C.  C.  303);  25  per  cent 
in  1918  (General  Order  of  Director  General,  No.  28).  Moreover,  it  was  not  clear 
that  the  people  would  tolerate  greatly  increased  rates  (although  no  higher  than  neces- 
sary to  produce  the  required  revenues  of  weak  lines)  if  thereby  prosperous  competi- 
tors earned  an  unreasonably  large  return  upon  the  value  of  their  properties.  The 
existence  of  the  varying  needs  of  the  several  lines  and  of  their  widely  varying  earning 
power  was  fully  realized.  It  was  necessary  to  avoid  unduly  burdensome  rate  increases 
and  yet  secure  revenues  adequate  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  weak  carriers.  To  accom- 
plish this  two  new  devices  were  adopted:  The  group  system  of  rate  making  and  the 
division  of  joint  rates  in  the  public  interest.  Through  the  former,  weak  roads  were  to 
be  helped  by  recapture  from  prosperous  competitors  of  surplus  revenues;  through 
the  latter,  the  weak  were  to  be  helped  by  preventing  needed  revenue  from  passing 
to  prosperous  connections.  Thus,  by  marshaling  the  revenues,  partly  through  capital 
account,  it  was  planned  to  distribute  augmented  earnings,  largely  in  proportion  to 
the  carrier's  needs.  This,  it  was  hoped,  would  enable  the  whole  transportation 
system  to  be  maintained  without  raising  unduly  any  rate  on  any  line.  The  pro- 
vision concerning  divisions  was,  therefore,  an  integral  part  of  the  machinery  for 
distributing  the  funds  expected  to  be  raised  by  the  new  rate-fixing  sections.  It  was 
indeed,  indispensable. 

Raising  joint  rates  for  the  benefit  of  the  weak  carriers  might  be  the  only  feasible 
method  of  obtaining  currently  the  needed  revenues.  Local  rates  might  already  be 
so  high  that  a  further  increase  would  kill  the  local  traffic.  The  through  joint  rates 
might  be  so  low  that  they  could  be  raised  without  proving  burdensome.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  revenues  of  connecting  carriers  might  be  ample;  so  that  any  increase 
of  their  earnings  from  joint  rates  would  be  unjustifiable.  Where  the  through  traffic 
would,  under  those  circumstances,  bear  an  increase  of  the  joint  rates,  it  might  be 
proper  to  raise  them,  and  give  to  the  weak  line  the  whole  of  the  resulting  increase  in 
revenue.  That,  to  some  extent,  may  have  been  the  situation  in  New  England,  when, 
in  1920,  the  commission  was  confronted  with  the  duty,  under  the  new  section  15a, 
of  raising  rates  so  as  to  yield  a  return  of  substantially  6  per  cent  on  the  value  of  the 
property  used  in  the  transportation  service.  Ex  parte  74,  Increased  Rates,  1920,  58 
I.  C.  C.  220. 

The  deficiency  in  income  of  the  New  England  lines  in  1920  was  so  great  that  (even 
before  the  raise  in  wages  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Labor  Board)  an  increase  in  freight 
revenues  of  47.40  per  cent  was  estimated  to  be  necessary  to  secure  to  them  a  fair  re- 
turn. On  a  like  estimate  the  increased  revenues  required  to  give  the  same  return 
to  carriers  in  Trunk  Line  territory  was  only  29.76  per  cent  and  to  carriers  in  Central 
Freight  Association  territory  24.31  per  cent.  To  have  raised  the  additional  revenues 
needed  by  the  New  England  lines  wholly  by  raising  the  rates  within  New  England — 
particularly  when  rates  west  of  the  Hudson  were  raised  much  less — might  have  killed 
New  England  traffic.    Rates  there  had  already  been  subjected  (besides  the  three  gen- 
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eral  increases  mentioned  above)  to  a  special  increase,  applicable  only  to  New  Eng- 
land, of  about  10  per  cent  in  1918.  Re  Proposed  Increases  in  New  England,  49  I.  C.  C. 
421.  A  further  large  increase  in  rates  local  to  New  England  would,  doubtless,  have 
provoked  more  serious  competition  from  autotrucks  and  water  carriers.  For  hauls  are 
short  and  the  ocean  is  near.  Instead  of  erecting  New  England  into  a  separate  rate 
group,  the  commission  placed  it  with  the  other  two  subdivisions  of  Official  Classifi- 
cation territory  into  the  eastern  group,  and  ordered  that  freight  rates  in  that  group 
be  raised  40  per  cent.  At  that  rate  level  the  revenues  of  the  carriers  in  Trunk  Line 
and  Central  Freight  Association  territories  would,  it  was  asserted,  exceed  by  1.48 
per  cent  what  they  would  have  received  if  they  had  been  a  separate  group.  It  was 
estimated  that  the  excess  would  be  about  $25,000,000.  Substantially  that  amount 
(besides  the  additional  revenue  to  be  raised  otherwise)  was  said  to  be  necessary  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  New  England  lines. 

Plaintiffs  insist  that  transportation  act,  1920,  did  not,  by  its  amendment  of  section 
15  (6),  change  or  add  to  the  factors  to  be  considered  by  the  commission  in  passing 
upon  divisions;  that  it  had  theretofore  been  the  commission's  practice  to  consider  all 
the  factors  enumerated  in  section  15  (6) ;  that  this  enumeration  merely  put  into  statu- 
tory form  the  interpretation  theretofore  adopted;  that  the  only  new  feature  was  the 
grant  of  authority  to  enter  upon  the  inquiry  into  divisions  on  the  commission's  initia- 
tive; that  this  authority  was  conferred  in  order  to  protect  the  short  lines  which, 
because  of  their  weakness,  might  refrain  from  making  complaint  for  fear  of  giving 
offense,  and  that  the  power  conferred  upon  the  commission  is  coextensive  only 
with  the  duty  imposed  on  the  carriers  by  section  400  of  transportation  act,  1920,  which 
declares  that  they  shall  establish  "in  case  of  joint  rates  *  *  *  just,  reasonable, 
and  equitable  divisions  thereof  as  between  the  carriers  subject  to  this  act  partici- 
pating therein  which  shall  not  unduly  prefer  or  prejudice  any  of  such  participating 
carriers."  It  is  true  that  section  12  of  the  act  of  June  18,  1910,  *  *  *  which 
first  conferred  upon  the  commission  authority  to  establish  or  adjust  divisions,  did  not, 
in  terms,  confer  upon  the  commission  power  to  act  on  its  own  initiative.  The  language 
of  the  act  seemed  to  indicate  that  the  authority  was  to  be  exercised  only  when  the 
parties  failed  to  agree  among  themselves,  and  only  in  supplement  to  some  order 
fixing  the  rates.  The  extent  of  the  commission's  power  was  a  subject  of  doubt;  and 
transportation  act,  1920,  undertook,  by  section  15  (6),  to  remove  doubts  which  had 
arisen.  But  Congress  had,  also,  the  broader  purpose  explained  above.  This  is  indi- 
cated, among  other  things,  by  expressions  used  in  dealing  with  joint  rates.  By  new 
section  15  (6),  p.  486,  the  commission  is  directed  to  give  due  consideration,  in  de- 
termining divisions,  to  "the  importance  to  the  public  of  the  transportation  services 
of  such  carriers, "  just  as,  by  new  section  15  (3),  p.  485,  the  commission  is  author- 
ized, upon  its  own  initiative,  when  "desirable  in  the  public  interest,"  to  establish 
joint  rates  and  "the  divisions  of  such  rates."     (Id.  189-195.) 

Second.  It  is  contended  that  if  the  act  be  construed  as  authorizing  such  apportion- 
ment of  a  joint  rate  on  the  basis  of  the  greater  needs  of  particular  carriers  it  is  unconsti- 
tutional. 

*  -x-  •*  *  *  *■  * 

There  is  no  claim  that  the  apportionment  results  in  confiscatory  rates,  nor  is  there 
in  this  record  any  basis  for  such  a  contention.  The  argument  is  that  the  division  of 
a  joint  rate  is  essentially  a  partition  of  property;  that  the  rate  must  be  divided  on 
the  basis  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  several  carriers ;  that  there  is  no  difference 
between  taking  part  of  one's  just  share  of  a  joint  rate  and  taking  from  a  carrier  part 
of  the  cash  in  its  treasury,  and  thus  that  apportionment  according  to  needs  is  a  taking 
of  property  without  due  process.  But  the  argument  begs  the  question.  What  is  its 
just  share?  It  is  the  amount  properly  apportioned  out  of  the  joint  rate.  That  amount 
is  to  be  determined  not  by  an  agreement  of  the  parties  or  by  mileage.  It  is  to  be  fixed 
by  the  commission — fixed  at  what  that  board  finds  to  be  just,  reasonable,  and  equitable. 
65438°— 23 4 
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Cost  of  the  service  is  one  of  the  elements  in  rate  making.  It  may  be  just  to  give  the 
prosperous  carrier  a  smaller  proportion  of  the  increased  rate  than  of  the  original  rate. 
Whether  the  rate  is  reasonable  may  depend  largely  upon  the  disposition  which  is  to 
be  made  of  the  revenues  derived  therefrom. 

What  the  commission  did  was  to  raise  the  additional  revenues  needed  by  the  New 
England  lines,  in  part  directly  through  increase  of  all  rates  40  per  cent  and  in  part 
indirectly  through  increasing  their  divisions  on  joint  rates.  In  other  words,  the  addi- 
tional revenues  needed  were  raised  partly  by  a  direct,  partly  by  an  indirect,  tax. 
It  is  not  true,  as  argued,  that  the  order  compels  the  strong  railroads  to  support  the 
weak.  No  part  of  the  revenues  needed  by  the  New  England  lines  is  paid  by  the 
western  carriers.  All  is  paid  by  the  community,  pursuant  to  the  single  rate  increase 
ordered  in  Ex  -parte  74-  If  by  a  single  order  the  commission  had  raised  joint  rates 
throughout  the  eastern  group  40  per  cent  and  in  the  same  order  had  declared  that  90 
per  cent  of  the  whole  increase  in  the  joint  rates  should  go  to  the  New  England  lines 
(in  addition  to  what  they  would  receive  under  existing  divisions),  clearly  nothing 
would  have  been  taken  from  the  Trunk  Line  and  Central  Freight  Association  carriers 
in  so  ordering.  The  order  entered  in  Ex  parte  74  was  at  all  times  subject  to  change. 
The  special  needs  of  the  New  England  lines  were  at  all  times  before  the  commission. 
That  these  needs  were  met  by  two  orders  instead  of  one  is  not  of  legal  significance. 
The  order  here  in  question  may  properly  be  deemed  a  supplement  to  or  modification 
of  that  entered  in  Ex  parte  74.     (Id.  195-196.) 

Third.  It  is  asserted  that  the  order  is  necessarily  based  upon  the  theory  that  under 
section  15(6)  the  commission  has  authority  to  fix  divisions  as  between  groups  of  car- 
riers without  considering  the  carriers  individually;  that  Congress  did  not  confer  such 
authority;  and  that,  hence,  the  order  is  void.     *    *    * 

*  *  *  Whether  Congress  did  confer  that  authority  we  have  no  occasion  to  con- 
sider, for  it  is  clear  that  the  commission  did  not  base  its  order  upon  any  such  theory. 
The  order  directs  a  15  per  cent  increase  in  the  divisions  to  the  several  New  England 
lines.  It  is  comprehensive.  But  it  is  based  upon  evidence  which  the  commission 
assumed  was  typical  in  character  and  ample  in  quantity  to  justify  the  finding  made 
in  respect  to  each  division  of  each  rate  of  every  carrier.  Whether  the  assumption 
was  well  founded  will  be  discussed  later.  Here  we  are  to  consider  merely  whether 
Congress  authorized  the  method  of  proof  and  of  adjudication  pursued  and  whether  it 
could  authorize  it  consistently  with  the  Constitution. 

Obviously  Congress  intended  that  a  method  should  be  pursued  by  which  the  task 
which  it  imposed  upon  the  commission  could  be  performed.  The  number  of  carriers 
which  might  be  affected  by  an  order  of  the  commission  if  the  power  granted  were  to 
be  exercised  fully  might  far  exceed  600;  the  number  of  rates  involved,  many  millions. 
The  weak  roads  were  many.  The  need  to  be  met  was  urgent.  To  require  specific 
evidence  and  separate  adjudication  in  respect  to  each  division  of  each  rate  of  each 
carrier  would  be  tantamount  to  denying  the  possibility  of  granting  relief.  We  must 
assume  that  Congress  knew  this,  and  that  it  knew  also  that  the  commission  had  been 
confronted  with  similar  situations  in  the  past  and  how  it  had  dealt  with  them. 

For  many  years  before  the  enactment  of  the  transportation  act,  1920,  it  had  been  nec- 
essary from  time  to  time  to  adjudicate  comprehensively  upon  substantially  all  rates  in 
a  large  territory.  When  such  rate  changes  were  applied  for,  the  commission  made 
them  by  a  single  order  and,  in  large  part,  on  evidence  deemed  typical  of  the  whole 
rate  structure.  This  remained  a  common  practice  after  the  burden  of  proof  to  show 
that  a  proposed  increase  of  any  rate  was  reasonable  had  been  declared  by  act  of  June 
18,  1910,  *  *  *  to  be  upon  the  carrier.  Thus  the  practice  did  not  have  its  origin 
in  the  group  system  of  rate  making  provided  for  in  1920  by  the  new  section  15a.  It 
was  the  actual  necessities  of  procedure  and  administration  which  had  led  to  the 
adoption  of  that  method  in  passing  upon  the  reasonableness  of  proposed  rate  increases. 
The  necessity  of  adopting  a  similar  course  when  multitudes  of  divisions  were  to  be 
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passed  upon  was  obvious.  The  method  was  equally  appropriate  in  such  inquiries, 
and  we  must  assume  that  Congress  intended  to  confer  upon  the  commission  power 
to  pursue  it. 

That  there  is  no  constitutional  obstacle  to  the  adoption  of  the  method  pursued  is 
clear.  Congress  may,  consistently  with  the  due  process  clause,  create  rebuttable 
presumptions  *  *  *.  It  might,  therefore,  have  declared  in  terms  that  if  the 
commission  finds  that  evidence  introduced  is  typical  of  traffic  and  operating  condi- 
tions, and  of  the  joint  rates  and  divisions  of  the  carriers  of  a  group,  it  may  be  accepted 
as  prima  facie  evidence  bearing  upon  the  proper  divisions  of  each  joint  rate  of  every 
carrier  in  that  group.  Congress  did  so  provide,  in  effect,  when  it  imposed  upon  the 
commission  the  duty  of  determining  the  divisions.  For  only  in  that  way  could  the 
task  be  performed.  As  pointed  out  in  Railroad  Commission  v.  Chicago,  B.  &  Q.  R.  Co. 
257  U.  S.  563,  579,  *  *  *  serious  injustice  to  any  carrier  could  be  avoided  by 
availing  of  the  saving  clause  which  allows  anyone  to  except  itself  from  the  order,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  on  proper  showing.     (Id.  196-199.) 

Fourth.  It  is  asserted  that  the  order  directs  a  transfer  of  revenues  of  the  western 
carriers  to  the  New  England  carriers  pending  a  decision  in  the  matter  of  divisions; 
that  Congress  has  not  granted  authority  to  take  such  provisional  action;  and  that, 
hence,  the  order  is  void    *    *    *. 

-x  *  *  Tke  argument  is  that  under  section  15(6)  the  commission  may  prescribe 
divisions  only  when,  upon  full  hearing,  it  is  of  opinion  that  those  existing  are,  or  will 
be,  unjust,  unreasonable,  or  inequitable;  that  in  such  event  it  shall  prescribe  divisions 
which  are  just,  reasonable,  and  equitable;  and  that  the  provisional  character  of  the 
order  demonstrates  that  the  hearing  has  not  been  a  full  one.  Whether  a  hearing  was 
full  must  be  determined  by  the  character  of  the  hearing,  not  by  that  of  the  order 
entered  thereon.  A  full  hearing  is  one  in  which  ample  opportunity  is  afforded  to  all 
parties  to  make,  by  evidence  and  argument,  a  showing  fairly  adequate  to  establish 
the  propriety  or  impropriety,  from  the  standpoint  of  justice  and  law,  of  the  step  asked 
to  be  taken.  The  commission  recognized  and  observed  these  essentials  of  a  full 
hearing. 

The  complaint  before  it  was  filed  in  August,  1920.  The  hearings  did  not  begin 
until  December  15,  1920.  The  parties  had,  therefore,  ample  time  to  prepare  to 
present  their  evidence  and  arguments.  The  case  was  not  submitted  until  April  23, 
1921.  There  was  thus  ample  time  for,  and  every  carrier  was,  in  fact,  afforded  the 
opportunity  of,  introducing  any  and  all  evidence  it  desired.  The  record  made  is 
voluminous.  That  the  evidence  left  in  the  minds  of  the  commission  many  doubts 
is  true.  But  it  had  brought  conviction  that  the  New  England  lines  were  entitled  to 
relief;  that  the  divisional  arrangements  of  the  carriers  required  a  thorough  revision  to 
put  them  upon  a  more  logical  and  systematic  basis;  that  a  horizontal  increase  of  the 
New  England  lines'  divisions,  made  before  such  revision,  would  leave  some  divisions 
too  high  and  others  too  low;  that  the  comprehensive  revision  proposed  would  neces- 
sarily take  a  long  time;  and  that,  meanwhile,  the  New  England  lines  should  be  accorded 
"a  portion  of  the  relief  to  which  *  *  *  they  are  entitled  and  which  the  public 
interest  clearly  requires. "  The  commission  further  concluded  that,  on  the  evidence 
before  it,  no  substantial  injustice  would  be  done  to  the  carriers  west  of  the  Hudson 
by  an  order  which  increased  by  15  per  cent  the  existing  divisions  of  the  New  England 
lines  and  reduced  by  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  the  divisions  of  the 
several  carriers  west  of  the  Hudson  in  the  proportions  in  which  they  then  shared  the 
balance  of  each  joint  rate  or  as  otherwise  might  be  agreed  between  them  or  determined 
by  the  commission  upon  application. 

A  hearing  may  be  a  full  one,  although  the  evidence  introduced  does  not  enable  the 
tribunal  to  dispose  of  the  issues  completely  or  permanently;  and  although  the  tribunal 
is  convinced,  when  entering  the  order  thereon,  that  upon  further  investigation  some 
changes  in  it  will  have  to  be  made.     To  grant  under  such  circumstances  immediate 
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relief,  subject  to  later  readjustments,  was  no  more  a  transfer  of  revenues  pending  a 
decision  than  was  the  like  action  in  cases  involving  general  increases  in  rates  a  transfer 
of  revenues  from  the  pockets  of  the  shippers  to  the  treasury  of  the  carriers.  That  the 
order  is  not  obnoxious  to  the  due  process  clause  because  provisional  is  clear.  If  this 
were  not  so,  most  temporary  injunctions  would  violate  the  Constitution.  (Id.  199- 
201.) 

Fifth.  It  is  contended  that  the  order  is  void  because  it  confines  itself  to  dealing 
with  the  main  or  primary  divisions  of  the  joint  rates  at  the  Hudson  River  and  fails 
to  prescribe  the  subdivisions  of  that  part  of  the  rate  which  goes  to  the  several  car- 
riers   *    *    *. 

*  *  *  The  argument  is,  that  if  the  commission  acts  at  all  in  apportioning  the 
joint  rate,  its  action  is  invalid  unless  it  prescribes  the  proportion  to  be  received  by 
each  of  the  connecting  carriers.  For  this  contention  there  is  no  warrant  either  in 
the  language  of  the  act,  in  the  practice  of  the  carriers,  or  in  reason.  The  duty  imposed 
upon  the  commission  does  not  extend  beyond  the  need  for  its  action.  If  the  real 
controversy  is  merely  how  much  of  the  joint  rate  shall  go  to  carriers  east  of  Hudson 
River  and  how  much  to  carriers  west,  there  is  nothing  in  the  law  which  prevents  the 
commission  from  letting  the  parties  east  of  the  river,  and  likewise  those  west  of  it, 
apportion  their  respective  shares  among  themselves.  It  is  obviously  of  no  interest  to 
the  western  carriers  how  those  of  New  England  decide  to  apportion  their  share ;  nor 
is  it  of  interest  to  the  eastern  carriers  how  those  west  of  the  Hudson  divide  the  share 
apportioned  to  that  territory.  If  on  these  matters  the  carriers  interested  can  reach 
an  agreement,  and  no  public  interest  is  prejudiced,  clearly  there  is  no  occasion  for 
the  commission  to  act. 

But  there  is  a  further  answer  to  this  contention.  The  commission  has  fixed  the 
subdivisions  east  and  also  those  west  of  the  river.  The  divisions  of  the  several  New 
England  lines  are  definitely  fixed;  for  the  amount  receivable  by  each  carrier  from 
each  joint  rate  is  ordered  increased  15  per  cent.  What  remains  of  each  joint  rate 
goes  to  the  western  lines.  This  balance,  the  order  recites,  shall  be  divided  among 
them  "in  the  same  proportions  as  at  present,  or  otherwise,  as  they  may  agree;  or 
failing  such  agreement,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  commission  upon  application 
therefor."  That  fixes  the  divisions  by  reference.  The  fact  that  they  are  fixed  pro- 
visionally and  by  reference  does  not  invalidate  the  order.  It  is  urged  that  this  dis- 
position demonstrates  failure  by  the  commission  to  consider  the  several  factors  which 
the  statute  declares  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  in  determining  divisions.  But 
this  is  not  true.  This  feature  in  the  order  indicates  rather  that  the  commission  has 
considered  the  question;  concluded  that  the  apportionment  by  the  western  lines  of 
their  share  on  existing  proportions  was  not  inconsistent  with  the  public  interest ;  and 
that,  in  the  absence  of  complaint,  it  might  be  assumed  to  be  satisfactory  to  all  parties. 
This  objection  presents  in  a  different  form  largely  what  has  been  more  fully  discussed 
above.  There  was  thus  on  the  part  of  the  commission  neither  usurpation  of  power 
nor  neglect  of  duty  in  limiting  its  definite  decision  to  the  primary  divisions  at  the 
Hudson  River  gateways,  and  leaving  the  interested  parties  to  deal,  in  the  first  instance, 
with  the  subdivisions  among  the  carriers  in  their  respective  territories.     (Id.  201-203.) 

Sixth.  It  is  contended  that  the  order  is  void  because  it  is  unsupported  by  evi- 
dence.   *    *    * 

*  *  *  An  order  of  the  commission  fixing  rates,  if  unsupported  by  evidence,  is 
clearly  invalid.  *  *  *  The  rule  must,  of  course,  be  the  same  in  respect  to  an 
order  fixing  divisions.  The  contention  that  the  order  is  unsupported  by  the  evidence 
Tests  largely  upon  arguments  which  assume  a  construction  of  the  statute  which  we 
hold  to  be  erroneous,  or  upon  expressions  in  the  first  report  of  the  commission,  which 
in  view  of  the  second  report  and  order  thereon,  must  be  deemed  to  have  been  with- 
drawn. That  the  evidence  was  ample  to  support  the  order  made  is  shown  in  the 
opinion  of  the  lower  court  (282  Fed.  306,  308,  309),  and  in  the  reports  of  the  commis- 
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sion.  To  consider  the  weight  of  the  evidence  or  the  wisdom  of  the  order  entered  is 
beyond  our  province.  *  *  *  But  the  way  is  still  open  to  any  carrier  to  apply  to 
the  commission  for  modification  of  the  order,  if  it  is  believed  to  operate  unjustly  in 
any  respect.     (Id.  203,  204.) 

Nashville,  Chattanooga  &  St.  Louis  Railway  et  al.  v.  State  of 
Tennessee  et  al.,  262  U.  S.,  318. 

In  this  case  the  court  had  before  it  the  question  of  the  validity  of 
our  order  in  Tennessee  Rates  and  Charges,  63  I.  C.  C.  160,  requiring 
the  carriers  involved  to  establish  and  put  in  force  intrastate  rates  for 
the  transportation  of  stone  and  gravel,  in  carloads,  when  for  use  in 
the  construction  of  public  highways  and  consigned  to  Federal,  State, 
county,  or  municipal  authorities  or  their  bona  fide  agents,  within  the 
State  of  Tennessee,  to  remove  a  discrimination  which  we  found 
resulted  "in  undue  prejudice  to  persons  and  localities  in  interstate 
commerce  between  points  in  Tennessee  and  points  in  adjoining  States; 
in  undue  preference  to  persons  and  localities  in  Tennessee;  and  in 
unjust  discrimination  against  interstate  commerce."  In  describing 
the  main  question  presented  for  determination  and  in  holding  the 
order  to  be  valid  the  court  said: 
Section  22  of  the  act  to  regulate  commerce,  as  amended  by  act  of  March  2,  1889, 

*  *    *,     provides,  among  other  things, 

"That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent  the  carriage,  storage,  or  handling  of  prop- 
erty free  or  at  reduced  rates  for  the  United  States,  State,  or  municipal  governments, 
or  for  charitable  purposes,  or  to  or  from  fairs  and  expositions  for  exhibition  thereat 

*  *    *  " 

Whether  this  section  should  be  construed  as  denying  to  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  power  to  prohibit  such  reduced  rates,  even  where  they  result  in  unjust 
discrimination  or  in  undue  prejudice  to  interstate  commerce,  is  the  main  question  for 
decision.     (Id.  320.) 

Every  rate  which  gives  preference  or  advantage  to  certain  persons,  commodities, 
localities,  or  traffic  is  discriminatory,  for  such  preference  prevents  absolute  equality 
of  treatment  among  all  shippers  or  all  travelers.  But  discrimination  is  not  neces- 
sarily unlawful.  The  act  to  regulate  commerce  prohibits  (by  sections  2  and  3)  only 
that  discrimination  which  is  unreasonable,  undue,  or  unjust.  *  *  *  Whether  a 
preference  or  discrimination  is  undue,  unreasonable,  or  unjust  is  ordinarily  left  to 
the  commission  for  decision;  and  the  determination  is  to  be  made,  as  a  question  of 
fact,  on  the  matters  proved  in  the  particular  case.  *  *  *  The  commission  may 
conclude  that  the  preference  given  is  not  unreasonable,  undue,  or  unjust,  since  it 
does  not,  in  fact,  result  in  any  prejudice  or  disadvantage  to  any  other  person,  locality, 
commodity,  or  class  of  traffic.  On  the  other  hand,  preferential  treatment  of  a  class, 
ordinarily  harmless,  may  become  undue,  because,  under  the  special  circumstances, 
it  results  in  prejudice  or  disadvantage  to  some  other  person,  commodity,  or  locality, 
or  to  interstate  commerce. 

Section  22  must  in  this  matter,  as  in  others,  be  read  in  connection  with  the  rest  of 
the  act,  and  be  interpreted  with  due  regard  to  its  manifest  purpose.  *  *  *  Con- 
gress did  not  intend,  by  this  provision  concerning  reduced  rates  and  free  trans- 
portation, to  create  an  instrument,  by  which  the  carrier  was  authorized,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, to  subject  interstate  commerce  to  undue  prejudice,  or  by  which  the  State 
was  empowered  to  compel  the  carriers  so  to  do.  The  object  of  the  section  was  to 
settle,  beyond  doubt,  that  the  preferential  treatment  of  certain  classes  of  shippers 
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and  travelers,  in  the  matters  therein  recited,  is  not  necessarily  prohibited.  And 
in  this  respect  its  provisions  are  illustrative,  not  exclusive.  It  limits,  or  defines,  the 
requirement  of  equality  in  treatment  which  is  imposed  in  other  sections  of  the  act. 
By  so  doing,  it  preserves  the  right  of  the  carrier,  theretofore  enjoyed,  of  granting 
in  its  discretion,  preferential  treatment  to  particular  classes  in  certain  cases.  Only 
in  this  sense  can  it  be  said  that  the  section  is  permissive.  It  confers  no  right  upon 
any  shipper  or  traveler.     Nor  does  it  confer  any  new  right  upon  the  carrier. 

The  grant  of  a  lower  rate  on  road  material  to  a  government  engaged  in  highway 
construction  may  benefit  the  government  without  subjecting  to  prejudice  any  per- 
son, locality,  or  class  of  traffic.  But  a  lower  rate  may  result  in  giving  to  a  single 
quarry  within  the  State  all  of  the  governmental  business,  so  that  competing  quarries 
and  localities  within  or  without  the  State,  or  interstate  traffic,  would  be  prejudiced. 
That  such  undue  discrimination  does,  and  will,  result  from  the  order  of  the  Tennessee 
commission,  was  expressly  found  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  Its 
findings  are  necessarily  conclusive,  since  the  evidence  on  which  it  acted  was  not 
introduced  in  this  suit.     *    *    *     (Id.  322-324.) 

BUREAU  OF  INQUIRY. 

For  violations  of  the  interstate  commerce  act  and  related  acts  35 
indictments  were  returned,  and  15  informations  and  1  petition  for 
injunction  were  filed.  Forty-six  cases  were  concluded  and  one  tempo- 
rary injunction  was  granted.  Three  indictments  were  dismissed  upon 
motion  of  the  Government,  and  a  demurrer  to  one  indictment  was 
sustained.  For  disobedience  of  our  orders  seven  penalty  suits  were 
instituted,  three  of  which  were  concluded.  Prosecutions  instituted 
and  concluded  were  distributed  over  the  following  States:  Arizona, 
California,  Illinois,  Louisiana,  Maine,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Michi- 
gan, Nebraska,  New  York,  North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania, 
Tennessee,  Virginia,  Washington,  and  Wyoming. 

The  indictments  returned  and  informations  filed  charged  the  falsify- 
ing of  records  of  common  carriers,  unlawful  use  of  passes,  granting  of 
concessions  and  discriminations  by  carriers,  accepting  and  receiving 
of  concessions  and  discriminations  by  shippers,  false  billing  of  inter- 
state shipments,  and  frauds  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  use 
of  bills  of  lading.  Summaries  of  the  indictments  returned,  informa- 
tions filed,  penalty  suits  instituted,  and  cases  concluded  during  the 
period  will  be  found  in  Appendix  A. 

There  was  one  important  reversal  of  the  judgment  of  a  trial  court 
in  a  criminal  case  brought  under  the  Elkins  Act.  In  Gulf  Refining 
Company  v.  United  States,  284  Fed.  90,  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
for  the  Eighth  Circuit,  reversed  the  judgment,  a  verdict  of  guilty  and 
fine  of  $99,000,  of  the  District  Court  for  the  Eastern  District  of  Okla- 
homa. This  case  is  now  before  the  Supreme  Court  on  a  writ  of 
certiorari  granted  on  May  7,  1923. 

During  the  coal-car  shortage  in  the  latter  part  of  1922,  following  the 
strikes  of  the  railway  shop  crafts  employees  and  the  United  Mine 
Workers,  our  service  orders,  which  required  rail  carriers  to  give  pref- 
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erence  and  priority,  in  the  placement  of  coal  cars  and  the  movement 
of  coal,  to  coal  required  for  domestic  fuel  and  for  the  use  of  hospitals 
and  public  utilities  over  coal  required  for  manufacturing  purposes, 
other  than  for  the  manufacture  of  foodstuffs,  were  disobeyed  in 
numerous  instances  which  came  to  our  attention.  Thirteen  indict- 
ments were  returned  for  violations  of  section  1  of  the  Elkins  Act  and 
for  conspiracy  to  violate  that  section,  naming  shippers  who  employed 
deceptive  billing  to  induce  carriers  to  transport  coal  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  not  entitled  to  preference  and  priority  under  our 
orders.  A  demurrer  to  one  of  the  indictments  was  sustained  upon 
the  ground  that  the  indictment  failed  to  charge  that  the  coal  was 
not  required  for  the  use  of  a  hospital.  A  new  indictment  will  be 
sought.  In  U.  S.  v.  Metropolitan  Lumber  Company,  254  Fed.  335, 
the  District  Court  for  the  District  of  New  Jersey  interpreted  the  Elkins 
Act  to  have  application  to  such  conduct.  In  seven  instances  where 
certain  rail  carriers  placed  coal  cars  for  loading  at  mines  and  trans- 
ported coal  and  other  commodities  in  willful  disobedience  of  our 
service  orders,  penalty  suits  were  instituted  against  the  offending 
carriers. 

We  referred  to  the  Department  of  Justice  information  in  four 
instances  of  possible  fraud  which  apparently  inflated  the  operating 
expenses  during  the  six-months  guaranty  period,  March-August, 
1920,  of  four  rail  carriers,  and  correspondingly  increased  the  claims 
for  guaranty  presented  by  those  carriers  to  us. 

BUREAU  OF  SERVICE. 

SERVICE  ORDERS. 

In  our  last  report  under  the  heading  "Exercise  of  Emergency 
Powers,"  we  referred  to  service  orders  Nos.  22,  24,  and  25,  issued  to 
meet  the  conditions  resulting  from  strikes  of  miners  and  railway 
shopmen,  as  still  in  effect.  Service  order  No.  22  required  that,  until 
our  further  order  or  direction,  all  carriers  by  railroad  should  forward 
traffic  to  destination  over  the  routes  most  available  to  expedite  its 
movement  and  prevent  congestion,  without  regard  to  the  routing 
made  by  shippers,  or  by  carriers  from  which  the  traffic  was  received, 
or  to  the  ownership  of  cars.  Provision  was  made  for  an  accounting 
as  between  the  carriers  to  determine  their  respective  divisions  of 
the  rates  charged  for  transportation.  This  order  was  canceled  by 
amendment  No.  1  thereto,  effective  April  22,  1923. 

Service  order  No.  24  was  canceled  December  11,  1922,  by  amend- 
ment No.  2.  With  some  modifications,  this  order  applied  to  carriers 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River  the  provisions  of  service  order  No.  23, 
under  which  it  was  provided  that  to  the  extent  that  each  carrier 
within   the   territory  included  was   currently  unable  promptly   to 
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transport  all  freight  traffic  offered  to  it  for  movement  or  to  be  moved 
over  its  line  or  lines  of  railway,  preference  and  priority  should  be 
given  to  the  movement  of  food  for  human  consumption,  feed  for 
livestock,  livestock,  perishable  products,  coal,  coke,  and  fuel  oil; 
and  that  to  the  extent  that  any  such  carrier  was  unable,  under 
existing  interchange  and  car-service  rules,  to  return  cars  to  its  con- 
nections promptly,  preference  and  priority  should  be  given  to  the 
movement  of,  exchange,  interchange,  and  return  of  empty  cars 
intended  to  be  used  for  the  transportation  of  those  commodities. 
Effective  September  21,  1922,  by  amendment  No.  1  to  service  order 
No.  24,  and  by  service  order  No.  25,  which  canceled  and  superseded 
service  order  No.  23,  the  priority  lists  were  made  uniform  and  the 
following  commodities  added :  Mine  supplies,  medicines,  fertilizers, 
seeds,  newsprint  paper,  fuel  other  than  coal  and  coke,  and  petroleum 
and  its  products  in  tank  cars. 

Service  order  No.  25  was  suspended  from  and  after  November  20, 
1922,  as  to  territory  south  of  the  Ohio  and  Potomac  Kivers.  As 
conditions  improved  the  order  was  modified  from  time  to  time  to 
release  additional  cars  for  commodities  other  than  coal.  It  was 
wholly  vacated  and  set  aside  by  amendment  No.  4,  effective  Decem- 
ber 11,  1922. 

No  general  service  orders  were  issued  during  the  first  10  months 
of  1923. 

During  November  and  December,  1922,  and  January,  1923,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Federal  Fuel  Distributor,  we  issued  service 
orders  Nos.  26  to  36,  inclusive,  all  of  which  expired  by  limitation. 
These  orders  required  the  carriers  named  to  furnish  cars  preferen- 
tially. Orders  Nos.  26  and  28  were  issued  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  Purchasing  Commission  to  obtain  an 
emergency  supply  of  bituminous  coal;  No.  27,  for  the  movement  of 
a  large  stock  pile  of  bituminous  coal  at  Weeksbury,  Ky.,  which  was 
threatened  with  destruction  by  fire;  No.  29  for  the  movement  of 
anthracite  coal  from  the  Spadra  district,  and  by  amendment  No.  1, 
from  the  Bernice  mines;  Nos.  30,  33,  34,  and  35  for  the  movement 
of  coal  to  various  branches  of  the  Army  or  Navy;  and  Nos.  31,  32, 
and  36,  for  the  movement  of  coal  to  the  Government  fuel  yards  at 
Washington,  D.  C.  They  provided  that  a  definite  number  of  cars 
should  be  placed  at  a  specified  rate  per  day  and,  except  No.  36,  that 
these  cars  should  be  counted  against  the  distributive  share  to  which 
each  mine  concerned  was  entitled.  These  orders  were  made  neces- 
sary by  the  conditions,  previously  referred  to,  resulting  from  the 
extended  strikes  of  the  bituminous  coal  miners  and  railway  shopmen. 

Service  order  No.  37,  effective  January  18,  directed  that,  until 
our  further  order,  the  Peoria  &  Pekin  Union  Railway  Co.  should 
continue,  with  reasonable  promptness  and  diligence,  to  interchange 
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freight  traffic  between  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  Co.  and 
connecting  carriers  at  the  regularly  established  interchange  points  at 
and  in  the  vicinity  of  Peoria,  111.  This  emergency  action  was  made 
necessary  by  developments  in  connection  with  a  controversy  between 
these  two  carriers  as  to  the  terms  under  which  the  Peoria  &  Pekin 
Union  Railway  Co.  should  interchange  traffic.  The  matter  was 
brought  to  our  attention  by  formal  complaint,  filed  by  the  Min- 
neapolis &  St.  Louis  Railroad  Co.,  docket  No.  13110. 

Service  order  No.  38,  effective  February  12,  required  the  Southern 
Railway  Co.  to  furnish  cars  preferentially  for  the  loading  and  trans- 
portation of  coal  at  the  mine  of  the  Montevallo  Mining  Co.,  located 
at  Aldridge,  Ala.  It  was  issued  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
supply  of  coal  for  domestic  purposes.  This  order  was  vacated  and 
set  aside  effective  February  26. 

Service  order  No.  39,  effective  March  5,  issued  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Federal  Fuel  Distributor,  ordered  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Co.  to  permit  the  docking  of  the 
vessel  Maumee  out  of  its  turn  at  the  Belle  Dock  at  New  Haven,  Conn. 
This  vessel  contained  coal  for  the  Springfield  Gas  Light  Co.  of  Spring- 
field, Mass.,  and  had  been  awaiting  its  turn  for  placement  at  this 
dock  for  unloading  since  February  27.  There  were  23  other  vessels 
in  the  harbor  which  had  arrived  prior  to  the  Maumee,  and  as  the 
stock  of  coal  of  the  Springfield  Gas  Light  Co.  would  have  been 
entirely  exhausted  before  the  time  at  which  the  vessel  Maumee 
could  be  docked  in  its  turn,  the  emergency  was  met  by  this  service 
order. 

On  February  16  the  Federal  Fuel  Distributor  advised  us  that 
because  of  the  severe  winter  weather,  which  for  some  time  past  had 
prevailed  in  northeastern  New  York  and  in  New  England,  the  supply 
of  fuel  for  domestic  consumption  and  other  essential  purposes  had 
been  greatly  depleted  and  in  many  cases  entirely  exhausted.  He 
stated  that  it  was  realized  that  the  carriers  were  giving  special 
attention  to  the  movement  of  coal,  but  pointed  out  that  such  move- 
ment had  no  priority  over  the  movement  of  other  classes  of  freight 
and  recommended  that,  to  afford  immediate  relief  in  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, the  carriers  operating  in  that  territory  be  requested  to  give 
preference  and  priority  to  the  movement  of  anthracite  and  bitumi- 
nous coal  destined  to  points  in  that  territory. 

As  stated  in  our  report  of  February  27,  1923,  to  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States  in  docket  No.  14624,  responsive  to  Senate  Resolution 
No.  418,  approved  January  23, 1923,  this  emergency  was  satisfactorily 
met  through  the  active  cooperation  with  us  of  Federal,  State,  and  local 
fuel  administrators  and  railway  officials  both  direct  and  through  the 
Car  Service  Division  of  the  American  Railway  Association. 
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COOPERATION. 

We  have  been  following  a  definite  policy  under  which  we  have 
sought  to  bring  about  the  greatest  possible  measure  of  cooperation 
between  shippers  and  carriers.  To  this  end  our  service  agents 
handle  directly  with  shippers  and  carriers  all  complaints  of  a  local 
character  which  properly  can  so  be  handled,  offering  such  sugges- 
tions as  are  proper,  and  assisting  the  parties  to  adjust  their  differ- 
ences, so  that  reasonably  safe  and  adequate  car  service  may  be  fur- 
nished more  promptly;  but  without  relieving  the  carriers  of  respon- 
sibility or  depriving  them  of  initiative. 

We  are  also  endeavoring  to  anticipate  the  requirements  for  cars 
of  various  classes  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  and  are  working 
with  the  Car  Service  Division,  as  well  as  directly  with  the  interested 
carriers,  so  that  such  requirements  may  be  met  to  the  greatest 
extent  practicable.  In  carrying  out  this  plan  we  send  our  service 
agents  to  such  sections  as  developments  warrant,  with  instructions 
to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  different  situations  and  do  every- 
thing possible  to  further  the  policy  of  cooperation  between  carriers 
and  shippers,  so  as  to  eliminate  misunderstandings  and  secure  the 
best  possible  distribution  of  cars  and  the  freest  practicable  move- 
ment of  traffic. 

A  new  development  now  well  under  way  is  the  organization  by 
the  Car  Service  Division  of  regional  advisory  boards,  with  various 
committees,  for  the  purpose,  among  others,  of  anticipating  car 
requirements  and  overcoming  car-service  and  operating  difficulties 
which  can  be  worked  out  locally.  Each  board  covers  a  convenient 
district  and  includes  in  its  organization  representatives  of  agriculture 
and  important  lines  of  industry.  The  committees  of  these  boards 
report  to  the  board  as  a  whole,  and  the  carriers  cooperate  with  the 
boards.  Both  carriers  and  shippers  are  thus  in  position  to  understand 
more  clearly  each  other's  problems,  and  through  this  meeting  on 
common  ground  can  harmonize  their  differences.  As  a  result  better 
transportation  service  seems  assured. 

OUTSTANDING    DEVELOPMENTS. 

Three  noteworthy  facts  have  characterized  the  transportation 
history  of  the  current  year:  (1)  The  unprecedented  volume  of  traffic 
handled;  (2)  the  concurrent  transformation  of  a  car-shortage  condi- 
tion into  one  of  car  surplusage;  and  (3)  an  exceptionally  equitable 
distribution  of  available  equipment  over  territory  in  which  the  large 
traffic  movements  originate. 

During  the  first  nine  months  of  1923  the  carriers  handled  more 
freight  traffic  than  during  any  previous  corresponding  period,  the 
net  ton-miles  of  revenue  and  nonrevenue  freight  being  reported  as 
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343,796,799,000.  This  represents  an  increase  of  2.9  per  cent  over 
the  corresponding  period  in  1920,  which  marked  the  previous  record, 
4.8  per  cent  over  the  first  nine  months  of  1918,  when  freight  traffic 
was  greatly  stimulated  by  the  war,  and  31.1  per  cent  over  the  first 
nine  months  of  last  year,  when  freight  traffic  was  reduced  somewhat 
by  the  strikes  of  coal  miners  and  railway  shopmen. 

During  the  first  44  weeks  of  this  year,  January  1  to  November  3, 
inclusive,  42,655,661  cars  were  reported  loaded  with  revenue  freight, 
an  increase  over  the  corresponding  period  in  1922  of  6,455,666  cars, 
in  1921  of  9,037,948,  and  in  1920  of  4,028,110.  Not  only  was  this 
unprecedented  tonnage  handled  well,  but  the  carriers  reported  a 
surplusage  as  of  the  week  ended  July  14  of  84,210  railroad-owned 
freight  cars  in  good  repair  and  11,035  cars  of  private  ownership. 

From  June  22  to  August  14  surplus  cars  increased  from  58,671  to 
78,404,  and  shortages  decreased  from  11,896  to  8,315.  On  five  occa- 
sions between  these  dates  more  cars  of  revenue  freight  were  loaded 
during  a  week  than  were  ever  before  loaded  in  a  similar  period. 
The  previous  record  was  1,018,539  cars  loaded  during  the  week 
ended  October  16,  1920.  For  the  week  ended  July  28,  carriers 
reported  loading  1,041,044  cars,  and  for  the  week  ended  August  25, 
1,069,932  cars,  with  a  net  surplus  of  67,227  cars  in  good  order  as  of 
August  22.  Loadings  for  succeeding  weeks  were  reported  as  follows: 
Week  ended  September  1,  1,092,567;  September  8  (affected  by 
Labor  Day),  928,858;  September  15,  1,060,580;  September  22, 
1,060,436;  September  29,  1,097,274;  October  6,  1,079,690;  October 
13,  1,084,458;  October  20,  1,072,881;  October  27,  1,073,965;  and 
November  3,  1,035,776  cars.  When  it  is  recalled  that  at  the  end 
of  the  week  of  October  16,  1920,  which  marked  the  previous  record 
loading,  there  was  a  shortage  of  69,517  cars,  and  that  on  October  31, 
1922,  the  shortage  was  reported  at  179,239,  the  increase  in  transpor- 
tation efficiency  is  apparent. 

Some  of  the  outstanding  factors  which  have  made  possible  this 
hitherto  unequaled  transportation  performance  are  (1)  the  condition 
of  power  and  cars,  (2)  new  locomotives  and  cars  placed  in  service,  and 
(3)  increases  in  the  mileage  per  car  per  day  and  loading  of  equipment. 

As  of  November  1  the  carriers  reported  54,080  serviceable  loco- 
motives, which  is,  with  one  exception,  the  largest  number  reported  at 
any  one  time  since  the  compilation  of  such  reports  was  begun  by  the 
Car  Service  Division  in  August,  1920.  As  of  the  same  date  they  had 
10,112  locomotives  in  need  of  repair,  or  15.8  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  on  line,  of  which  9,163,  14.3  per  cent,  were  in  need  of  heavy 
repairs.  The  program  adopted  by  the  executives  of  the  carriers  last 
April  called  for  a  reduction  of  locomotives  awaiting  heavy  repairs  to  a 
number  equivalent  to  15  per  cent  by  October  1,  1923.  Notwith- 
standing the  tremendous  tonnage  being  handled,  there  were  reported 
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as  of  that  date  2,517  locomotives  in  good  repair  which  were  stored  in 
anticipation  of  increased  traffic  demands. 

On  November  1  they  also  reported  150,624  freight  cars  in  bad  order, 
or  6.6  per  cent  of  those  on  line;  the  smallest  number  in  need  of  re- 
pairs since  May,  1920.  Under  the  program  mentioned  in  connection 
with  locomotives,  the  number  of  bad-order  cars  was  to  be  reduced 
to  5  per  cent  by  October  1. 

The  number  of  freight  cars  placed  in  service  from  January  1  to  No- 
vember 1  was  reported  to  be  155,872,  including  18,971  refrigerator  cars. 
Of  the  refrigerator  cars,  1,424  were  retired  by  rail  carriers  and  were 
installed  by  private  refrigerator  car  lines  of  railroad  ownership. 
During  this  period  3,371  new  locomotives  were  installed.  As  of 
November  1  there  were  48,571  new  freight  cars  on  order,  including 
3,031  private  refrigerators,  and  942  new  locomotives. 

For  the  month  of  September,  1923,  the  average  mileage  per  freight 
car  per  day  was  29.2,  which  is  higher  than  the  average  for  any  month 
since  these  statistics  were  inaugurated  six  years  ago.  The  average  for 
August  was  28.2  miles.  This  average  mileage  includes  all  revenue- 
freight  cars  whether  loaded  or  empty,  in  good  order  or  bad  order,  etc. 
The  goal  under  the  program  to  which  reference  has  previously  been 
made  is  30  miles  per  car  per  day  for  the  entire  country. 

The  extent  to  which  shippers  have  utilized  the  capacity  of  cars  is 
reflected  in  the  average  load  per  car.  In  September  this  was  27.4 
tons,  and  in  July  and  August  was  28.5  tons.  With  the  exception  of 
the  average  loading  for  August,  1918,  30.1  tons,  and  August,  1920, 
29.8,  the  average  for  August  this  year  is  the  greatest  shown  for  any 
similar  month  since  the  records  were  inaugurated  in  1917.  The 
program  mentioned  calls  for  an  average  loading  of  30  tons  per  car. 

So  that  the  transportation  capacity  for  the  late  summer  and  fall 
might  be  increased,  this  program  provided  also  for  the  completion  of 
the  fall  storage  of  railroad  fuel  by  the  carriers  by  September  1.  The 
coal  reported  in  storage  by  the  railroads  as  of  October  15  was  18,227,682 
tons.  This  includes  coal  held  in  cars,  chutes,  and  stock  piles,  and  is 
sufficient  to  last  47  days.  This  compares  with  a  storage  supply  of  32 
days  on  August  1,  1921,  and  of  31  days  on  November  1,  1921.  The 
tonnage  of  railroad  fuel  coal  stored  on  April  1,  1922,  when  the  coal 
strike  was  anticipated,  was  19,800,000  tons. 

PERISHABLE    FREIGHT. 

Of  the  18,971  refrigerator  cars  placed  in  service,  12,087  were 
operated  by  private  refrigerator-car  companies  and  6,884  by  the 
carriers.  Of  the  12,087  refrigerator  cars  operated  by  private  re- 
frigerator lines  of  railroad  ownership,  1,424  were  acquired  during 
the  year  from  rail  carriers. 
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In  response  to  our  questionnaire  in  connection  with  Docket  No. 
14489,  the  replies  received  show  that  on  January  1,  1922,  Class  I  rail- 
roads owned  58,962  refrigerator  cars  suitable  for  fruits  and  vetegables, 
and  on  January  1,  1923,  58,770,  7,359  having  been  installed  and  7,551 
retired  during  the  year.  The  returns  from  the  private  car  companies 
showed  34,120  refrigerator  cars  suitable  for  fruits  and  vegetables 
on  January  1,  1922,  and  44,899  on  January  1,  1923,  11,413  having 
been  installed  and  634  retired. 

The  shortage  of  refrigerator  cars  which  curtailed  shipments  in 
October,  November,  and  December,  1922,  was  largely  overcome 
during  January  of  this  year  and  surplusages  of  such  cars  were  con- 
tinuously reported  until  October  14,  when  for  the  first  time  since 
January  there  was  a  net  shortage. 

The  following  table  shows  the  carload  shipments  of  fruits  and 
vegetables  during  the  last  five  years :

The  movement  of  cantaloupes  from  the  Imperial  Valley  of  Cali- 
fornia was  completed  during  July  and,  with  the  exception  of  7  days 
in  the  middle  of  May,  the  carriers  furnished  currently  a  full  car 
supply.  The  Georgia  peach  movement  also  was  well  cared  for,  and 
without  complaint  to  us. 

Anticipating  the  heavy  demands  of  the  fall  our  service  agents 
devoted  considerable  time  and  attention  to  the  matter  of  delays  to 
refrigerator  cars  under  load  at  destination,  working  to  secure  the 
cooperation  of  consignees  and  carriers  in  effecting  the  early  release 
of  such  cars  and  their  prompt  return  to  loading  territory.  With 
the  coming  of  September  and  October  the  detention  of  these  cars, 
in  the  larger  cities  of  the  East  and  Middle  West,  rapidly  grew  worse 
on  account  of  glutted  markets.  Our  agents  worked  vigorously  in 
an  effort  to  overcome  this  situation.  In  addition,  information  with 
respect  to  specific  cases  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  larger 
shippers'  and  receivers'  organizations  so  that  they  might  handle 
such  cases  with  their  delinquent  members. 

But  the  situation  has  grown  worse,  many  receivers  offering  various 
reasons  for  their  delay  in  releasing  these  cars.     A  rapid  and  heavy 
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increase  in  the  tonnage  of  grapes  from  California  also  has  accentuated 
the  situation. 

This  matter  is  receiving  careful  attention.  If  such  detention  can 
be  obviated  to  a  reasonable  extent,  it  seems  probable  that  with  a 
continuation  of  the  greatly  improved  movement  of  equipment,  and 
of  the  present  rate  of  securing  new  cars,  all  shippers  of  perishable 
freight  should  be  able  to  secure  reasonably  adequate  service  during 
the  coming  year.  So  far  this  year,  notwithstanding  the  delays,  no 
serious  shortage  of  refrigerator  cars  has  been  reported  from  any 
loading  territory. 

PERISHABLE    FREIGHT    FOR    NEW   YORK    CITY. 

During  1922  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  and  many 
complaints  were  received  with  respect  to  the  handling  of  perishable 
freight,  particularly  wine  grapes,  at  New  York.  In  the  past  the 
Erie  Railroad  has  solicited  this  business,  equipping  itself  with  icing 
facilities,  yard  tracks,  and  auction  rooms,  and  holding  the  cars  in 
Croxton  Yards  on  the  west  side  of  the  river  to  be  floated  across  to  its 
New  York  piers  as  ordered.  With  the  heavy  increase  in  the  ship- 
ment of  wine  grapes  in  1922,  and  abnormally  slow  release  of  cars,  the 
facilities  of  the  Erie  proved  inadequate,  and  embargoes  had  to  be 
placed,  which  led  to  confusion  and  loss. 

With  a  view  to  preventing  such  trouble  this  year,  or  at  least 
minimizing  the  difficulty,  we  early  took  up  the  question  with  the 
Car  Service  Division,  the  Erie,  and  neighboring  carriers,  as  well  as 
with  the  fruit  and  vegetable  interests  of  New  York  City.  A  service 
agent  was  detailed  to  assist  in  developing  cooperative  plans,  and 
numerous  conferences  were  held  in  New  York  and  Washington  for 
the  purpose  of  perfecting  these  plans  as  far  as  practicable.  As  a 
result,  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  Railroads  arranged  to 
accept  at  Chicago  on  three  days  of  each  week  a  definite  number  of 
cars  of  grapes  for  New  York,  the  latter  changing  its  tariffs  to 
permit  of  delivery  from  its  New  York  piers,  and  the  Erie  leased 
additional  pier  space  from  the  Old  Dominion  Steamship  Co.  Blanket 
authority  was  given  by  the  shippers  to  the  refrigerator-car  depart- 
ment of  the  Car  Service  Division,  located  at  Chicago,  to  divert  to 
the  other  lines  such  shipments  of  grapes  routed  over  the  Erie  as  might 
be  necessary  to  keep  them  coming  as  rapidly  as  the  market  could  ab- 
sorb them.  This  plan  has  resulted  in  maximum  market  privileges 
for  shippers  without  unduly  penalizing  the  carriers  through  claims. 

COAL. 

The  second  strike  of  anthracite  coal  miners  which  has  occurred  in  a 
little  more  than  a  year  began  on  September  1.  The  miners  resumed 
work  on  September  19,  and,  due  to  heavy  production  and  current 
distribution  previous  to  the  interruption,  no  critical  situation  resulted. 
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The  so-called  lake  coal  movement  is  seasonal  and  must  be  taken  care 
of  during  the  period  of  open  navigation,  but  boats  tied  up  at  Lake 
Erie  ports  for  the  winter  are,  in  many  instances,  loaded  in  advance 
of  the  opening  of  navigation.  From  January  1  to  November  4, 
26,463,072  tons  of  cargo  bituminous  coal  were  dumped  at  the  ports 
for  lake  movement.  This  tonnage  is  in  excess  of  that  during  the 
corresponding  period  of  any  of  the  last  six  years,  and  is  nearly  twice 
the  quantity  dumped  for  the  corresponding  period  in  1922.  It  is 
24  and  33  per  cent,  respectively,  in  excess  of  the  quantities  for  1921 
and  1920. 

Another  important  coal  movement,  seasonal  to  some  extent  is 
that  to  New  England.  From  January  1  to  and  including  November 
3,  169,576  cars  of  bituminous  and  150,009  cars  of  anthracite  coal 
moved  all-rail  through  New  England  gateways,  compared  with  88,226 
cars  of  bituminous  and  71,841  cars  of  anthracite  during  the  cor- 
responding period  of  1922,  the  year  of  the  miners'  strike,  and  134,191 
cars  of  bituminous  and  128,929  cars  of  anthracite  during  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  1921.  In  addition,  10,242,376  long  tons  of  bitu- 
minous coal  were  dumped  at  tidewater  for  shipment  by  water  to 
New  England  during  the  first  ten  months  of  this  year.  Except  in 
1918,  when  this  total  was  exceeded  by  1,552,843  long  tons,  this 
tonnage  has  not  been  equalled  during  the  corresponding  period  in 
any  of  the  past  five  years. 

GRAIN. 

The  rules  of  the  Car  Service  Division  governing  the  distribution  of 
available  grain  cars  between  shippers  located  at  the  same  station 
provide  for  distribution  in  the  relative  proportion  in  which  shippers 
tender  to  the  carriers  for  transportation  grain  on  hand  and  con- 
veniently located  for  prompt  loading.  This  is  in  accord  with  our 
decisions  on  the  subject. 

On  August  1  there  became  effective  in  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  North 
Dakota,  South  Dakota,  and  Montana  a  modification  of  these  rules  to 
apply  when  elevators  are  blocked  with  grain.  Under  this  modifi- 
cation such  elevators  receive  cars  upon  the  proportional  basis  of  cars 
loaded  during  the  preceding  10  days. 

In  April  the  Car  Service  Division  directed  that  box  cars  of  western 
ownership  were  to  be  delivered  empty  by  eastern  roads  to  western 
connections.  Western  lines  were  not  permitted  to  send  eastern  lines' 
box  cars  home  except  as  loading  was  available.  The  object  was  to 
accumulate  a  supply  of  box  cars  in  the  West  in  anticipation  of  the 
movement  of  this  year's  grain.  This  movement  begins  with  the 
winter  wheat  of  the  Panhandle  of  Texas  and  progresses  northward 
through  Oklahoma,  Missouri,  Kansas,  Iowa,  Illinois,  and  Nebraska, 
being  closely  followed  by  the  spring  wheat  crop  of  the  States  still 
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further  north.  This  program  was  carried  out  successfully  and  so 
far  this  season  there  has  been  no  shortage  of  grain  cars  in  the  great 
grain  originating  sections  of  the  country.  These  directions  were 
canceled  on  November  1. 

LIVESTOCK. 

Toward  the  end  of  1922  the  demand  for  livestock  equipment  in 
excess  of  the  carriers'  ability  to  furnish  the  cars  gradually  declined 
and  finally  disappeared,  surplusages  developing  in  January  which 
have  continued  throughout  the  year,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  loadings  have  very  generally  exceeded  those  of  the  corresponding 
period  of  1922. 

FOREST   PRODUCTS. 

The  heavy  building  programs  in  all  parts  of  the  country  this  year 
have  resulted  in  unprecedented  shipments  of  lumber  and  other  forest 
products,  the  total  loading  to  and  including  November  3  aggregating 
3,224,817  cars,  550,746  cars  in  excess  of  the  record  loading  of  1920. 

FREIGHT   ACCUMULATIONS. 

The  accumulation  of  cars  of  revenue  freight  on  the  rails  of  reporting 
carriers  as  of  September  22,  1922,  was  80,320  cars.  The  total  on 
November  2  this  year  was  only  17,728  cars,  which  is  practically 
normal.  Accumulations  result  from  numerous  causes,  including 
inability  of  connections  or  consignees  to  accept,  disability  of  report- 
ing road,  embargoes  and  holding  for  reconsignment,  billing,  floating 
from  piers,  or  for  export  or  coastwise  movement. 

EMBARGOES. 

The  large  number  of  embargoes  in  effect  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  1922  steadily  decreased  during  January,  February,  March, 
and  April,  practically  disappearing  during  the  latter  part  of  this 
period.  The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford's  general  embargo, 
which  became  effective  in  November,  1922,  and  which  was  the  subject 
of  much  protest,  was  canceled  in  May.  With  the  development  of  the 
heavy  movement  of  wine  grapes  from  California  this  year  some  carriers 
issued  embargoes  with  respect  to  this  traffic,  differing  in  character, 
but  all  designed  to  give  to  the  issuing  carriers  the  longest  possible 
haul.  This  resulted  in  discrimination.  The  matter  was  promptly 
taken  up  with  the  issuing  carriers,  and  embargoes  were  thereupon 
canceled. 
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EXPRESS. 

A  few  complaints  with  respect  to  the  movement  of  express  business 
were  received  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  but  none  recently. 
In  part,  at  least,  this  can  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  with  the 
improvement  in  freight  service  and  the  contemporary  disappearance 
of  general  embargoes  a  heavy  volume  of  goods  which  normally  moves 
by  freight  is  again  moving  in  that  manner  and  to  that  extent  relieving 
the  express  service. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  TRANSPORTATION  OF  EXPLOSIVES  AND  OTHER 
DANGEROUS  ARTICLES. 

We  stated  in  our  last  report  that  we  had  approved  and  promul- 
gated pursuant  to  the  so-called  transportation-of-explosives  act  of 
March  4,  1921,  regulations  for  the  safe  transportation  of  dangerous 
articles  by  land  to  become  effective  January  1,  1923,  which  would  be 
published  in  appropriate  tariff  form  effective  on  that  date.  Such 
tariffs  have  been  published  and  filed. 

We  also  stated  that  under  authority  of  the  same  act  regulations 
for  control  of  the  transportation  of  dangerous  articles  by  water  were 
in  the  course  of  preparation.  Consideration  of  these  was  deferred 
pending  final  action  on  the  regulations  for  land  transportation. 
Investigations  and  experimental  studies  of  water  traffic  are  now 
proceeding.  These  involve  substantially  new  conditions,  but  suffi- 
cient data  have  been  assembled  to  warrant  early  publication  of  ten- 
tative requirements,  for  distribution  among  carriers  and  shippers. 
Interested  parties  will  then  be  heard  and  their  objections  and  sug- 
gestions considered  before  approval  and  promulgation  of  the  regu- 
lations in  their  final  form. 

BUREAU  OF  SAFETY. 

A  more  detailed  report  of  the  work  of  the  bureau  of  safety  is  pub- 
lished as  a  separate  document.  Except  as  otherwise  specified  the 
report  here  made  is  for  the  calendar  year  1922. 

The  casualties  on  steam  railroads  in  connection  with  the  operation 
of  trains  are  summarized  as  follows :

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In  addition  there  were  474  persons  killed  and  86,882  injured  in 
non train  accidents  in  comparison  with  409  killed  and  77,361  injured 
in  such  accidents  during  the  previous  year. 

There  were  81  employees  killed  and  1,498  injured  in  coupling 
or  uncoupling  locomotives  or  cars  as  compared  with  78  killed  and 
1,540  injured  during  1921.  Casualties  to  employees  due  to  coming 
in  contact  with  fixed  structures  resulted  in  43  killed  and  724  injured. 
There  were  69  employees  killed  and  6,217  injured  in  getting  on  or 
off  cars  or  locomotives. 

During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1923,  378  cases  of  violation  of 
safety-appliance  laws,  involving  1,366  counts,  were  transmitted 
to  the  United  States  attorneys  for  prosecution;  cases  involving 
449  counts  were  confessed  and  114  counts  were  dismissed;  55  counts 
were  tried,  resulting  in  judgment  for  the  Government  on  30  counts 
and  adversely  to  the  Government  on  25.  Four  cases  involving  22 
counts  were  appealed,  2  by  the  carrier  and  2  by  the  Government. 
Two  cases  containing  3  counts  pending  on  appeal  last  year  were  de- 
cided in  favor  of  the  Government.  Two  cases  containing  1  count 
each,  involving  the  use  of  cars  with  inoperative  air  brakes  in  associa- 
tion with  other  power-braked  cars,  were  tried  in  the  District  Courts, 
and  1  case  of  1  count,  involving  the  same  question,  was  argued  in  the 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  all  of  which  are  in  abeyance  until  the  Su- 
preme Court  decides  a  similar  question  certified  to  it  by  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Third  Circuit.  On  July  1,  1923,  there  were 
pending  in  the  various  district  courts  529  cases,  involving  1,752 
counts. 

In  United  States  v.  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  Railway 
Company,  decided  November  8,  1922,  not  reported,  the  District 
Court  for  the  Eastern  District  of  Wisconsin  held  that,  even  though 
a  train  had  the  required  percentage  of  power  brakes  in  operative 
condition,  it  was  unlawful  to  haul  in  that  train  any  cars  having 
defective  hand  brakes;  and  that  the  movement  of  a  train  of  seven 
cars  for  a  distance  of  3,000  feet  over  a  part  of  defendant's  main  line 
was  a  train  movement,  as  distinguished  from  a  switching  move- 
ment, and  therefore  came  within  the  power-brake  provisions  of  the 
safety  appliance  acts. 

In  Great  Northern  Railway  Co.  v.  United  States,  288  Fed.  190, 
the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Eighth  Circuit,  on  March  28, 
1923,  held  that  a  continuous  movement  of  a  train  from  one  yard  to 
another  yard,  a  distance  of  about  4,800  feet,  within  the  general 
terminal  yards  of  the  railroad  at  Minneapolis,  was  a  transfer  and 
not  a  switching  operation  within  the  meaning  of  the  safety  appliance 
acts,  and  that  such  a  movement  without  the  required  minimum 
percentage  of  power  brakes  used  and  operated  by  the  engineer  was 
in  violation  of  law.     The  court  added:  "The  mere  fact  that  the 
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railroad  company  designates  a  large  stretch  or  tract  as  yard  does 
not  make  every  operation  therein  a  switching  operation." 

In  United  States  v.  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  287  Fed. 
780,  the  railroad  delivered  cars  to  logging  companies  at  certain 
designated  points  for  movement  into  the  woods  for  loading.  After 
being  loaded  they  were  returned  to  the  railroad  with  defective 
safety  appliances.  The  cars  were  then  hauled  by  the  latter  to  its 
repair  shops,  16  and  24  miles  distant,  and  there  repaired.  The 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Ninth  Circuit  on  March  12,  1923, 
held  that  the  movement  of  these  cars  by  the  railroad  for  purposes 
of  repair  was  a  violation  of  the  safety  appliance  acts  for  the  reason 
that  the  cars  did  not  become  defective  upon  its  line  of  road. 

In  United  States  v.  Northern  Pacific  Railway,  not  reported,  evi- 
dence was  secured  of  violations  of  the  safety  appliance  acts  during 
the  so-called  shopmen's  strike.  At  the  trial  of  the  case  on  June 
19  to  21,  1923,  the  District  Court  for  the  Western  District  of  Wash- 
ington permitted  defendant,  over  the  Government's  objections,  to 
introduce  evidence  that  as  a  result  of  the  strike  it  was  impossible  to 
keep  the  safety  appliances  in  repair.  As  to  one  count,  the  defective 
car  was  received  in  interchange,  and  as  a  matter  of  defense  the 
defendant  claimed  that  it  had  never  made  repairs  at  the  inter- 
change point  and  on  account  of  the  strike  it  would  be  unsafe  to 
make  repairs  there.  Upon  this  count  the  court  directed  a  verdict 
for  the  defendant,  and  upon  all  other  counts  the  jury  returned  a 
verdict  for  defendant.  This  case  is  now  pending  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Ninth  Circuit  on  all  counts. 

In  United  States  v.  John  H.  McCallum  et  al.,  constituting  the 
Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  California 
operating  the  State  Belt  Railroad,  the  District  Court  for  the 
Northern  District  of  California  directed  a  verdict  on  April  10,  1923, 
in  favor  of  the  Government.  This  was  a  suit  under  the  safety 
appliance  acts  and  the  issues  raised  were  as  follows : 

1.  That  the  State  Belt  Railroad  was  an  instrumentality  of  the 
State  of  California  and  that  therefore  the  suit  was  in  the  nature  of 
a  suit  against  the  State,  prohibited  by  the  eleventh  amendment  to 
the  Constitution. 

2.  That  the  State  Belt  Railroad  is  not  a  common  carrier. 

3.  That  the  cars  alleged  to  be  defective  were  not  moved  over  a 
highway  of  interstate  commerce. 

An  appeal  has  been  taken  by  the  defendant,  and  the  case  is  now 
pending  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Ninth  Circuit. 

The  investigation  of  power  brakes  and  appliances  for  operating 
power-brake  systems  mentioned  in  our  last  report  has  been  continued, 
and  tests  have  been  made  of  the  automatic  straight  air  brake  devices 
in  use  on  the  Norfolk  &  Western  Railway. 
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In  earlier  reports  reference  has  been  made  to  the  practice  of  cer- 
tain carriers  in  controlling  trains  on  descending  grades  by  means  of 
hand  brakes.  During  the  past  year  many  of  the  carriers  on  whose 
lines  this  condition  existed  have  revised  their  practices  for  the  pur- 
pose of  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  law. 

From  October,  1922,  to  June,  1923,  15  temporary  safety-appliance 
inspectors  were  employed  in  addition  to  our  permanent  force  on 
account  of  abnormal  condition  of  railway  equipment  incident  to  the 
shopmen's  strike.  During  the  year  approximately  1,160,000  cars 
and  locomotives  were  inspected,  and  the  number  found  with  de- 
fective safety  appliances  per  1,000  inspected  was  100.31,  an  increase 
of  nearly  100  per  cent  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  Current 
inspections  disclose  that  the  abnormal  number  of  cars  and  locomo- 
tives having  defective  safety  appliances  is  gradually  being  reduced. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1923  we  investigated  119  train  accidents, 
consisting  of  82  collisions  and  37  derailments.  The  collisions  investi- 
gated resulted  in  the  death  of  202  persons  and  the  injury  of  1,199 
persons;  the  derailments  investigated  resulted  in  the  death  of  83 
persons  and  the  injury  of  566  persons,  a  total  of  285  persons  killed 
and  1,765  injured.  A  detailed  statement  concerning  the  accidents 
investigated  and  their  causes  is  contained  in  the  report  of  the  director 
of  the  bureau  of  safety,  published  separately.  Reports  upon  acci- 
dents investigated  are  made  public  when  completed,  and  summaries 
of  these  reports  are  published  quarterly. 

A  comprehensive  report  upon  our  investigations  of  the  formation 
of  transverse  fissures  in  steel  rails  and  their  prevalence  on  certain 
railroads  has  been  issued,  and  further  investigations  as  to  this  and 
other  types  of  rail  failures,  as  well  as  the  endurance  of  chilled  iron 
wheels  under  conditions  of  service,  mentioned  in  our  last  report,  are 
being  made. 

As  shown  by  the  last  block-signal  bulletin,  the  total  length  of  rail- 
road in  the  United  States  operated  by  the  block  system  January  1, 
1923,  was  103,143.8  miles,  of  which  40,065.6  miles  were  equipped  with 
automatic  block  signals  and  63,078.2  with  nonautomatic  block  sig- 
nals. Comparing  these  figures  with  those  for  the  preceding  year, 
there  was  an  increase  of  1,004.1  miles  equipped  with  automatic  block 
signal  and  a  decrease  of  328  miles  in  nonautomatic  block-signal 
mileage,  the  net  increase  in  block-signal  mileage  being  676.1  miles. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1923,  32  cases  of  violation  of 
the  hours-of -service  acts,  comprising  190  counts,  were  transmitted  to 
United  States  attorneys  for  prosecution;  cases  comprising  173  counts 
were  confessed  and  203  counts  were  dismissed;  22  counts  were  tried; 
judgment  was  had  in  2  counts  in  favor  of  the  Government  and  20 
counts  against  the  Government;  12  of  the  latter  counts  were  ap- 
pealed; the  2  counts  pending  on  appeal  July  1,  1922,  were  decided 
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adversely  to  the  Government.     On  July  1,  1923,  there  were  pending 
in  the  various  district  courts  75  cases,  involving  1,013  counts. 

In  United  States  v.  Colorado,  Wyoming  &  Eastern  Railroad  Company, 
decided  by  the  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Wyoming  on  April 
10,  1923,  three  train  crews  were  on  duty  more  than  16  hours.  The 
first  crew,  after  traveling  a  short  distance  from  its  terminal,  was 
delayed  by  a  derailment  and  had  been  on  duty  more  than  16  hours 
when  it  reached  Fox  Park,  where  there  are  a  wye,  coal,  water,  and 
sidetrack  facilities,  and  where  train  crews  have  on  different  occasions 
taken  rest.  Instead  of  tying  up  the  crew  there,  defendant  permitted 
it  to  proceed  to  its  terminal,  54  miles  distant.  It  was  then  released, 
after  having  been  on  duty  about  32  hours.  The  court  held  that  as 
Fox  Park  was  not  a  terminal  or  division  point  where  crews  are  main- 
tained, it  was  not  obligatory  upon  the  carrier  to  tie  up  the  crew  at 
that  point,  but  that  it  could  be  continued  to  the  nearest  terminal. 
The  second  crew  was  in  charge  of  a  train  sent  to  assist  a  derailed 
train.  A  number  of  empty  cars  were  picked  up  en  route  and,  after 
the  train  had  been  rerailed,  a  number  of  loaded  cars  were  picked  up 
on  the  return  trip.  This  crew  was  on  duty  nearly  35  hours  before 
being  relieved.  The  court  held  that  the  fact  that  this  train  picked 
up  some  commercial  cars  en  route  to  and  from  the  point  of  derail- 
ment, without  any  delay  being  occasioned  thereby,  did  not  destroy 
its  character  as  a  wrecking  train,  and  that,  therefore,  the  crew  was 
not  subject  to  the  hours-of -service  law.  The  third  crew  was  in 
charge  of  a  train  operating  wholly  within  the  State  of  Wyoming,  but 
over  a  highway  of  interstate  commerce,  and  was  on  duty  34  hours 
before  being  relieved.  The  court  held  that  as  the  train  was  engaged 
in  intrastate  commerce  the  hours-of-service  law  did  not  apply  to  the 
crew.  This  case  was  taken  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the 
Eighth  Circuit  by  the  Government.  That  court  reversed  the  decision 
of  the  district  court  as  to  the  first  crew  and  affirmed  its  decision  as 
to  the  second  and  third  crews. 

INCREASE    IN   ACCIDENTS   AT   HIGHWAY    GRADE    CROSSINGS. 

One  of  the  serious  problems  in  connection  with  the  prevention  of 
accidents  is  that  of  halting  the  upward  movement  in  the  number  of 
accidents  and  reducing  the  number  of  casualties  at  highway  grade 
crossings. 

During  the  calendar  year  1922  accidents  at  highway  grade  crossings 
numbered  848  for  the  first  quarter,  941  for  the  second  quarter,  1,183 
for  the  third  quarter,  and  1,391  for  the  fourth  quarter,  a  total  of 
4,363.  The  resulting  casualties  were  1,810  persons  killed  and  5,383 
persons  injured,  a  total  of  7,193  casualties.  Statistics  are  complete 
for  only  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  1923,  during  which  there  were 
1,164  grade-crossing  accidents,  resulting  in  the  death  of  421  persons 
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and  the  injury  of  1,383  persons.  The  corresponding  figures  for  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year  1922  were  848  accidents,  313  persons  killed, 
and  946  injured.  The  indications  are,  therefore,  that  the  number  of 
casualties  in  1922  will  be  materially  exceeded  during  1923. 

As  the  following  statement  indicates,  fatalities  at  grade  crossings 
have  increased  from  402  in  the  year  1890  to  1,810  in  1922.  The 
number  of  nonfatal  injuries  has  increased  in  greater  proportion  during 
the  period,  675  persons  sustaining  injuries  in  1890  as  against  5,383 
in  1922.

The  more  extensive  use  of  the  automobile  has  been  a  prominent 
factor  in  the  increases  in  casualties  at  highway  grade  crossings. 
Beginning  with  1912,  the  casualty  list,  with  increasing  automobile 
production,  shows  a  generally  upward  tendency.  In  1917  there 
were  4,983,340  automobiles  registered.  In  1922  there  were  12,238,375, 
an  increase  in  registration  of  146  per  cent.  The  number  of  fatalities 
at  highway  grade  crossings  caused  by  collisions  between  trains  and 
automobiles  increased  in  this  period  from  1,083  to  1,359,  or  approxi- 
mately 25  per  cent,  and  the  number  of  persons  injured  from  3,000 
to  4,493,  an  increase  of  approximately  50  per  cent.  Automobiles 
were  involved  in  accidents  causing  59  per  cent  of  the  6,733  casualties 
at  grade  crossings  in  1917,  and  81  per  cent  of  the  7,193  casualties  in 
1922. 

In  the  1,164  grade-crossing  accidents  which  caused  the  death  of 
421  and  the  injury  of  1,383  persons  during  the  first  quarter  of  1923, 
860  of  the  accidents  were  to  persons  in  automobiles  and  resulted  in 
the  death  of  292  persons  and  the  injury  of  1,172. 
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Derailments  of  trains  as  the  result  of  collisions  between  trains  and 
automobiles,  with  consequent  casualties  to  persons  on  the  trains, 
are  becoming  more  frequent.  In  1922  there  were  16  persons  killed 
and  125  injured  on  trains  in  accidents  of  this  kind,  compared  with  3 
persons  killed  and  50  injured  in  1921. 

BUREAU  OF  LOCOMOTIVE  INSPECTION. 

The  work  of  this  bureau  is  shown  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the 
chief  inspector,  published  separately.  Except  as  otherwise  stated 
the  report  here  made  is  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1923.

All  accidents  reported  to  this  bureau  were  carefully  investigated 
and  reports  rendered.  Action  was  taken  to  prevent  recurrences  in 
so  far  as  possible.  Copies  of  accident  investigation  reports  were 
furnished  to  interested  parties  when  requested,  and  were  also  used 
in  our  endeavor  to  decrease  the  number  of  accidents. 

Soon  after  July  1,  1922,  it  was  found  that  many  carriers  were  not 
making  the  required  inspections,  tests,  and  repairs.  Special  notices 
for  repairs  were  issued  withholding  many  locomotives  from  service 
and  steps  were  taken  to  obtain  data  necessary  for  institution  of  court 
proceedings. 

Information  covering  37  cases  of  377  counts  against  31  carriers  for 
violation  of  the  locomotive  inspection  act  was  transmitted  to  the 
proper  United  States  district  attorneys  for  prosecution.  Pleas  of 
guilty  were  entered  in  10  cases  of  78  counts.  There  are  27  cases  of 
299  counts  now  pending  in  the  various  district  courts. 

Transcribed  reports  showing  in  detail  the  defects  found  by  our 
inspectors  which  should  have  been  repaired  before  the  locomotives 
were  put  in  service  were  sent  to  the  chief  operating  officers  of  carriers 
each  month  so  that  they  might  be  kept  informed  of  the  conditions 
disclosed  by  our  inspections. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty  applications  were  filed  for  extension  of 
time  for  removal  of  flues,  as  provided  in  rule  10.  Investigation 
disclosed  that  in  34  of  these  cases  the  condition  of  the  locomotives 
was  such  that  no  extension  could  properly  be  granted.  Fourteen 
were  in  such  condition  that  the  full  extension  requested  could  not 
be  authorized,  but  an  extension  for  a  shorter  period,  within  the 
limits  of  safety,  was  allowed.  Fourteen  extensions  were  granted 
after   defects   disclosed   by   our   investigation   had   been    repaired. 
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Thirty  applications  were  withdrawn  by  the  carriers  for  various  reasons 
and  the  remaining  138  were  granted  for  the  period  requested. 

In  compliance  with  rule  54  there  were  filed  5,076  specification 
cards  and  11,187  alteration  reports  and  other  required  data  neces- 
sary in  determining  the  safe  working  pressure  for  the  boilers  repre- 
sented. To  determine  whether  or  not  the  boilers  covered  were  so 
constructed  as  to  be  in  safe  and  proper  condition  for  service,  and  that 
the  stresses  were  within  the  allowed  limits,  these  specification  cards 
and  alteration  reports  were  carefully  analyzed  and  corrective  meas- 
ures taken  with  respect  to  numerous  discrepancies  found.  Many  of 
the  older  and  weak  boilers  were  reenforced  or  the  working  pressure 
reduced  to  make  them  safe  for  service. 

Only  two  formal  appeals  were  taken  from  the  decisions  of  our 
inspectors. 

RAILWAY  MAIL  PAY. 

We  stated  in  our  last  report  that  we  had  reopened  the  Railway 
Mail  Pay  Case,  56  I.  C.C.  1,  for  further  hearing  upon  applications  of 
the  New  England  carriers  and  certain  short  lines  in  Intermountain 
and  Pacific  coast  States.  Hearings  with  respect  to  the  New  England 
carriers'  application  have  been  concluded  and  the  matter  is  now 
submitted  for  decision.  Hearings  upon  the  application  of  the  short 
lines  were  held  in  August  and  further  hearings  will  be  held,  after 
which  the  matter  will  be  argued  and  submitted  for  decision. 

We  also  stated  that  upon  application  on  behalf  of  the  carriers  we 
had  reopened  the  Electric  Railway  Mail  Pay  Case,  58 1.  C.  C.  455,  and 
that  the  Postmaster  General  and  the  carriers  had  prepared  forms  and 
instructions  incident  to  the  compilation  of  statistical  data.  This 
compilation  has  been  completed  and  the  parties  are  now  prepared  to 
present  their  evidence  at  forthcoming  hearings,  the  dates  for  which 
have  been  determined. 

STANDARD  TIME  ZONE  INVESTIGATION. 

By  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  3,  1923,  the  standard  time  act, 
as  amended,  was  further  amended  by  inserting  the  following  new 
section : 

Sec.  3.  In  the  division  of  territory,  and  in  the  definition  of  the  limits  of  each  zone, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  so  much  of  the  State  of  Idaho  as  lies  south  of  the  Salmon 
River,  traversing  the  State  from  east  to  west  near  forty-five  degrees  thirty  minutes 
latitude,  shall  be  embraced  in  the  third  zone. 

By  our  ninth  supplemental  report  and  order,  78  I.  C.  C.  606,  we 
redefined  the  limits  of  the  third  or  mountain  time  zone  in  accordance 
with  this  provision,  and,  for  the  convenience  of  commerce  and  having 
regard  for  the  existing  junction  and  division  points  of  common 
carriers,  we  also  included  within  that  zone  small  portions  of  eastern 
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Oregon  and  northern  Utah  so  as  to  embrace  the  main  line  of  the  Oregon 
Short  Line  to  Huntington,  Oreg.,  and  its  Homestead,  Homedale,  and 
Malad  Valley  branches.  An  exception  to  the  adjustment  prescribed 
permits  the  carrier  named  to  operate  its  branch  from  Malheur 
Junction,  Oreg.,  to  Crane,  Oreg.,  on  mountain  time,  provided  that  it 
shows  in  its  published  advertisements,  time  cards,  bulletin  boards  in 
stations,  and  in  other  like  ways  the  arrival  and  departure  of  its 
trains  at  stations  on  that  branch  in  terms  of  standard  Pacific  time. 
These  changes  became  effective  at  2  o'clock  a.  m.,  May  13,  1923. 

BOARDS  OF  REFEREES. 

These  boards,  created  to  hear  and  determine  cases  brought  under 
the  provisions  of  sections  3  and  6  of  the  Federal  control  act,  have 
been  constituted  from  our  official  force. 

Upon  request  of  claimants  the  proceedings  in  cases  brought  under 
the  provisions  of  section  6  of  that  act  were  held  in  abeyance  pending 
their  further  efforts  to  effect  settlements  with  the  Director  General 
of  Railroads. 

Six  reports  were  made  by  the  boards  to  the  President  and  16  cases 
were  dismissed  at  the  instance  of  the  claimants,  following  final 
settlement  of  their  claims  with  the  Director  General. 

Twenty  boards  have  been  appointed  for  cases  brought  under 
section  3  of  the  Federal  control  act. 

Twenty-two  cases  brought  under  the  provisions  of  section  3  of 
the  Federal  control  act,  and  11  cases  brought  under  the  provisions 
of  section  6  of  that  act,  are  pending.

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DIGEST  OF  FEDERAL  COURT  DECISIONS. 

A  discussion  of  court  decisions  involving  injunctions  to  restrain  enforcement  of 
orders  of  this  commission  and  of  decisions  relative  to  criminal  violations  of  the  law 
can  be  found  in  the  text  of  this  annual  report.  The  decisions  abstracted  herein 
involve  questions  of  railway  regulations  which  are  closely  related  to  matters  arising 
before  commissions. 

IN  THE  SUPREME  COURT. 
LIABILITY  DURING  FEDERAL   CONTROL. 

In  N.  C.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Lee,  decided  October  16, 1922,  it  was  held  that  a  lessor  railway 
company  may  not,  consistently  with  the  Federal  control  act,  be  subjected  to  liability 
for  personal  injuries  during  Federal  control  of  the  road. 

UNREASONABLY   LOW   RATES. 

In  Keogh  v.  C.  &  N.  W.  Ry.  Co.,  decided  November  13, 1922,  it  was  held  that  prior 
to  the  transportation  act  of  1920,  interstate  carriers  were  at  liberty  to  establish  and 
maintain  unreasonably  low  rates,  provided  they  were  not  discriminatory;  and  that 
the  approval  of  interstate  transportation  rates  by  this  commission  establishes  that  they 
are  reasonable  and  not  discriminatory. 

COMBINATION   TO   FIX   RATES. 

In  the  last-cited  case  it  was  also  held  that  a  private  shipper  can  not  recover  damages 
under  the  antitrust  act  because  of  an  illegal  combination  of  carriers  to  fix  rates  which 
deprive  him  of  a  more  advantageous  rate,  if  the  rate  so  fixed  is  approved  by  this  com- 
mission. 

SHIPPING    TO    INTERMEDIATE    POINT   FOR    BETTER    RATES. 

In  B.  &  O.S.  W.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Settle,  decided  November  13,  1922,  it  was  held  that 
an  original  shipping  contract  does  not  control  in  case  freight  destined  from  a  point  in 
one  State  to  a  point  in  another  State  is  billed  to  an  intermediate  point  in  the  latter 
State  for  the  purpose  of  getting  a  more  favorable  tariff  rate  by  securing  the  benefit 
of  the  local  rate  between  two  points  in  the  same  State,  and  therefore  the  shipper  can 
not  avoid  payment  of  the  through  rate  to  ultimate  destination  by  taking  delivery  at 
the  intermediate  point  and  rebilling  to  the  ultimate  point. 

POWER    OF   LEGISLATURE    TO    INCREASE    FARES. 

In  Ortega  Co.  v.  Triay,  decided  November  13,  1922,  it  was  held  that  the  legislature 
has  authority  to  increase  as  well  as  decrease  fares  of  a  transportation  company,  under  a 
constitutional  provision  giving  it  full  power  to  prevent  unjust  discrimination  and  ex- 
cessive charges. 

LIABILITY   OF  INITIAL   CARRIER. 

In  C.  &  N.  W.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Nye  Schneider  Co.,  decided  November  13,  1922,  it  was 
held  that  a  railroad  company,  made  liable  by  State  statutes  for  safe  delivery  at  destina- 
tion of  freight  received  by  it  destined  to  a  point  on  a  connecting  carrier,  is  entitled  to 
reimbursement  from  the  connecting  carrier  in  case  it  is  compelled  to  pay  for  the  con- 
necting carrier's  default. 

EXERCISE   OF  POWER   BY  PUBLIC-SERVICE    BODIES. 

In  Wichita  R.  R.  &  L.  Co.  v.Kans.  P.  U.  C,  decided  November  13,  1922,  it  was 
held  that  to  prevent  the  conferring  upon  an  administrative  agency  of  authority  to  fix 
rates  for  public  service  from  being  a  mere  delegation  of  legislative  power,  and  therefore 
void,  the  legislature  must  enjoin  upon  it  a  certain  course  of  procedure  and  certain  rules 
of  decisions  with  which  the  agency  must  substantially  comply  to  validate  its  action. 
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CONSOLIDATION    OF   RAILROADS. 


In  General  Ins.  Co.  v.  L.  S.  &  M.  S.  Ry.  Co.,  decided  November  27,  1922,  it  was 
held  that  there  is  no  abuse  of  discretion  in  refusing  to  permit  the  filing,  in  a  suit  to 
enjoin  consolidation  of  several  railroad  companies,  of  a  supplemental  bill  changing  the 
status  of  plaintiff  and  the  objects  of  the  suit,  where  dismemberment  of  the  consolidated 
railroad  might  result  in  serious  disturbance  of  both  public  and  private  interests. 

JURISDICTION    UNDER   CLAYTON   ACT. 

In  the  last-cited  case  it  was  further  held  that  the  section  of  the  Clayton  Act  which 
involves  the  question  of  venue  of  suits  brought  under  it  does  not  affect  the  general 
jurisidiction  of  the  United  States  district  courts,  but  merely  establishes  a  personal 
privilege  which  defendant  is  free  to  waive. 

PAYING   OR   REJECTING    CLAIM   WITHIN    SPECIFIED   TIME. 

In  Southern  Ry.  Co.  v.  Clift,  decided  December  4,  1922,  it  was  held  that  a  railroad 
company  is  not  deprived  of  due  process  of  law  by  a  State  statute  requiring  it  to  pay 
or  reject  a  claim,  in  whole  or  in  part,  within  a  specified  time  after  its  presentation, 
or  it  shall  stand  admitted  as  a  liability,  payable  to  the  full  amount. 

INTERSTATE    COMMERCE. 

In  Champlain  Realty  Co.  v.  Brattleboro,  decided  December  11,  1922,  it  was  held  that 
the  question  of  continuity  of  traffic  which  will  exempt  property  moving  in  interstate 
commerce  from  local  taxation  depends  upon  the  intention  of  the  owner,  the  control 
he  retains  to  change  the  destination,  the  agency  by  which  the  transit  is  effected,  and 
the  occasion  of  the  interruption. 

In  Pullman  Co.  v.  Richardson,  decided  March  12, 1923,  it  was  held  that  a  tax  upon  the 
property  of  a  sleeping  car  company  located  within  a  State  measured  by  the  gross  State 
receipts  does  not  unconstitutionally  burden  interstate  commerce,  although  the  com- 
pany is  doing  an  interstate  business. 

In  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  v.  Olsen,  decided  April  16, 1923,  it  was  held  that  the  pur- 
chase and  sale  of  grain  on  a  board  of  trade  in  a  market  through  which  it  must  pass  in 
interstate  commerce  are  subject  to  regulation  by  Congress  so  far  as  they  are  cash  sales 
of  grains  on  hand  and  sales  of  grains  to  arrive,  and  of  grains  actually  delivered  in  ful- 
fillment oi  future  contracts. 

In  Oliver  Iron  Mining  Co.  v.  Lord,  decided  May  7,  1923,  it  was  held  that  a  tax  laid 
upon  the  business  of  mining  iron  ore  is  not  an  invalid  interference  with  interstate 
commerce,  although  the  ore  severed  is  loaded  immediately  upon  cars  to  be  shipped  out 
of  the  State. 

In  Davis  v.  Farmers',  etc.  Co.,  decided  May  21, 1923,  it  was  held  that  solicitation  of 
traffic  by  railroads  in  States  remote  from  their  lines  is  part  of  the  business  of  interstate 
transportation. 

In  A.  C.  L.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Daughton,  decided  June  4, 1923,  it  was  held  that  the  imposi- 
tion of  a  tax  by  a  State  upon  the  net  income  of  an  interstate  railroad  from  operations 
within  the  State,  without  allowing  deductions  for  payments  of  interest  and  rent,  does 
not  violate  the  interstate  commerce  provision. 

In  Sonneborn  v.  Keeling,  decided  June  11,  1923,  it  was  held  that  a  tax  upon  the  re- 
ceipts from  interstate  transportation  or  transmission  of  oil  is  an  unlawful  burden  on 
interstate  commerce,  whether  receipts  from  intrastate  transportation  or  transmission 
are  equally  taxed  or  not. 

In  Pa.  v.  W.  Va.,  decided  June  11,  1923,  it  was  held  that  the  purpose  of  the  Con- 
stitution in  committing  to  Congress  power  to  regulate  interstate  commerce  was  to 
protect  commercial  intercourse  from  invidious  restraints,  to  prevent  interference 
through  conflicting  or  hostile  State  laws,  and  to  insure  uniformity  in  regulation.  It 
was  also  held  that  the  transmission  of  natural  gas  from  one  State  to  another,  for  sale 
and  consumption  in  the  latter,  is  interstate  commerce. 

FREE   PASSES. 

In  K.  C.  S.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Van  Zant,  decided  January  2,  1923,  it  was  held  that  not  only 
the  permission  and  use  of  free  passes  in  interstate  commerce,  but  also  the  limitations 
and  conditions  upon  their  use,  are  regulated  by  the  Hepburn  Act,  and  therefore 
State  control  over  the  subject  is  excluded. 
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CUMMINS    AMENDMENT. 


In  A'.ner.  Ry.  Exp.  Co.  v.  Lindenburg,  decided  January  8,  1923,  it  was  held  that  a 
shipper  who  takes  the  benefit  of  a  lower  rate  for  transportation,  dependent  upon  the 
value  of  the  property  specified  in  the  receipt,  is  estopped  from  asserting  a  higher 
value  when  the  goods  are  lost  or  injured. 


CAPITALIZED   COST   OP   MAINTENANCE. 


In  W.  &  A.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Ga.  R.  R.  Com.,  decided  February  19,  1923,  it  was  held 
that  in  determining  whether  the  amount  in  controversy  in  a  case  to  enjoin  an  order  to 
install  a  switch  is  sufficient  for  jurisdiction,  the  cost  of  original  installation  is  not 
alone  to  be  considered,  but  the  capitalized  cost  of  maintenance  may  also  be  taken 
into  account. 


LIMITATION    OP   ACTION. 


In  K.  C.  S.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Wolf,  decided  February  19,  1923,  it  was  held  that  in  a  suit 
for  the  recovery  of  excess  freight  charges  on  interstate  shipments  no  recovery  can  be 
had  after  two  years  from  the  time  the  cause  of  action  accrues  have  expired. 


RAILROAD    LABOR    BOARD. 


In  P.  R.  R.  Co.  y.  U.  S.  R.  R.  Labor  Board,  decided  February  19,  1923,  it  was  held 
that  a  labor  union  is  within  the  provision  of  the  transportation  act  of  1920,  providing 
that  the  Labor  Board,  upon  the  application  of  the  chief  executive  of  "any  organization 
of  employees, ' '  shall  receive  the  dispute  for  hearing. 


GARNISHMENT    OF    RAILROAD. 

In  Davis  v.  Dantzler,  decided  February  26,  1923,  it  was  held  that  the  garnishment 
of  a  debt  of  one  railroad  company  to  another,  to  secure  a  claim  against  the  latter  which 
arose  before  Federal  control,  is  forbidden  by  the  President's  proclamation  and  the 
Federal  control  act. 

TELEPHONE    RATES. 

In  New  York  v.  N.  Y.  Teleph.  Co.,  decided  March  12,  1923,  it  was  held  that  the 
refusal  of  the  district  court  to  permit  a  city  to  become  a  party  to  a  suit  to  enjoin 
telephone  rates  within  its  limits  was  valid,  where  counsel  for  the  commission  and  the 
attorney  general  of  the  State  are  made  parties. 

In  Pendergast  v.  N.  Y.  Teleph.  Co.,  decided  April  16,  1923,  it  was  held  that  a  bill 
to  enjoin  telephone  rates  stating  the  cost  and  value  of  the  property  devoted  to  the 
service  and  the  percentage  of  earnings  which  the  rates  will  allow,  which  are  alleged 
not  to  be  a  fair  return  upon  the  value  of  the  property,  sufficiently  sets  out  the  ultimate 
facts  to  warrant  injunctive  relief. 

In  State  of  Mo.,  ex  rel.  v.  P.  S.  Com.  of  Mo.,  decided  May  21,  1923,  it  was  held  that 
a  fair  return  upon  properties  devoted  to  public  serice  can  not  be  determined  without 
giving  consideration  to  the  cost  of  labor  and  supplies  at  the  time  the  investigation  is 
made;  that  a  return  of  5 }  per  cent  upon  the  minimum  value  of  property  of  a  telephone 
company  is  wholly  inadequate  at  a  time  when  prevailing  investment  and  interest 
rates  are  much  higher  than  that;  and  that  a  commission  can  not,  in  fixing  telephone 
rates,  disallow  an  item  of  expense  paid  by  the  company  for  rented  equipment  where 
there  is  nothing  to  indicate  bad  faith  on  the  part  of  the  management. 

STOPPING   OP   INTERSTATE    TRAINS. 

In  St.  L.-S.  F.  Ry.  Co.  v.  P.  S.  Com.  of  Mo.,  decided  March  19,  1923,  it  was  held 
that  an  order  of  a  State  commission  requiring  through  night  trains  operating  in  long- 
distance travel  between  States  to  stop  at  a  town  of  2,500  people,  with  facilities  com- 
mensurate to  their  needs,  is  an  invalid  interference  with  interstate  commerce. 

VALUATION. 

In  South  Utah  M.  &  S.  v.  Beaver  Co.,  decided  May  21,  1923,  it  was  held  that  for  pur- 
poses of  taxation,  the  value  of  property  whose  production  is  uniform  and  of  indefinite 
duration  may  be  ascertained  by  the  capitalization  of  the  net  income  derived  from  it  at 
the  going  rate  of  interest,  in  the  absence  of  a  more  certain  method ;  but  such  basis  will 
become  excessive  as  the  stage  of  exhaustion  approaches. 
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CONFISCATORY   RATES. 

In  Paducah  v.  Paducdh  Ry-.  Co.,  decided  February  19,  1923,  it  was  held  that  injunc- 
tion lies  to  prevent  a  city  from  enforcing  an  ordinance  fixing  fares  for  street-railway 
service  which  are  so  low  as  to  be  confiscatory. 

In  Okla.  Nat.  Gas  Co.  v.  Russell,  decided  March  5,  1923,  it  was  held  that  a  public 
service  corporation  for  which  confiscatory  rates  have  been  established  by  a  State  com- 
mission is  entitled  to  a  temporary  injunction  in  the  Federal  courts  against  the  enforce- 
ment of  such  rates,  pending  an  appeal  to  the  State  supreme  court,  under  certain  cir- 
cumstances. 

In  Ga.  Ry.  &  P.  Co.  v.  Decatur,  decided  June  4, 1923,  it  was  held  that  where  a  street- 
car company  has  made  a  binding  contract  with  a  city  for  rates  the  court  will  not  con- 
sider the  question  whether  they  are  confiscatory;  but  it  was  also  held  that  the  obliga- 
tion of  a  contract  for  interurban  rates  of  fare  is  unconstitutionally  impaired  by  extend- 
ing the  limits  of  a  city  and  making  the  rates  applicable  within  the  added  territory. 

In  Ga.  Ry.  &  P.  Co.  v.  College  Park,  decided  June  4, 1923,  it  was  held  that  a  contract 
between  a  street  railway  company  and  a  city  that  no  greater  than  a  specified  fare  shall 
be  charged  from  that  city  to  another  town  operates  in  favor  of  passengers  carried  in 
either  direction. 

In  Brush  Elec.  Co.  v.  Galveston,  decided  June  4,  1923,  it  was  held  that  the  court  will 
not  interfere  with  the  decree  of  a  trial  court  refusing  to  enjoin  rates  alleged  to  be 
confiscatory  until  the  effect  of  the  new  rates  be  tested,  where  the  evidence  is  con- 
flicting. 

In  Bluefield,  etc.,  Co.  v.  W.  Va.  P.  S.  Com.,  decided  June  11, 1923,  it  was  held  that 
the  return  on  investment  which  a  public  utility  should  be  permitted  to  earn  should 
be  reasonably  sufficient  to  assure  confidence  in  the  financial  soundness  of  the  utility, 
and  should  be  adequate,  under  efficient  and  economical  management,  to  maintain 
and  support  its  credit,  and  enable  it  to  raise  money  for  the  proper  discharge  of  its 
public  duties. 

In  Ga.  Ry.  &  P.  Co.  v.  Ga.  R.  R.  Corn.,  decided  June  11, 1923,  it  was  held  that  past 
losses,  due  to  insufficiency  of  previous  rates,  are  not  to  be  capitalized  as  property  in 
fixing  the  basis  on  which  to  allow  a  return  for  public  service;  it  was  also  held  that  a 
return  of  1\  per  cent  in  addition  to  the  normal  Federal  income-tax  exemption  on  the 
stock  of  a  public  utility  can  not  be  deemed  confiscatory. 

SERVICE    ORDERS. 

In  Ga.  Ry.  <Sc  P.  Co.  v.  Decatur,  supra,  it  was  also  held  that  the  power  of  a  railroad 
commission  to  provide  for  transfers  on  street  cars,  to  require  additional  seating  capacity, 
and  to  compel  the  use  of  trailer  cars  does  not  violate  the  Constitution. 

STANDARD   CLASSIFICATION    OF  ACCOUNTING. 

In  A.  C.  L.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Daughton,  supra,  it  was  held  that  imposing  an  Income  tax 
only  on  railroads  required  to  keep  records  according  to  the  standard  classification  of 
accounting  of  this  commission  when  there  are  other  railroads  in  the  State  which  are 
not  required  to  keep  such  records  does  not  violate  the  Federal  Constitution. 

" PUBLIC   INTEREST." 

In  Milheim  v.  Moffat,  decided  June  11,  1923,  it  was  held  that  the  construction  of  a 
tunnel  which  shall  constitute  a  part  of  a  railroad  line  and  save  the  railroad,  which 
would  otherwise  be  abandoned,  to  the  people  of  the  State,  is  a  public  purpose  for 
which  the  power  of  taxation  may  be  exercised;  and  it  was  further  held  that  the  test 
of  the  public  character  of  an  improvement  is  the  use  to  which  it  is  put,  not  the  person 
by  whom  it  is  to  be  operated. 

In  Wolff  Packing  Co.  v.  Kans.  Court,  decided  June  11,  1923,  it  was  held  that  the 
expression  "clothed  with  public  interest,"  which  gives  the  right  of  public  regulation 
of  a  business,  means  more  than  that  the  public  welfare  is  affected  by  its  continuity 
or  by  the  price  at  which  a  commodity  is  sold  or  a  service  rendered;  the  circumstances 
must  be  such  as  to  create  a  peculiarly  close  relation  between  the  public  and  those 
engaged  in  it,  and  raise  implications  of  affirmative  obligations  on  their  part  to  be 
reasonable  in  dealing  with  the  public. 

In  Pa.  v.  W.  Va.,  supra,  it  was  held  that  pipe-line  companies  engaged  in  trans- 
porting natural  gas  for  consumption  in  the  State  where  it  is  produced  and  in  other 
States  are  engaged  in  a  quasi  public  business. 
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REPRODUCTION   COST. 

In  Bluejield  v.  W.  Va.  P.  S.  Com.,  supra,  it  was  held  that  reproduction  cost  at 
present  prices  can  not  be  ignored  in  fixing  rates  for  a  public  utility  established  before 
the  war. 

In  Ga.  Ry.  &  P.  Co.  v.  Ga.  R.  R.  Com.,  supra,  it  was  held  that  replacement  cost  of 
property  of  a  public  utility,  less  depreciation,  is  not  an  arbitrary  measure  of  value 
of  the  property  for  rate-making  purposes. 

BILLS   OF  LADING. 

In  Ellis  &  Co.  v.  Davis,  decided  January  29,  1923,  it  was  held  that  a  provision  in  a 
bill  of  lading  limiting  the  right  to  bring  action  for  loss  in  transportation  to  two  years 
and  a  day  after  delivery,  or  after  a  reasonable  time  for  delivery  has  elapsed,  was  not 
affected  by  the  provision  in  the  transportation  act,  1920,  that  such  action  may  be 
brought  within  the  periods  prescribed  by  the  State  or  Federal  statutes,  but  not  later 
than  two  years  from  the  passage  of  the  act. 

In  City  Nat' I  Bank  v.  E.  P.  &  N.  E.  R.  R.  Co.,  decided  June  11, 1923,  it  was  held 
that  the  fact  that,  by  mistake,  a  carrier  has  transported  several  carloads  of  cattle  to  a 
bank,  care  of  a  broker,  and  delivered  them  to  a  broker  with  the  acquiescence  of  the 
bank,  fails  to  insert  in  the  bill  of  lading,  as  directed  by  the  consignor  of  a  particular 
shipment,  that  it  is  in  care  of  the  broker,  does  not  render  the  carrier  liable  for  delivery 
to  the  broker  without  payment  of  the  draft  and  surrender  of  the  bill  of  lading. 

PAST   LOSSES   AS    CAPITAL. 

In  Ga.  Ry.  6c  P.  Co.  v.  Ga.  R.  R.  Com.,  supra,  it  was  held  that  past  losses,  due  to 
insufficiency  of  previous  rates,  are  not  to  be  capitalized  as  property  in  fixing  the 
basis  on  which  to  allow  a  return  for  public  service. 

KANSAS   COURT   OF  INDUSTRIAL   RELATIONS. 

In  Wolff  Packing  Co.  v.  Kansas  Court,  supra,  it  was  held  that  the  attempt  by  a 
State  to  create  continuity  of  such  businesses  as  food  and  clothing  production  and 
mining,  by  requiring  employers  to  pay  wages  fixed  by  an  industrial  court  and  for- 
bidding the  employees  to  strike,  violates  the  Federal  Constitution  forbidding  depriva- 
tion of  liberty  and  property  without  due  process  of  law. 

RIGHT   TO    DISCONTINUE    BUSINESS. 

In  the  last-cited  case  it  was  also  held  that  a  common  carrier  which  accepts  a  rail- 
road franchise  is  not  free  to  withdraw  the  use  of  that  which  it  has  granted  to  the  public 
unless  it  surrenders  its  franchise  on  the  operation  of  the  enterprise  becoming  impos- 
sible without  continuous  loss. 

IN  THE  CIRCUIT  COURTS  OF  APPEALS. 

CUMMINS  AMENDMENT. 

In  Dexter  v.  Davis,  281  Fed.,  385,  decided  May  31,  1922,  the  court  for  the  fourth 
circuit  held  that  the  provision  in  the  Cummins  amendment  imposing  on  a  carrier 
certain  liabilities  on  interstate  shipments,  or  shipments  "to  an  adjacent  foreign 
country,"  does  not  apply  to  a  shipment  to  a  foreign  country  not  adjacent. 

In  Adams  Express  Co.  v.  Darden,  286  Fed.,  61,  decided  January  9,  1923,  the  court 
for  the  sixth  circuit,  held  that  the  provision  in  the  Cummins  amendment  against 
limitation  of  liability  can  not  be  defeated  by  construction  based  on  the  convenience 
of  the  clause,  nor  on  any  argument  based  upon  the  history  or  the  policy  of  the  statute. 

DEMURRAGE. 

In  Davis  v.  Smutzinger,  281  Fed.,  640,  decided  June  27,  1922,  the  court  for  the  third 
circuit  held  that  in  an  action  by  carrier  against  shipper  for  deficiency  resulting  after 
sale  of  shipment  for  freight  and  demurrage,  notice  to  shipper  of  consignee's  refusal  to 
accept  goods  is  required  in  statement  of  claim  for  demurrage. 

.  In  So.  Ry.  Co.  v.  White,  284  Fed.,  560,  decided  November  7, 1922,  the  court  for  the 
sixth  circuit  held  that  where  a  storm  which  destroyed  a  bridge  on  a  logging  road  and 
prevented  the  return  of  cars  taken  over  for  loading  within  the  free  time  was  of  such 
extraordinary  character  that  it  should  be  called  an  act  of  God,  it  relieved  the  shipper 
from  liability  for  demurrage. 
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In  Davis  v.  Timmonsville  Oil  Co.,  285  Fed.,  470,  decided  December  21,  1922,  the 
court  for  the  fourth  circuit  held  that  demurrage  charges  are  part  of  the  tariff,  and 
must  be  collected  from  the  shipper  or  consignee  to  the  same  extent  as  the  charge  for 
carriage. 

CONFISCATORY  RATES. 

In  Augusta  Aiken  Ry.  &  Elec.  Corp.  v.  S.  C.  R.  R.  Com.,  281  Fed.,  977,  decided 
June  6, 1922,  the  court  for  the  fourth  circuit  held  that  an  injunction  restraining  enforce- 
ment of  a  rate  fixed  by  a  State  commission  found  to  be  confiscatory  does  not  prevent 
the  commission  from  fixing  a  reasonable  rate,  and  the  injunction  may  prescribe  a 
limit  to  the  rate  which  may  be  charged  by  the  carrier  pending  action  by  the  com- 
mission. 

carrier's  sale  of  perishable  goods. 

In  M.  &  M.  Trp.  Co.  v.  Branch,  282  Fed.,  494,  decided  July  5,  1922,  the  court  for 
the  fourth  circuit  held  that  where  carrier  was  required  to  sell  perishable  goods  because 
of  nonarrival  of  bill  of  lading,  it  had  no  authority  to  sell  the  goods  on  credit,  and  was 
required  to  account  to  shipper  as  if  it  had  received  the  cash  value  of  the  goods. 

RECEIVER  SHOULD  OPERATE  LEASED  LINE. 

In  Amer.  B.  S.  &  F.  Co.  v.N.  Y.  Rys.  Co.,  282  Fed.,  523,  decided  June  21,  1922, 
the  court  for  the  second  circuit  held  that  when  a  court  appoints  a  receiver  of  a  rail- 
road company  which  embraces  a  leasehold  estate,  it  is  his  duty  to  take  possession  of 
it  and  to  continue  to  perform  the  public  trust  which  is  imposed  on  the  property. 

INTERSTATE  COMMERCE.  # 

In  Danville  Local  Union  v.  Danville  Brick  Co.,  283  Fed.,  909,  decided  September 
12,  1922,  the  court  for  the  seventh  circuit  held  that  the  production  of  goods  destined 
for  shipment  outside  the  State  does  not  constitute  interstate  commerce.  To  the 
same  effect,  see  285  Fed.,  936. 

In  United  Leather  Union  v.  Herkert  Trunk  Co.,  284  Fed.,  446,  decided  October  19, 
1922,  the  court  for  the  eighth  circuit  defined  "interstate  commerce"  as  comprehend- 
ing every  contract,  trade,  and  dealing  between  citizens  of  one  State  and  those  of 
another,  which  contemplate  the  transportation  of  goods,  persons,  or  information  from 
one  State  to  another,  and  every  initiatory,  negotiating,  and  intervening  act  of  the 
parties  to  that  trade  or  deal,  from  the  time  the  intercourse  relating  to  it  commences 
until  the  transportation  and  delivery  have  been  completed. 

In  A.,T.&  S.  F.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Wells,  285  Fed.,  369,  decided  December  15,  1922,  the 
court  for  the  fifth  circuit  held  that  the  effect  on  interstate  commerce  of  garnishment 
and  attachment  proceedings,  authorized  by  a  State  statute,  is  too  remote  to  be  objec- 
tionable. 

In  Whitaker  v.  Hitt,  285  Fed.,  797,  decided  November  6,  1922,  the  court  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  held  that  the  driving  of  a  stolen  automobile  from  one  State  to  another 
under  its  own  power  is  "interstate  commerce,"  even  though  no  goods  or  passengers 
were  transported  therein  for  hire. 

In  Pa.  R.  R.  Co.  y.  McGirr,  287  Fed.,  334,  decided  December  11,  1922,  the  court 
for  the  second  circuit  held  that  where  a  shipper  loaded  his  goods  into  cars  in  New 
York  which  were  placed  on  floats,  and  towed  by  the  carrier,  under  the  given  circum- 
stances, the  towage  was  not  a  part  of  the  interstate  carriage,  but  was  accessorial  service. 

In  T.  &  P.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Thompson,  288  Fed.,  167,  decided  March  13,  1923,  the  court 
for  the  fifth  circuit  held  that  where  a  carrier  opposed  an  allowance  to  a  shipper, 
because  no  tariff  had  been  filed  with  this  commission,  the  burden  is  on  the  carrier  to 
show  that  the  traffic  was  interstate  commerce. 

In  W.,  B.  &  A.  E.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Waller,  289  Fed.,  598,  decided  May  7,  1923,  the 
court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  held  that  a  passenger  on  an  intrastate  car,  with  ticket 
for  District  of  Columbia,  though  obliged  to  change  cars,  is  an  interstate  passenger. 

COMPRESSION    OF   COTTON   IN   TRANSIT. 

In  Locke  &  Co.  v.  St.  L.-S.  F.  Ry.  Co.,  284  Fed.,  46,  decided  October  2,  1922,  the 
court  for  the  eighth  circuit  held  that  a  carrier  is  not  liable  for  damage  to  cotton  from 
negligent  compression,  that  for  conditioning  the  cotton  the  compress  company  was 
the  snipper's  agent,  and  that  the  carrier  had  a  right  to  rely  on  the  statement  in  the 
clearance  receipt  that  the  cotton  would  be  properly  conditioned  before  shipment. 
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UNDERCHARGES. 

In  L.  &  N.R.  R  Co.  v.  Central  I.  &  C.  Co.,  284  Fed.,  250,  decided  October  27,, 
1922,  the  court  for  the  fifth  circuit  held  that  where  the  consignee  had  contracted  to 
pay  the  freight  and  the  carrier  delivered  the  goods  and  collected  the  charges  then 
considered  due,  though  by  an  error  an  undercharge,  it  elected  to  look  to  the  consignee 
and  can  not  collect  the  deficiency  from  the  consignor. 

BILLS  OF  LADING. 

In  N.  Y.  &  P.  R.  S.  S.  Co.  v.  McGowin,  284  Fed.,  513,  decided  November  11,  1922, 
the  court  for  the  first  circuit  held  that  a  bill  of  lading  made  out  to  a  consignee  "or 
assigns"  is  equivalent  to  one  to  the  consignee  or  order,  and  is  negotiable. 

In  Russo  v.  Davis,  285  Fed. ,  231,  decided  December  5, 1922,  the  court  for  the  seventh 
circuit  held  that  connecting  carriers  are  charged  with  knowledge  of  change  of  destina- 
tion, upon  surrendering  order  bills  of  lading  and  designating  another  party  as  the  one 
to  be  notified  on  arrival  of  the  shipment. 

In  Second  Nat.  Bank  v.  Columbia  T.  Co.,  288  Fed.,  17,  decided  March  20,  1923,  the 
court  for  the  third  circuit  held  that  a  bill  of  lading  under  the  wording  thereof  was  con- 
clusive proof  as  to  the  date  of  the  shipment  under  contract. 

ABANDONMENT  OF  LINE. 

In  Jones  v.  So.  Ry.  Co.,  285  Fed.,  19,  decided  November  25,  1922,  the  court  for  the 
fifth  circuit  held  that  where  operation  of  a  railroad  has  been  permanently  stopped, 
there  is  no  presumption  of  a  purpose  by  the  railroad  company  to  abandon  the  rails 
thereon,  and  it  may  remove  them,  though  it  abandons  the  railroad. 

REPRESENTATION    OF  AGENT. 

In  Gosho  Co.  v.  S.  P.  Co.,  285  Fed.,  227,  decided  December  8,  1922,  the  court  for 
the  fifth  circuit  held  that  a  railroad  company  is  not  bound  by  the  representation 
of  its  agent  made  to  a  prospective  shipper,  with  whom  no  contract  of  carriage  had  yet 
been  entered  into,  relative  to  the  procurement  of  cargo  space  for  an  ocean  ship- 
ment at  specified  rates. 

REPARATION. 

In  Morgan  Co.  y.  G.  N.  Ry.  Co.,  285  Fed.,  876,  decided  January  2,  1923,  the  court 
for  the  seventh  circuit  held  that  evidence  that  may  condemn  a  rate  for  interstate 
shipments  does  not  necessarily  justify  reparations  for  exaction  of  that  rate  in  the  past,  so 
that  an  order  of  this  commission  establishing  a  different  rate,  but  not  authorizing 
reparation,  does  not  establish  a  shipper's  right  to  reparation. 

REBATES. 

In  the  Adams  Express  Co.  case,  cited  above,  the  court  for  the  sixth  circuit  further 
held  that  the  fact  that  a  contract  for  the  shipment  of  race  horses  specified  a  lower  rate 
than  the  tariff  rates  for  animals  of  that  value,  does  not  prevent  the  shipper  from 
recovering  the  value  of  the  horses  killed  by  the  carrier's  negligence. 

COLLECTION    OF   UNPUBLISHED    RATE. 

In  Pa.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  McGirr,  cited  above,  the  court  for  the  second  circuit  further 
held  that  the  interstate  commerce  act  does  not  forbid  the  collection  of  a  rate  not 
published  in  the  filed  tariffs  for  a  service  not  mentioned  therein. 

LIMITATION    OF    ACTIONS. 

In  Davis  v.  Dupont,  287  Fed.,  522,  decided  March  5,  1923,  the  court  for  the  eighth 
circuit  held  that  an  action  by  the  Director  General  of  Railroads  for  the  recovery  of 
charges  accruing  during  the  railroad  administration  is  not  subject  to  the  limitation 
of  actions  provided  by  the  transportation  act,  1920. 

In  Hudson  v.  Davis,  289  Fed.,  943,  decided  June  4,  1923,  the  court  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  held  that  the  two-year  limitation  in  the  transportation  act  applies  only 
to  causes  of  action  accruing  during  Federal  control. 
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ALLOWANCE  FOR  SWITCHING   CHARGES. 

In  T.  &  P.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Thompson,  cited  above,  the  court  for  the  fifth  circuit  further 
held  that  a  reasonable  allowance  for  switching  charges  under  an  agreement  by  the 
carrier  as  to  intrastate  traffic  can  be  enforced ,  where  none  of  the  business  was  inter- 
state in  character. 

SERVICE    ON   THE   DIRECTOR   GENERAL   OF  RAILROADS. 

In  Whalen  P.  &  P.  Mills  v.  Davis,  288  Fed.,  438,  decided  April  3,  1923,  the  court 
for  the  District  of  Columbia  held  that  permission  to  serve  process  on  the  director 
general  in  an  action  arising  out  of  the  Federal  control  of  railroads,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  the  transportation  act,  1920,  implies  that  the  authority  can  not  be  exercised 
in  any  other  manner. 

ACTION   AGAINST   DIRECTOR    GENERAL   AFTER   HIS   RESIGNATION. 

In  Davidson  v.  Payne,  289  Fed.,  69,  decided  April  23,  1923,  the  court  for  the  eighth 
circuit  held  that  where  suit  was  brought  against  the  Director  General  of  Railroads 
after  his  resignation  as  Agent  designated  by  the  President  under  the  transportation 
act,  the  suit  was  against  the  wrong  party. 

SEGREGATION    OF   RACES. 

In  W.,  B.  &  A.  E.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Waller,  289  Fed.,  598,  decided  May  7,  1923,  the 
court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  held  that  the  Maryland  statute  requiring  segregation 
of  the*  races  in  passenger  coaches  is  not  applicable  to  an  interstate  passenger  riding  in 
a  coach  within  the  State. 

IN  THE  DISTRICT  COURTS. 

CONSIGNEE   LIABLE   FOR  FREIGHT   CHARGES. 

In  W.  &  A.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Underwood,  281  Fed.,  891,  decided  July  13, 1922,  the  court 
for  the  northern  district  of  Georgia  held  that  a  consignee  can  not  accept  delivery  of 
an  interstate  shipment  without  incurring  liability  for  the  carrier's  lawful  charges, 
known  or  unknown,  supposed  to  be  prepaid  or  otherwise,  and  no  matter  what  the 
consignee's  actual  relation  to  the  shipper  is. 

INTERSTATE    COMMERCE. 

In  Mo.  v.  Kans.  Nat.  Gas  Co.,  282  Fed.,  341,  decided  June  30,  1922,  the  court  for 
the  western  district  of  Missouri  held  that  the  transportation  of  natural  gas  from  one 
State  to  another  is  "interstate  commerce";  and  that  respecting  the  power  of  a  State 
directly  to  affect,  regulate,  or  burden  interstate  commerce,  "burden"  means  any- 
thing that  imposes  either  a  restrictive  or  onerous  load  upon  such  commerce. 

In  Central  Trust  Co.  v.  Consumers'  L.,E.  &  P.  Co.,  282  Fed.,  680,  decided  June  15, 
1922,  the  court  for  the  district  of  Kansas  held  that  a  State  can  not  regulate  the  rates 
chargeable  for  gas  by  an  interstate  pipe  line  company,  though  Congress  has  not  exer- 
cised its  power  of  control  over  such  rates. 

In  Interstate  Motor  T.  Co.  v.  Kuykendall,  284  Fed.,  882,  decided  November  21, 
1922,  the  court  for  the  western  district  of  Washington  held  that  the  State  has  full 
power  to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  use  of  public  highways  as  a  place  of  business  by  com- 
mon carriers  for  hire. 

In  U.  S.  v.  Nat.Asso.  &c  Mfrs.,  287  Fed.,  228,  decided  February  2,  1923,  the  court 
for  the,  northern  district  of  Ohio  held  that  the  manufacture  and  production  of  articles 
is  not  interstate  trade  or  commerce,  even  though  there  may  be  a  present  intention 
to  sell  and  ship  them  in  such  trade  or  commerce. 

FEDERAL  LABOR   BOARD    ACT   VALID. 

In  Pa.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  U.  S.  R.  R.  Labor  Board,  282  Fed.,  693,  decided  May  4,  1921, 
the  court  for  the  northern  district  of  Illinois  held  that  the  transportation  act,  1920, 
authorizing  the  labor  board  to  ascertain  just  and  reasonable  ways  and  working  condi- 
tions, is  within  the  power  of  Congress  under  its  power  to  regulate  interstate  commerce, 
and  does  jxot  violate  the  right  of  private  contract,  or  take  property  without  due  process 
<pi.law.. 
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ABANDONMENT    OF   LINE. 

In  Texas  v.  E.  T.  R.  R.  Co.,  283  Fed.,  584,  decided  August  11,  1922,  the  court  for 
the  western  district  of  Texas  held  that  a  railroad  company  can  not  be  required  to 
operate  at  a  loss,  and  there  being  neither  adequate  patronage  nor  prospect  thereof, 
it  may  dismatle  its  line. 

In  P.  &  S.  Coal  Co.  v.  D,  &  N.  R.  R.  Co.,  289  Fed.,  133,  decided  May  17,  1923, 
the  court  for  the  northern  district  of  New  York  held  that  the  owners  of  a  railroad  may 
abandon  the  entire  road,  if  unprofitable,  and  that  that  right  can  not  be  impaired  by 
statute;  but  that  a  Federal  court  may  not  authorize  abandonment  of  unprofitable 
branch,  contrary  to  State  law. 

agent's  misstatement  op  pact. 

In  Amer.  Exp.  Co.  v.  Sweeney,  283  Fed.,  691,  decided  August  18,  1922,  the  court 
for  the  district  of  Massachusetts  held  that  where  a  shipment  consigned  to  Denver, 
Colo.,  was  delivered  to  carrier  at  Troy,  Kans.,  and  in  transit  was  reconsigned  to 
Boston,  Mass.,  and  carrier's  agent  issued  a  second  receipt,  merely  showing  receipt  of 
shipment  at  Troy  for  transportation  to  Boston,  and  this  receipt  was  attached  to  a 
draft,  the  Boston  consignee,  taking  up  the  draft,  was  liable  only  for  transportation 
charges  between  Troy  and  Boston,  as  carrier  could  not  profit  by  its  agent's  misstate- 
ment of  fact  at  expense  of  innocent  party. 

overcharges. 

In  Collins  Co.  v.  Davis,  283  Fed. ,  837,  decided  July  31, 1922,  the  court  for  the  district 
of  Connecticut  held  that  a  Federal  court  has  primary  jurisdiction  of  an  action  against 
an  interstate  carrier  to  recover  overcharges,  without  previous  submission  of  the  claim 
to  this  commission,  where  there  is  no  occasion  for  the  exercise  of  administrative 
discretion,  and  the  construction  of  the  tariff  requires  only  determination  of  the  meaning 
of  words  used  in  their  ordinary  sense. 

In  North  American  Co.  v.  St.  L.  <fc  S.  F.  Ry.  Co.,  288  Fed.,  612,  decided  August  23, 
1922,  the  court  for  the  eastern  district  of  Missouri  held  that  shippers,  who  have  pur- 
sued the  statutory  remedy  for  recovery  of  overcharges  collected  by  a  carrier,  by 
obtaining  from  this  commission  an  order  awarding  them  damages,  and  a  judgment  on 
such  order,  can  not  later  maintain  a  suit  to  charge  the  company  as  trustee,  on  the 
inconsistent  theory  that  ownership  of  the  money  remained  in  them. 

distribution  of  coal  cars. 

In  Cleve.  &  West  Coal  Co.  v.  B.  &  0.  R.  R.  Co.,  283,  Fed.,  995,  decided  October  5, 
1922,  the  court  for  the  northern  district  of  Ohio  held  that  the  provision  of  the  interstate, 
commerce  act,  as  amended  by  the  transportation  act  of  1920,  as  to  the  distribution  of 
coal  cars  to  mines  and  whether  the  method  of  distribution  practiced  by  a  carrier  con- 
forms to  the  statute,  is  a  question  primarily  for  this  commission. 

DEMAND   FOR   DAMAGES   WITHIN    SPECIFIED   TIME. 

In  The  Henry  S.  Grove,  283  Fed.,  1019,  decided  October  25,  1922,  the  court  for  the 
western  district  of  Washington  held  that  a  stipulation  in  a  shipping  bill  that  damages 
to  a  cargo  must  be  asserted  within  90  days  or  a  reasonable  time  after  they  accrue  is 
binding. 

CARMACK  AMENDMENT. 

In  Pratt  v.  D.  &  R.  G.  W.  R.  R.  Co.,  284  Fed.,  1007,  decided  December  27,  1922, 
the  court  for  the  district  of  Minnesota  held  that  an  action  under  the  Carmack  amend- 
ment against  an  initial  carrier  is  maintainable  only  where  service  can  be  had  in  a 
manner  permissible  in  the  Federal  courts. 

CONSTRUCTION    OF   SPUR. 

In  Detroit  &  M.  Ry.  Co.  v.  B.  C,  G.  &.  A.  R.  R.  Co.,  286  Fed.,  540,  decided  January 
27,  1923,'  the  court  for  the  eastern  district  of  Michigan  held  that  the  authority  of  this 
commission  is  not  required  for  the  construction  of  spur,  switching,  or  industrial  tracks; 
^  but  the  proposed  track  in  this  case  was  held  an  "  extension  "  or  '  'branch  line,' '  requir- 
ing a  certificate  from  this  commission;  and  the  court  distinguishes  "extension"  or 
"new  line"  from  "spur  track." 
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DELAY  IN   TRANSPORTATION. 

In  Middleton  v.  TJ.  8.,  286  Fed.,  548,  decided  January  9,  1923,  the  court  for  the 
eastern  district  of  South  Carolina  held  that  under  a  bill  of  lading  issued  on  April  15, 
1920,  for  carriage  of  cotton  by  ship  from  Charleston,  S.  C,  to  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  the 
delivery  of  the  cotton  in  Jacksonville  on  May  9,  1920,  was  not  an  unreasonable  delay, 
as  it  appeared  that  the  parties  understood  that  the  shipment  was  not  to  be  at  once. 

DEMURRAGE. 

In  N.  &  W.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Emmons  C.  M.  Co.,  287  Fed.,  168,  decided  March  10, 1923, 
the  court  for  the  eastern  district  of  Pennsylvania  held  that  in  a  suit  against  a  con- 
signee, who  is  a  member  of  a  coal  exchange,  for  demurrage  charges,  the  consignee 
should  be  held  liable,  notwithstanding  the  consignment  was  made  in  care  of  the 
exchange. 

TARIFF   RATES. 

In  the  last-cited  case  it  was  further  held  that  when  a  carrier's  tariff  is  filed  with  this 
commission  or  published  it  becomes  the  law  between  the  shipper  and  the  carrier  until 
this  commission  has  determined  what  are  the  just  and  reasonable  rates  to  be  charged. 

Also  in  the  North  American  Co.  case,  supra,  it  was  further  held  that  a  report  or  an 
opinion  of  this  commission  that  existing  rates  are  unreasonable,  without  an  order  to 
change  them,  neither  authorizes  or  permits  a  departure  therefrom. 

REQUIRING    CARRIER   TO    BUILD   VIADUCT. 

In  M.  L.  &  T.  R.  R.  &  S.  S.  Co.  v.  La.  P.  S.  Com.,  287  Fed.,  390,  decided  February 
15,  1923,  the  court  for  the  eastern  district  of  Louisiana  held  that  the  Louisiana  State 
Public  Service  Commission,  though  by  statute  given  power  to  "supervise,  govern, 
regulate,  and  control"  common  carriers  within  the  State,  was  without  jurisdiction  to 
order  a  carrier  to  build  a  viaduct  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans. 

INTRASTATE   RATES. 

In  A.  C.  L.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Trammell,  287  Fed.,  741,  decided  March  24,  1923,  the 
court  for  the  northern  district  of  Georgia  held  that  a  complaint  that  an  intrastate  rate 
unjustly  discriminates  against  interstate  commerce  must  be  first  presented  to  this 
commission. 

UNJUST   DISCRIMINATION. 

In  the  last-cited  case  it  was  further  held  that  the  Georgia  commission  can  not  pre- 
scribe an  intrastate  rate  which  unjustly  discriminates  against  other  intrastate  rates, 
even  though  the  carrier  had  established  that  rate  to  promote  a  new  industry  and  had 
subsequently  withdrawn  it. 

REPARATION. 

In  Fulton  B.  &  C.  Mills  v.  Amer.  Ry.  Exp.,  288  Fed.,  854,  decided  May  11,  1923, 
the  court  for  the  northern  district  of  Texas  held  that  the  option  to  sue  in  the  courts 
for  damages  under  the  interstate  commerce  act  is  limited  by  other  provisions  giving 
this  commission  jurisdiction. 

ALLOWANCES. 

In  the  last-cited  case  it  was  further  held  that  the  determination  of  what  is  a  reason- 
able allowance  to  a  shipper  who  was  required  to  haul  his  goods  to  the  express  com- 
pany's office  after  that  carrier  had  failed  to  call  for  them  and  pick  them  up,  as  it  was 
required  to  do  under  its  tariffs,  is  a  question  which  must  be  first  submitted  to  this 
commission. 

JOINT  RATES. 

In  67.  S.  &  F.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Ga.  P.  S.  Com.,  289  Fed.,  878,  decided  May  8,  1923,  the  court 
for  the  northern  district  of  Georgia  held  that  the  stock  control  of  a  connecting  road, 
separately  operated,  does  not  authorize  treatment  of  the  two  roads  as  a  continuous  line 
for  rate  purposes.
